THIS  IS  TO  CERTIFY  that  Mr.  Emilio  Olsson  has  been  appointed 
a missionary  of  the  International  Missionary  Alliance,  to  labor  in  South 
America,  with  the  following  understanding,  viz.  : — 

First — That  he,  Emilio  Olsson,  be  appointed  Superintendent  of  the 
work  in  South  America,  with  an  allowance,  as  God  will  enable  us  to 
give,  in  accordance  with  the  rules  of  the  Society,  of  one  thousand  dollars 
per  annum  for  himself  and  family,  as  follows: 

— Five  hundred  dollars  for  himself,  for  personal  use  and  living 
expenses. 

h — Four  hundred  dollars  for  his  wife,  also  an  accepted  missionary, 
and  fifty  dollars  for  each  child. 

Second — That  all  travelling  and  general  expenses  (rents  for  Gospel 
work,  meetings,  etc.)  be  paid  by  the  Board,  except  otherwise  provided. 

Third — That  regular  missionaries  shall  receive,  according  to  the 
rules  of  the  Society,  at  the  rate  of 

^400.00  per  annum  for  single  men, 

300.00  “ “ “ “ women;  and  about 

150.00  “ “ “ native  helpers. 

Fourth — That  the  missions  organized  shall  be  under  the  manage- 
ment of  the  Superintendent,  in  conjunction  with  a council  of  mission- 
aries on  the  field,  subject  to  the  direction  of  the  Board.

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introduction. 


To  All  Whom  !t  May  Concern: 

The  following  statements  of  the  real  facts  concerning  the  South  American  Missions  and  the 
Christian  and  Missionary  Alliance,  of  New  York  City,  1 now  beg  to  lay  bare  for  the  impartial  con- 
sideration of  the  Christian  public,  and  especially  before  my  friends  and  helpers  in  America.  And, 
in  justice  to  tlie  case  in  hand,  1 herein  publish  a few  paragraphs,  taken  from  the  religious  and 
secular  press,  bearing  directly  on  the  subject  under  discussion  and  now  before  tlie  public’s  eye. 

These  statements,  I feel  sure,  will  enable  all  candid  readers  to  judge  for  themselves,  and  lead 
them  to  a practical  and  unprejudiced  conclusion  in  the  whole  matter  of  this  sad  controversy  be- 
tween the  Alliance  Board,  myself  and  other  missionaries  thereby  involved,  who  are  now  upon 
the  field. 

1 also  deem  it  necessary  to  give  a very  brief  outline  in  tiiis  pamphlet  of  my  life  as  associated 
with  mission  work,  with  its  attendant  experiences  and  trials,  which  I trust  will  interest  the  friends 
of  missions  whom  it  has  not  been  my  privilege  to  meet  personally. 

Tlie  complaint  against  the  mismanagement  of  the  Alliance  is  not  a personal  one  altogether, 
but  comes  from  many  lands  and  climes,  and  from  lionorable  missionaries  of  Christ. 

1 desire  to  call  the  especial  attention  of  the  Alliance  people  to  the  facts  which  they  cannot 
possibly  ignore,  although  many  seem  to  think  that  the  man  Simpson— whom  they  appear  to 
almost  worship  as  one  infallible— can  never  make  any  grave  mistakes,  much  less  (ell  untrue  stories 
about  missionaries. 

1 am  exceedingly  sorry  and  pained  to  learn  that  the  disgraceful  and  unjust  pamphlet  printed 
by  the  Alliance  Board,  shamefully  defaming  my  character,  has  already  reached  London,  Eng- 
land, thus  seeking  to  create  suspicion  and  poison  the  minds  of  my  personal  friends  there.  1 regret 
again  Mr.  Simpson’s  foolish  and  reckless  course,  instead  of  seeking  reconciliation,  as  a professed 
teacher  of  the  Gospel  of  Peace. 

Perhaps  Mr.  Simpson’s  pamphlet,  like  a messenger  of  Satan,  is  on  its  way  to  the  ends  of  the 
earth,  fulfilling  its  mission  to  slander  an  innocent  man,  1 wonder  if  the  money  given  by  poor 
people  to  the  Alliance  Mission  for  the  spread  of  the  Gospel  in  heathen  lands  was  appropriated  by 
the  Board  for  the  printing  and  circulating  of  this  “snake  in  the  grass,”  which  is  stealthily  but  surely 
wiggling  its  way  into  the  far  crevices  of  the  earth,  dropping  its  deadly  poison  wherever  its  fangs 
can  get  a deep  enough  grip  ? But  this  must  not  be.  The  wounds  thus  made  must  be  cauterized 
clean  to  the  bone,  before  the  poison  begins  its  work  of  festering.  And  to  this  end,  1 pray  the  pub- 
lic will  make  way  for  tlie  remedy  held  out  in  my  honest  story,  here  placed  before  you,  and  be 
convinced  of  its  truth  and  sincerity. 

I now  write  my  simple  stoiy,  not  so  much  to  vindicate  and  defend  my  personal  character  as  a 
minister  of  the  Gospel  against  the  bitter  attacks  made  public  by  Mr.  Simpson  and  his  Board  of 
Managers,  but  for  the  sake  of  a complete  and  absolute  vindication  of  truth  and  righteousness;  not 
in  bitterness,  nor  in  animosity  of  heart,  but  in  deep  humility  and  sorrow  ; for  it  seems  to  me  that 
God  is  just  now  dealing  in  judgment  with  the  Alliance  methods  and  work,  and  that  He  has  seen 
fit  to  choose  me  to  be  used  in  His  hands  as  an  avenging  sword  to  cut  down  the  weeds  and  tares 


that  have  of  a surety  sprung  up  with  the  good  seed  in  His  vineyard,  and  thus  bring  to  light  the 
untruthfulness  and  shams  of  the  Alliance.  I earnestly  hope  that  God’s  true  people  will  be  separated 
from  all  organizations  of  mankind  that  are  not  thoroughly  transparent  and  upright  in  God’s  sight. 
The  immediate  need  of  the  Alliance  Missions  is  a thorough  overturning,  and  a perfect  reorganization 
on  sound,  practical  business  principles,  based  on  righteousness  and  faithfulness,  and  love  toward 
their  missionary  brethien  on  the  field,  who  have  suffered  materially  and  painfully  wounded  spiritu- 
ally because  of  the  misrepresentation  of  facts  by  the  Alliance  Board,  which  later  must  create  the 
belief,  “ Fahits  in  nno,  fahus  in  omnibus  ” (false  in  one  point,  false  in  all),  and  in  the  end  can- 
not but  recoil  upon  their  own  heads  an  hundredfold.  The  fact  is,  that  missionaries  have  suffered 
greatly  and  unwarrantably  in  the  field,  owing  to  the  gross  neglect  of  the  Alliance  Board  to  support 
them  in  their  arduous  labors  ; and  the  Board  most  truly  has  knowledge  of  these  things,  for  many, 
many  letters  of  complaint  from  missionaries  in  the  various  fields  are  in  the  hands  of  the  Alliance 
Board,  which  they  cannot,  nor  dare  not,  ignore  without  doing  strange  violence  to  their  conscience 
and  wrong  to  the  public,  who  ought  to  be  apprised  of  the  state  of  affairs,  in  all  justice,  for  the 
funds  which  they  so  generously  and  continually  contribute.  I believe  hundreds  of  letters  are  in 
their  possession,  and  also  in  the  hands  of  friends  of  missionaries  in  this  and  other  lands,  which 
ought  to  be  brought  to  light,  for  the  benefit  of  all  who  are  interested  in  the  Mission  cause. 

It  is  certainly  a very  painful  duty  for  me  thus  to  expose  the  Alliance’s  methods  before  the 
Christian  Church,  and  it  is  only  due  to  a deep  and  inspiring  sense  of  what  is  right  that  1 am  im- 
pelled to  speak  out,  for  1 have  waited  in  silence  for  about  two  months,  under  the  most  heavy  and 
crushing  pressure  of  bickerings  and  slander  against  myself.  The  Board  has  done  me  a great  deal 
of  harm,  even  among  those  whom  I deemed  my  friends,  while  others  are  awaiting  the  outcome  in 
anxious  silence  ; and  had  it  not  been  foi'  the  public  letter  wliich  I wrote  on  July  6th,  and  which 
was  afterwards  kindly  published  by  the  editor  of  the  New  York  “ Tribune  ” on  the  i 5th  of  July, 
1800,  1 would  have  been  a ruined  man  and  missionary  to-day.  1 forwarded  the  first  copy  of 
the  “Tribune  ” to  Mr.  Simpson.  The  Board  then  put  a stop  to  their  reckless  slanders  against  an 
honest  man,  and  the  last  three  numbers  of  the  “Alliance  Weekly”  preserved  the  “silence” 
which  is  “golden,”  and  again  Mr.  Simpson  crept  behind  the  protecting  shield  of  his  paper  to 
flaunt  out  the  flag  of  truce  in  his  article  on  “The  Strength  of  Silence,”  forgetting  that,  as  Churchil 
says,— 

" When  Vice  and  Folly  for  correction  c.ill, 

Silence  the  mark  of  weakness  justly  bears." 
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DR.  SIMPSON’S  MISSTATEMENTS.

CHARGES, 

“We  addressed  a communication  to  Mr. 
Olsson,  summoning  him  home  in  the 
Spring,  for  the  purpose  of  answering  and 
explaining  charges.” 

From  a pamphlet  printed  and  circu- 
lated by  order  of  the  Board  of  Managers, 
C.  and  M.  A.,  New  York,  June  12,  1899, 
entitled  “Mr.  Olsson  and  the  Christian 
and  Missionary  Alliance;  An  Explana- 
tion.” 

“Most  of  the  trouble  discussed  at  this 
time  has  been  started  by  a returned  mis- 
sionary who  was  brought  back  from  the 
field  under  charges,  and  is  now  circulat- 
ing unfriendly  and  false  statements 
about  the  work.  The  board  know  of  no 
particular  instance  of  neglect  or  suffer- 
ing.”— “The  Evening  Post,”  June  27, 
1899. 

In  regard  to  the  statement  in  “The  In- 
dependent” of  June  22,  1899,  Mr.  Simp- 
son said  to  “N.  Y.  Times”  that  “It  ema- 
nated from  a discharged  employee, 
against  whom  grave  charges  of  dishon- 
esty had  been  made.”  In  “The  New 
York  World”  of  June  28  Dr.  Simpson  and 
Mr.  Crear  say  as  follows: 

?100,000  SPENT  IN  THE  FIELD.— Re- 
garding the  sufferings  of  the  Alliance 
missionaries  for  lack  of  money,  he  says 
he  knew  of  no  instance  of  such  neglect. 
Last  year  $100,000  was  spent  in  the  vari- 
ous mission  fields,  an  average  of  over 
$400  for  every  missionary.  The  state- 
ments of  hardship,  he  says,  were  doubt- 
less due  to  a missionary  who  was 
brought  back  under  charges  and  has 
since  been  circulating  false  reports  of 
the  Alliance.” 
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“Emilio  Olsson,  a missionary,  who  was 
sent  to  Caracas,  Venezuela,  was  ordered 
back  in  March  under  charges,  Mr.  Crear 
said,  and  had  since  been  circulating  er- 
roneous statements  about  the  Alliance.” 

REV.  EMILIO  OLSSON. 

We  briefly  stated  last  week  that  Mr. 
Olsson  had  been  dismissed  as  a mission- 
ary of  the  Christian  and  Missionary  Al- 
liance, and  that  further  information 
would  be  sent  to  any  desiring  to  know. 
Meanwhile,  Mr.  Olsson  has  taken  matters 
into  his  own  hands  and  made  such  a 
foolish  and  reckless  appeal  to  the  public 
through  the  press  that  it  has  become 
necessary  to  guard  our  people  against 
his  misleading  and  false  statements.  The 
facts,  briefly,  are  that  Mr.  Olsson  began 
to  make  serious  mistakes  the  moment 
he  reached  the  field,  arbitrarily  appoint- 
ing missionaries  before  the  Board  had 
either  approved  or  received  their  appli- 


cations; keeping  missionary  funds  in  his 
own  hands  and  failing  to  give  them  to 
the  Treasurer  of  the  mission,  but  dis- 
tributing them  at  his  will;  and  arbi- 
trarily dismissing  missionaries  who  had 
received  their  appointments  from  the 
Board,  simply  because  they  had  offended 
him. 

GRAVE  MISTAKES. 

In  consequence  of  his  grave  mistakes, 
our  missionaries  in  Buenos  Ayres  repu- 
diated him  as  their  superintendent  sev- 
eral months  ago,  and  sent  us  a copy  of 
their  letter  to  him  and  an  earnest  re- 
quest to  investigate  the  matter.  Mr.  Ols- 
son was  asked  to  return  this  spring  for 
the  purpose  of  our  investigating  these 
charges.  It  was  our  earnest  desire  to 
prevent,  if  possible,  the  exposure  of 
these  difficulties,  which  could  only  harm 
Mr.  Olsson,  and  try  to  find  some  other 
capacity  in  which  he  could  be  employed 
as  a private  missionary  without  official 
authority.  But  me  spirit  in  which  he 
met  the  Board,  his  defiance  of  its  au- 
thority, his  refusal  to  meet  vith  us  for 
the  past  several  weeks,  and  his  reckless 
appeal  to  the  enemies  of  tue  work  and 
to  the  public  press  have  compelled  us,  in 
the  interest  of  truth,  to  make  public  the 
correspondence  from  our  missionaries 
on  the  field  and  to  sever  Mr.  Olsson’s 
relations  to  the  Board.  We  will  be 
pleased  to  send  a full  statement  of  all 
the  facts  in  the  case  to  any  person  who 
desires  to  understand  the  matter  more 
fully.  We  will  only  add  here  that  Mr. 
Olsson’s  allowances  and  those  of  his 
family  were  paid  in  full  by  the  acknowl- 
edgment of  his  own  financial  report  to  us 
over  his  own  signature,  up  to  April, 
1899,  when  he  returned,  and  that  besides 
his  allowance,  which  was  a liberal  one, 
he  has  spent  nearly  two  thousand  dol- 
lars, by  his  own  confession,  during  the 
past  year  and  a half  in  other  expenses,  so 
that  he  certainly  has  been  in  no  sense 
neglected  or  destitute.—”  Christian  and 
Missionary  Alliance,”  July  S,  1899. 

THE  BAPTIST  EXAMINER  AND  MR.  OLSSON. 

The  “Baptist  Examiner”  published 
last  week  an  attack  on  the  work  of  the 
Christian  and  Missionary  Alliance,  writ- 
ten by  Mr.  Emilio  Olsson,  one  of  our 
late  missionaries  in  South  America,  and 
containing  several  false  and  misleading 
statements.  We  immediately  sent  by  a 
special  messenger  a full  denial  and  ex- 
planation to  the  editor  of  the  “Examin- 
er,” confidently  expecting  as  a matter  of 
simple  courtesy  and  justice  that  it  would 
be  at  once  published.  All  the  more  were 
we  led  to  expect  this  courtesy  from  the 
fact  that  in  the  same  paper  containing 
Mr.  Olsson’s  attack  there  was  an  editor- 
ial paragraph  to  the  effect  that  we  had 
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failed  to  answer  some  former  criticism 
and  we,  of  course,  assumed  that  our  an- 
swer would  receive  prompt  and  courte- 
ous attention.  Having  received  no  word 
to  the  contrary  from  the  editors  of  the 
“Examiner,”  we  are  not  a little  surprised 
to  find  in  this  week’s  issue  of  that  paper 
an  editorial  statement  refusing  to  pub- 
lish our  denial  and  alleging  as  a reason 
that  it  is  a bitter  attack  on  the  charac- 
ter and  work  of  Mr.  Olsson.  It  seems 
never  to  have  occurred  to  the  “Exam- 
iner” that  it  had  already  published  “a 
bitter  attack”  on  the  Alliance  by  Mr. 
Olsson  and  was  now  refusing  the  simple 
right  of  defence  to  the  Alliance. 

By  the  request  of  many  friends  we  now 
published  the  letter  referred  to.  and  our 
readers  can  judge  w'hether  it  was  a bitter 
attack  or  simply  an  unanswerable  state- 
ment of  facts. — “Christian  Alliance 
Weekly,”  July  8,  1899. 

THE  EXAMINER. 

The  “Examiner”  is  the  paper  which  a 
few'  months  ago  published  a letter  from 
China  reflecting  on  our  treatment  of  our 
Swedish  missionaries,  and  the  following 
week  was  requested  to  publish  a refuta- 
tion of  these  statements  wdth  documen- 
tary evidence  that  had  just  come  from 
China. 

Our  people  may  as  well  understand 
once  for  all  that  from  a certain  portion 
of  the  religious  press  we  need  not  expect 
favor  or  fairness.  There  is  an  atmos- 
phere of  prejudice  and  even  of  bitter- 
ness in  many  quarters  which  is  only  too 
ready  to  take  up  every  floating  griev- 
ance, suspicion  or  misrepresentation  and 
use  them  to  oppose  a w'ork  which  has 
dared  to  stand  on  new'  and  independent 
lines  and  hold  up  a testimony  which 
never  will  be  received  by  a compromis- 
ing age.  If,  therefore,  our  friends  fail  to 
find  in  the  religious  journals  full  denials 
of  these  current  criticisms  they  may  un- 
derstand that  it  is  because  the  doors  in 
many  cases  have  been  closed.  We  do 
not  wish  the  Alliance  journal  to  be  a 
channel  for  these  unprofitable  controv- 
ersies. Once  for  all  we  have  deemed  it 
only  candid  and  right  to  make  these  full 
statements,  but  we  shall  not  continue 
the  discussion,  and  if  our  friends  desire 
to  know  the  real  facts  in  all  these  cases 
we  shall  be  pleased  to  give  them  the  pa- 
pers, documents  and  details  in  our  pos- 
session. We  are  happy  to  add  that  the 
secular  press  of  New  York  has  always 
been  most  ready  to  give  the  fullest  pub- 
licity to  the  true  facts  and  official  state- 
ments of  the  board  of  managers  of  the 
Christian  and  Missionary  Alliance.

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A WICKED  STORT. 

“Mr.  Olsson’s  references  to  the  gift  of 
Mr.  Robert  Arthington  are  very  incom- 
plete and  misleading.  The  fact  is  Mr. 
Arthington  wrote  to  us  oifering  to  sup- 
port a missionary  among  the  Indians  be- 
fore we  ever  met  Mr.  Olsson.  We  sent 
Mr.  Olsson  to  England  to  meet  Mr.  Ar- 
thington and  it  was  because  of  the  un- 
favorable impression  made  by  Mr.  Ols- 
son and  his  plan  of  work  on  Mr.  Ar- 
thington. that  the  latter  gentleman  w'ith- 
drew  his  promised  gift  and  has  not  sent 
us  a single  dollar  toward  the  mission.” — 
“Alliance  Weekly,”  July  8.  1899. 

“Mr.  Olsson  w'as  sent  by  the  Board  to 
visit  various  parts  of  this  country  and 
Europe  with  a view  to  mterest  the 
Christian  public  in  the  w'ork  and  secure 
volunteers.  He  visited  Mr.  Arthington 
and  other  friends  in  England.  Unfortu- 
nately one  result  of  this  visit  w'as  the 
w'ithdrawal  by  Mr.  Arthington  of  his 
pledge  of  financial  support  to  the  move- 
ment. The  Board,  however,  continued  to 
sustain  him  and  sent  Mr.  Olsson  to  the 
field  with  a strong  body  of  new  mission- 
aries. These  were  planted  in  the  capi- 
tals of  the  different  republics  of  South 
America.” — “An  Explanation,”  Pamph- 
let. 
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DEBT. 

“Mr.  Olsson’s  insinuations  that  his 
family  and  himself  were  neglected  and 
left  destitute  are  sufficiently  met  by  the 
following  extract  from  his  own  report  to 
us,  and  bearing  his  own  signature: 

“1898.  Eight  months’  allowances  from 
August,  1897,  to  April  1.  1898,  ?666.04. 

“1899.  One  year’s  allowance,  April 
1898,  to  April  1,  1899,  $1,000.” 

It  will  be  seen  by  Mr.  Olsson’s  letter 
that  this  was  payment  in  full  for  all 
that  Mr.  Olsson  was  entitled  to  receive 
for  himself  and  family.  His  report  adds 
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that  in  addition  to  this  he  had  also 
$1,904.01  for  traveling  and  general  ex- 
penses during  the  period  rrom  April, 
1897,  to  April.  li)99.  so  that  he  was  cer- 
tainly in  no  distressing  or  destitute  con- 
dition.— C.  & M.  A.  Weekly,”  July  a, 
1899. 

“Mr.  Olsson  finally  sums  up  his  re- 
port as  follows:

UNTRUE. 

Mr.  Olsson’s  financial  report  gives  us 
no  complete  or  explicit  details  of  the  ex- 
penditure of  this  sum,  but  it  will  be  seen 
that  his  own  report  admits  that  he  re- 
ceived from  New  York  one  thousand  and 
thirty- six  dollars  directly,  and  that  his 
own  and  family  allowances  were  fully 
paid  up  to  April  1,  1899,  the  time  of  his 
return  to  meet  the  Board.  We  may  add 
that  the  books  of  the  C.  and  M.  A.  show 
that  during  the  fiscal  year  from  April 
to  April,  1898  to  1899,  tne  sum  of  four 
thousand  six  hundred  and  ninety  dollars 
and  seventy-three  cents  was  sent  from 
New  York  directly  to  Buenos  Ayres  to 
the  mission  of  which  Mr.  Olsson  was  su- 
perintendent and  Mr.  Smart  treasurer, 
and  in  all  fairness  it  surely  would  be 
conceded  that  this  money  was  really  sent 
to  him,  as  he  was  the  executive  officer 
o-  the  mission  receiving  it.  Besides  oui 
hooks  show  that  during  that  period 
four  different  drafts  of  twenty-five 
pounds  each  made  on  New  York  by  him 
personally  were  immediately  honored 
and  so  this  money  came  directly  into  his 
hands  from  the  Board. 

Again  it  is  claimed  by  Mr.  Olsson  that 
the  money  contributed  by  friends  in  Eng- 
land was  sent  specially  for  his  own  per- 
sonal use  and  that  he  was  entitled  so  to 
use  it  in  addition  to  his  own  and  family’s 
support,  which  the  Board  in  his  judg- 
ment was  obliged  to  supply  directly. 

Now  we  happen  to  have  in  our  hands 
the  printed  report  of  the  South  American 
Branch  of  our  mission  in  London 
through  which  all  these  fuuas  were  sent 
to  Mr.  Olsson.  This  report  is  for  the 
year  1898,  Jan.  1,  to  Dec.  31.  Its  title 
page  is  as  follows: 

LONDON  COMMITTEE. 

“Christian  and  Missionary  Alliance, 
South  American  Branch,  London  Com- 
mittee, 186  Aldergate  street,  East  City.” 
Then  follow  the  names  of  the  members 
of  this  committee.  Fuller  Gooch,  A. 


Garstin,  J.  Sprunt.  H.  S.  Ridings  and  W. 
Green  and  Mr.  Olsson,  superintendent. 

First  there  follows  a brief  verbal  re- 
port of  the  mission  from  which  we  make 
the  following  extracts: 

“In  presenting  a balance  sheet  for 
1898,  we  beg  to  make  a few  remarks. 
Successful  mission  work  has  been  car- 
ried on  in  Argentina,  Brazil.  Venezuela, 
Bolivia,  and  Chile,  for  which  the  Lord’s 
name  be  praised.” 

H will  be  noticed  that  in  this  report 
there  is  no  reference  whatever  to  the 
idea  that  the  offerings  solicited  by  this 
committee  were  exclusively  for  Mr.  Ols- 
son They  are  asked  in  the  name  of  the 
Christian  and  Missionary  Alliance  and 
are  therefore  honestly  and  lawfully 
available  for  the  work  of  the  mission 
and  should  be  reported  to  its  treasurer 
and  expended  under  its  direction.  The 
financial  report  of  this  excellent  London 
committee  then  gives  in  detail  the  vari- 
ous sums  received  and  expended  during 
the  year,  showing  that  in  lS9b  alone  the 
sum  of  460  pounds,  equal  to  twenty-three 
hundred  dollars  were  sent  to  Mr.  Olsson 
in  South  America.  This  money  has  been 
included  in  our  annual  report  as  part  of 
the  receipts  of  our  society  and  Mr.  Ols- 
son was  honorably  bound  as  part  of  the 
funds  of  the  mission,  and  if  he  used  any 
portion  of  it  to  cover  his  own  allowances 
he  was  bound  to  credit  the  account  of 
the  New  York  Board  to  that  extent.  In- 
cluding this  large  amount  sent  from 
London  in  1898,  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
South  American  missionaries  in  Buenos 
Ayres  and  vicinity  received  during  the 
year  about  seven  thousand  dollars  alto- 
gether besides  the  sum  sent  to  our  mis- 
sionaries in  other  parts  of  the  continent. 

BOLIVIA. 

Mr.  Olsson’s  statement  that  he  had  to 
borrow  fifty  pounds  in  Bolivia  and  fifty 
pounds  in  Para,  Brazil,  to  enable  him 
to  continue  his  journey  is  disingenuous 
and  misleading.  The  fact  is,  on  both 
these  occasions  Mr.  Olsson  drew  on 
the  Alliance  Board  in  New  York,  and 
the  draft  was  honored  the  same  day  it 
came,  so  that  on  these  two  occasions 
the  sura  of  five  hundred  dollars  was  sent 
him  directly  from  New  York  the  mo- 
ment it  was  called  for,  and  yet  he  falsely 
tells  the  public  that  he  got  nothing  from 
New  York  during  this  period,  and  had  to 
borrow  money. 

MR.  BELL’S  MISSTATEMENT. 

Mr.  Olsson’s  statement  that  Mr.  Bell, 
the  business  manager  of  our  office  in 
New  York,  approved  his  accounts  and  so 
signed  them,  is  also  false.  The  follow- 
ing letter  from  Mr.  Bell  Is  the  best  evi- 
dence of  this: 

New  York,  June  24,  1899. 
Rev.  A.  B.  Simpson. 

Dear  Sir: — Referring  to  Mr.  Olsson’s 
statement  in  the  “Examiner”  of  June  22 
to  the  effect  that  Mr.  Francis  S.  Bell,  the 
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present  financial  manager  of  the  Chris- 
tian and  Missionary  Alliance,  examined 
the  financial  account  of  Mr.  Olsson  on 
Aprii  20,  1899,  and  indorsed  them  as  cor- 
rect and  satisfactory,  I beg  to  say  that 
the  statement  is  not  correct.  It  was  not 
my  province  to  pass  on  his  account.  I 
simply  added  up  the  columns  of  figures 
that  he  submitted,  and  found  that  the 
first  copy  was  incorrect,  but  the  second 
copy  was  correctly  added,  and  so  I stated 
to  him.  This  was  all  that  my  examina- 
tion meant,  and  it  had  nothing  to  do 
with  the  question  of  vouchers  or  the 
rightness  of  the  various  expenditures.

“YOUR  MISSIONARY.” 

Once  more  we  find  that  Mr.  Olsson  is 
circulating  widely  a letter  in  which  he 
claims  that  a lady  in  New  York  has  con- 
tributed eight  hundred  dollars  for  his 
support  to  the  Board.  He  has  stated 
to  her  and  others  that  he  has  not  re- 
ceived a dollar  of  it  and  he  has  en- 
deavored to  put  the  Board  in  a position 
as  having  dealt  unfairly  to  both  him  and 
her  in  this  matter.  Now  this  lady  has 
herself  voluntarily  stated  to  the  officers 
of  the  Board  within  the  jasi  few  days 
that  this  statement  is  wholly  misleading 
and  unauthorized  and  that  she  never 
gave  this  money  with  the  intention  that 
it  was  to  be  given  personally  to  Mr. 
Olsson,  but  that  it  was  a contribution  to 
the  mission  and  the  assignment  of  Mr. 
Olsson  to  her  as  a missionary  was  made 
by  the  Board  directly,  not  that  her  offer- 
ing which  was  made  before  she  met  him, 
might  be  under  his  exclusive  control  but 
that  she  might  be  in  touch  with  a mis- 
sionary on  the  field. 

“HOLDING  THE  ROPE.” 

Mr.  Olsson  continued  his  journey  in 
the  interior  for  several  moncns.  Mean- 
while the  Board  continued  to  send  allow- 
ances to  our  missionaries  and  from  time 
to  time  honored  his  drafts  upon  us  from 
the  interior  for  means  to  pursue  his 
journey  and  finally  to  return.  At  the 
same  time  a very  large  amount  of  money 
was  going  directly  to  him  from  England 
contributed  on  account  of  the  Alliance  of 
which  a regular  report  was  sent  to  us 
by  the  friends  in  England.  Altogether 
last  year  these  contributions  amounted 
to  twenty-three  hundred  dollars.  All  this 
money  was  received  by  Mr.  Olsson  and 
used  chiefly  for  his  own  personal  ex- 
penses, a very  small  portion  of  it  only 
being -handed  by  him  to  the  treasurer 
of  the  Alliance  in  Buenos  Ayres.  His 
financial  statement  which  is  hereby  ap- 
pended shows  that  all  his  own  and  his 
wife’s  expenses  were  fully  paid  up  to 
April  1,  1899.  and  a very'  large  amount 
spent  in  traveling,  making  altogether  for 
his  own  and  family’s  expenses  nearly 
three  thousand  dollars  for  one  year. 
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APPOINTMENT. 

After  a few  months  the  Board  began 
to  find  that  Mr.  Olsson  was  making  some 
grave  mistakes.  One  of  the  first  of  these 
was  the  hasty  appointment,  without  any 
authority  on  his  part,  of  two  mission- 
aries in  Brazil,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Nelson,  of 
Para.  The  Board  could  not  approve 
of  this  hasty  act  and  in  consequence  of 
their  failure  to  send  the  money  demand- 
ed for  Mr.  Nelson’s  journey  to  America, 
a strain  began  in  the  relations  of  Mr. 
Olsson  to  the  Board,  and  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Nelson  also  felt  aggrieved.  The  Board, 
however,  took  the  only  steps  they  could 
in  the  circumstances,  namely,  to  send 
an  application  blank  to  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Nelson,  to  be  filled  out  by  them  and  re- 
turned to  us  that  the  regular  steps  might 
be  taken  for  their  official  appointn^ent. 
They  never  filled  out  this  blank  and 
never  were  appointed  and  their  claim 
for  the  support  of  the  Board  is  without 
foundation.  — Pamphlet,  “An  Explana- 
tion.” June  12,  1899. 
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FALSE  STATEMENTS. 

We  deny  the  statement  that  letters 
from  missionaries  have  been  neglected 
and  slighted.  Owing  to  the  great  de- 
mands upon  Mr.  Simpson  as  president,  a 
foreign  secretary  has  been  specially  ap- 
pointed who  devotes  almost  his  entire 
time  to  correspondence  and  receives  and 
answers  with  the  utmost  care  the  let- 
ters from  missionaries. 

Respecting  the  cases  of  suffering  on 
the  field  referred  to,  we  beg  to  say  that 
this  is  the  first  time  we  have  heard 
that  the  gentleman  who  took  his  life  in 
South  AJneriea  did  it  through  financial 
strain.  We  can  show  in  our  books  that 
his  allowances  were  sent  to  the  treas- 
urer, and  since  his  death  a considerable 
sum  has  been  spent  in  recovering  his  ef- 
fects and  doing  all  in  our  power  for  his 
sorrowing  mother. 

Dr.  Simpson’s  misstatement  to  “The  In- 
dependent ’’published  on  date  Jrilv  6, 1899. 

“Respecting  the  cases  of  suffering  on 
the  field  referred  to,  we  beg  to  sav  that 
this  is  the  first  time  we  have  heard  that 
the  brother  who  took  his  life  in  South 
America  did  it  through  financial  strain. 
The  statements  that  we  have  received 
are  to  the  effect  that  he  was  suffering 
from  malignant  fever  and  under  the  care 
of  an  efficient  nurse;  that  he  became 
delirious  and  while  in  this  condition  his 
attendant  fell  asleep  for  a short  time 
and  he  quietly  rose  and  took  his  own  life. 
We  can  show  from  our  books  that  dur- 
ing his  short  life  his  allowances  were 
sent  to  the  Treasurer,  and  since  his 
death  a considerable  sum  has  been  spent 
in  recovering  his  effects  and  doing  all  in 
our  power  for  his  sorrowing  mother.” — 
The  Christian  and  Missionary  Alliance 
paper,  July  8,  1899. 


THE  REAL  FACTS 
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AjJMISSIONARY’S  CHALLENGE. 

To  the  Editor  of  The  Evening  Post: 

Sir: — I am  the  returned  missionary  re- 
ferred to  in  your  issue  of  June  27,  by  Dr. 
Simpson,  as  ordered  back  from  the  South 
American  mission  field  under  charges  of 
dishonesty  and  misconduct  by  the 
Christian  and  Missionary  Alliance  Board. 
As  there  are  now  in  circulation  false 
statements  in  regard  to  this  misleading 
report,  I hereby  publicly  challenge  Dr. 
Simpson,  Mr.  Crear,  and  the  whole  Alli- 
ance Board,  or  any  man,  to  bring  be- 
fore the  public  any  positive  fact  to  prove 
any  so-called  dishonesty  or  misconduct 
on  my  part;  that  I have  made  any  false 
statements  in  regard  to  the  Alliance,  or 
been  called  home  under  charges.

NOTE  AND  COMMENT. 

We  have  received  a long  communica- 
tion from  Rev.  A.  B.  Simpson,  bitterly 
assailing  the  character  and  work  of  Rev. 
Emilio  Olsson,  whose  second  letter  ap- 
pears in  this  week’s  issue  of  "The  Ex- 
aminer.” We  shall  carefully  look  into 
the  allegations  made,  but  we  have  no 
intention  of  allowing  the  discussion  of 
this  subject  to  degenerate  into  a personal 
controversy,  and  therefore  decline  to 
publish  the  communication  in  its  present 
form.  It  is  with  the  methods  of  the 
Christian  and  Missionary  Alliance  that 
we  are  just  now  concerned. — June  29. 

A WORD  OF  EXPLANATION. 

We  have  been  asked  by  a correspond- 
ent why  we  do  not  publish  Rev.  A.  B. 
Simpson’s  reply  to  the  statements  of 
Rev.  Emilio  Olsson  regarding  the  deal- 
ings of  the  Christian  Alliance  with  him 
and  other  missionaries.  We  have  al- 
ready given  one  reason  for  declining  to 
do  so — namely,  the  personal  attack  it 
makes  upon  Mr.  Olsson,  who,  we  are  in- 
formed, was  long  an  esteemed  mission- 
ary in  the  employ  of  the  Presbyterian 
Board  of  Chile  mission  and  the  Ameri- 
can and  ValparaisoBible  Society, and  has 
always,  so  far  as  we  can  learn,  borne  an 
irreproachable  Christian  character.  An- 
other reason  is  that,  having  once  been 
misled  by  a plausible  "explanation”  from 
Mr.  Simpson,  we  are  not  disposed  to  pub- 
lish anything  further  from  him  until  we 
are  satisfied  of  the  truth  of  his  state- 
ments. We  have  evidence  in  our  posses- 
sion which  makes  it  clear  to  us  that,  in 
one  point  at  least,  his  last  statement  is 
not  in  accordance  with  the  facts.  Mr. 
Olsson  affirms  that  he  returned  from 


South  America  absolutely  on  his  own 
motion.  Mr.  Simpson  declares,  in  his 
letter  to  us,  and  also  in  the  secular  press, 
that  Mr.  Olsson  was  recalled  under 
charges.  But  in  the  printed  program — 
a copy  of  which  lies  before  us — of  the 
tenth  annual  convention  of  the  Christian 
and  Missionary  Alliance,  held  at  Bennett 
Park,  Binghamton,  N.  Y.,  June  24,  July 
2 (mark  the  dates),  the  name  of  Rev. 
Emilio  Olsson  appears  in  the  list  of  "re- 
turned missionaries”  as  an  appointed 
spealcer.  But  in  order  to  reach  him  in 
time,  the  letter  of  recall  must  have  been 
sent  to  Mr.  Olsson  long  before  this  pro- 
gi'am  was  printed.  Does  Mr.  Simpson 
expect  us  to  believe  that  he  summons 
missionaries  home  on  charges  of  miscon- 
duct, and  then  appoints  them  to  speak 
at  his  conventions?  On  the  other  hand, 
Mr.  Olsson,  who  has  not  thus  far  been 
convicted  of  falsehood,  flatly  denies  that 
he  ever  received  a letter  of  recall,  much 
less  that  he  was  summoned  home  to  an- 
swer charges.  He  returned  to  make 
charges,  not  to  meet  them.  But  there  is 
an  easy  method  of  settling  this  contro- 
versy, to  which  we  invite  the  attention 
of  Mr.  Simpson.  Of  course  so  important  a 
letter  to  a Superintendent  of  Missions  on 
one  of  the  Society’s  largest  fields  was 
not  sent  without  a press  copy  being 
taken  of  it.  Let  the  book  containing  it 
be  produced.  Its  production,  with  satis- 
factory proof  that  the  letter  was  dis- 
patched in  ample  time  to  reach  Mr.  Ols- 
son before  he  left  Buenos  Ayres  for  New 
York,  would  be  worth  a good  deal  to 
Mr.  Simpson  just  now.  If  properly  au- 
thenticated, we  will  publish  the  letter 
with  pleasure. — Editorials,  "The  Exam- 
iner,” July  13,  1899. 

ESPECIAL  MESSENGER. 

No  "especial  messenger”  was  ever  sent 
to  “The  Examiner”  this  time  to  bring 
such  a letter  to  prove  Mr.  Simpson’s 
statement  that  I was  summoned  home 
under  charges,  nor  was  my  challenge  in 
the  daily  press  manfully  accepted  by  the 
Board,  which  proves  the  utter  worthless- 
ness of  the  misstatement  made  by  Mr. 
Simpson  and  his  Board. 

UNKIND  DEALINGS. 

On  April  20 1 submitted  my  resignation 
to  the  Board,  but  it  was  not  accepted, 
and  after  stating  the  facts  to  the  Board 
of  their  failure  in  not  supporting  the 
work  on  the  mission  field,  Mr.  Simpson 
said  I must  be  mad,  and  that  if  I made 
such  a public  statement  he  would  protest 
and  it  would  "smash  me  up.”  He  also 
stated  that  I w'ould  then  be  dismissed 
from  the  Board.  Mr.  Simpson  forgot 
for  the  time  that  he  was  dealing  with  a 
man  who  had  faced  the  dangers  of  wild 


beasts  and  savage  tribes  in  an  uncivil- 
ized land,  and.  therefore,  was  not  so 
easily  to  be  frightened.  However,  there 
seems  to  be  something  very  seriously 
wrong  in  the  management  of  the  admin- 
istration of  the  Alliance  Board  Missions. 
There  ought  to  be  a remedy.  There  is  a 
law  of  justice  for  cruelty  to  animals,  and 
certainly  there  should  be  a law  prohibit- 
ing cruelty  to  missionaries  on  the  mis- 
sion field.  I think  the  time  has  come  to 
put  a stop  to  sending  out  or  employing 
any  more  missionaries  under  the  Chris- 
tian and  Missionary  Alliance  Board  until 
reorganized,  and  I warn  all  prospective 
young  missionaries  to  look  well  to  it  be- 
fore connecting  themselves  with  this  So- 
ciety. Funds  should  be  sent  direct  to  the 
missionaries  on  the  field,  who  in  turn 
will  forward  receipts  of  acknowledge- 
ment to  the  donor,  and  thus  the  weary 
hands  and  aching  hearts  of  the  hard- 
working missionaries  would  be  encour- 
aged and  strengthened  for  the  work  of 
the  Lord. 

REFUSAL. 

On  June  7,  Mr.  Simpson  refused  to 
meet  me  in  Boston,  in  the  presence  of 
Christian  friends,  but  remained  in  the 
room  below,  and  at  that  time  falsely 
stated  to  Dr.  Hastings  and  Dr.  Plumber 
and  other  friends,  that  I had  been  called 
home,  and  was  under  trial  by  the  Alli- 
ance Board,  in  New  York,  and  that  I 
W'ould,  in  all  probability,  be  dismissed. 
However,  this  is  no  unusual  proceeding. 
Missionaries  pf  the  Alliance,  coming 
home  from  foreign  fields,  and  who  dare 
to  speak  the  truth  at  any  cost,  their 
heads  are  cut  off. 

FLATTERED. 

The  Board  fiattered  me  at  their  meet- 
ing, held  on  May  20.  1899,  when  I,  for 
the  second  time,  submitted  my  resigna- 
tion to  the  Board.  The  Board  refused  to 
accept  my  resignation  and  w'anted  me  to 
yield  to  their  proposals,  which  I posi- 
tively declined  to  do  until  the  foregoing 
matters  were  strictly  adjusted;  because  I 
had  lost  all  faith  and  confidence  in  the 
Alliance  Board.  One  member  of  the 
Board  said  that,  if  I submitted  and  con- 
fessed my  sins  (?)  “every  member  of  the 
Board  W'ould  embrace  you.”’  And  some- 
one else  said.  “If  Mr.  Olsson  would  hum- 
ble himself,  he  would  make  the  best  mis- 
sionary out.”  Still  another  said,  “We 
are  not  lawyers,  but  brethren,”  etc.,  etc, 

ARRIVAL  IN  NEW  YORK.* 

On  the  morning  of  my  arrival  in  New 
York,  Mr.  Simpson  announced  me  to 
speak  at  the  Gospel  Tabernacle,  in  the 
eveJiing  of  that  day.  If  I were  under 
trial  by  the  Alliance  Board  is  it  possible 
they  would  consider  it  proper  for  me  to 
stand  upon  their  platform  before  a large 
congregation,  and  speak  in  behalf  of  the 
missions  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Christian  and  Missionary  Alliance? 
However,  I did  not  go,  considering  it  to 
be  unwise,  owing  to  the  unsettled  state 


[ of  affairs  of  the  Alliance  Mission  at  that 
time. 

I was  appointed  a member  of  the  Ad- 
visory Council  during  the  April  conven- 
tion in  New  'iork  City;  but  after  the 
close  of  the  convention  I refused  to 
speak  any  longer  for  the  Alliance,  pend- 
ing their  decision. 

The  paragraphs  from  the  editorial  col- 
umns of  the  “Alliance  Weekly”  of  April 
and  May,  show  clearly  who  is  on  trial 
whether  it  is  Olsson  or  the  Board: 

“Rev.  Dr.  Warren; 

“Foreign  Secretary  writes  me  on  date 
April  11,  1899: 

"My  Dear  Brother  Olsson: — I am  just 
I off  for  Nyack,  I have  an  appointment 
I w’ith  Brother  Simpson.  So  glad  you  are 
back.  ’Welcome,  yours, 

I “H.  M.  WARREN.” 

THE  INDEPENDENT. 

A word  perhaps  should  be  said  with 
regard  to  the  statements  made  in  the 
public  press  by  Mr.  Simpson  and  others 
of  the  Alliance  to  the  effect  that  “The 
Independent”  has  derived  its  information 
from  a discharged  employee  who  had 
been  brought  to  this  country  on  charges 
seriously  affecting  his  financial  integrity. 
This  is  incorrect.  The  missionary  has 
been  in  this  office  and  a careful  examina- 
tion of  his  statements,  together  with  the 
counter  statements  presented  by  Mr. 
Simpson,  does  not  indorse  the  charge  of 
dishonesty  in  the  slightest  degi'ee.  His 
case,  however,  has  furnished  no  part  of 
the  basis  for  the  statements  of  “The 
Independent.” — Editorial,  July  6,  1899. 

The  last  issue  of  “The  Christian  and 
Missionary  Alliance”  contains  a very 
bitter  attack  on  the  Rev.  Emilio  Olsson, 
for  two  years  superintendent  of  the 
South  American  mission  of  the  Alliance, 
making  him  chiefiy  responsible  for  the 
statements  that  have  been  published  in 
regard  to  the  Alliance.  So  far  as  “The 
Independent”  is  concerned  it  is  proper  to 
say  again  that  Mr.  Olsson  is  in  no  way 
responsible  for  our  statements,  which 
were  based  upon  other  information.  The 
attack,  however,  we  consider  wholly  un- 
justifiable.— Editorial,  July  13,  1899. 

DR.  PIERSON’S  WORD. 

We  regret  also  to  see  a disposition  on 
the  part  of  the  Alliance  Board  to  meet 
charges  by  counter  charges — a method 
w'hlch  is  so  often  used  for  purposes  of 
evasion,  and  which  never  clears  up  a dif- 
ficulty. Pettifogging  lawyers  in  a court 
room  sometimes  divert  suspicion  from  a 
client  by  creating  suspicion  of  a wit- 
ness; but  sucn  methods  do  not  serve- 
truth  or  righteousness,  and  are  unworthy 
of  such  a Board. 

The  question  is  not  primarily  whether 
Mr.  Olsson  has  been  wise  or  even  faith- 
ful in  his  administration,  but  whether 
he  has  had  the  support,  financial  and 
moral,  which  the  Board  owed  the  super- 
intendent of  its  South  American  mis- 
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sions.  And  it  seems  to  ms  that  the 
charges  on  which  he  was  “summoned” 
home  could  not  have  been  serious,  in 
view  of  the  glowing  editorials  in  the  Al- 
liance paper,  after  his  return,  and  the 
offer  to  send  him  back  with  new  powei's, 
which  he  says  has  been  repeatedly  made 
to  him  on  certain  conditions. — Dr.  Pier- 
son, in  August  number  of  1899  of  “The 
Missionary  Review  of  the  World.” 

AUTHORIZED  SUPERIKTEHDENT. 

As  I question  the  right  of  Dr.  Simpson 
or  the  Alliance  Board  to  thus  summarily 
dismiss  me  without  the  proper  proofs  of 
the  charges  laid  against  me,  I absolutely 
refuse  to  recognize  such  dismissal. 

As  the  authorized  and  duly  appointed 
Missionary  Superintendent  of  the  South 
American  Mission,  and  feeling  it  to  be 
the  only  just  and  honorable  course,  I 
now  hereby  publicly  declare  and  tender 
my  complete  and  irrevocable  resignation 
to  the  Alliance  Board.  And  should  any 
person  or  persons  hereafter  circulate  any 
false  reports,  or  print  or  write  any  in- 
jurious and  damaging  letters,  pamphlets 
or  articles  whatsoever  against  my  per- 
son, I shall  be  compelled  to  take 
legal  action  against  such  person  or 
persons,  for  the  proper  protection  of  my 
good  name  and  character  as  a Christian 
minister  and  missionary. 

My  certified  financial  statement  of  ac- 
counts herein  published,  settles  beyond 
a doubt  the  honesty  of  my  dealings  with 
the  Alliance  Board,  without  need  of  fur- 
ther comment:  though  they  go  far  to 
prove  the  unkind  proceedings  of  the 
Board  in  making  such  misleading  and 
untrue  charges  against  an  honest  man 
and  missionary.— “New  York  Tribune,” 
July  13,  1899.

A BROKEN  PROMISE. 

I fli*st  met  Mr.  Arthington  at  Sal- 
combe,  Devonshire,  England,  on  Feb.  1, 
1897,  when  a written  document  or  power 
of  attorney,  with  Mr.  Arthington’s  signa- 
ture on  it,  was  handed  to  me,  conveying 
a large  tract  of  valuable  land  in  Para- 
guay, South  America,  probably  worth 
£10,000  sterling.  Mr.  Arthin^on  also 
made  me  a donation  of  £320  sterling  for 
missionary  purposes,  and  I told  him  to 
send  this  sum  to  Mr.  Simpson.  The  tract 
of  land  was  later  reconveyed  to  Mr.  Ar- 
thington,  as  per  request  of  his  letter, 
dated  March  27,  1897,  in  which  he  says: 

“Dear  Brother  Olsson:  As  I have  re- 
flected on  the  matter  of  the  Paraguay 
land,  it  has  appeared  to  me  best  for  you 
to  return  the  note  I handed  you,  as  it  is 
doubtful  or  not  probable  about  it  being 
suitable  for  you  lo  go  about  it  in  Para- 
guay. 

“May  you  be  blessed  always  by  all 
means — the  joy  of  the  Lord  being  your 
strength,  ever  granted  you  in  peaceful, 
earnest  communion  with  God. 

(Signed)  “ROBERT  ARTHINGTON.” 


The  first  letters  were  received  from 
Rev.  A.  B.  Simpson,  dated  Feb.  25,  1887, 
and  March  23,  1897,  in  whicn  ae  writes 
as  follows: 

“My  Dear  Brother: — Your  very  full 
and  satisfactory  letter  announcing  your 
visit  to  Mr.  Arthington.  and  the  signal 
blessing  of  God  which  attended  you  since 
your  arrival  in  Great  Britain,  has 
reached  us,  and  was  read  to  our  Board 
at  the  last  meeting,  and  they  desire  me 
to  express  their  deep  appreciation  of 
your  good  sense  and  judicious  manage- 
ment of  this  most  delicate  trust,  and 
their  deep  gratitude  to  God  for  the  bless- 
ing which  he  has  been  pleased  to  mani- 
fest in  connection  with  your  visit.” 

Mr.  Simpson  knew  perfectly  W'cll  who 
influenced  Mr.  Arthington,  for  he  writes 
me,  under  date  of  March  23,  1897,  this 
letter:— “I  expected  the  attitude  of  Dr. 
Guiness.” 

“T  have  not  yet  heard  from  Mr.  Ar- 
thington, or  received  his  check  for  the 
money.  You  will  probably  see  him  again 
before  you  leave.  I will  also  write  him. 

. . . We  note  your  expected  return 
about  the  end  of  April,  or  sooner,  and 
will  gladly  welcome  you,  and  send  you 
with  a nice  little  body  guard  of  pioneers 
to  South  America.” 

Mr.  Ridings,  of  London,  in  a let- 
ter dated  April  13.  1898,  says:  “I  have 
had  a letter  from  Mr.  Arthington  to-day, 
in  which  he  speaks  very  kindly  of  you, 
and  wants  me  to  go  down  to  see  him, 
which  I intend  to  do  (D.  V.)” 

CANDOR. 

Rev.  Arthur  T.  Pierson,  D.  D.,  editor- 
in-chief  of  “The  Missionary  Review  of 
the  World,”  for  August,  1899,  says  as 
follows,  in  his  editorial: 

“Mr.  Olsson  is  charged  with  serious 
mistakes,  arbitrary  action,  refusal  to 
comply  with  orders  from  the  Board,  and 
is  represented  as  having  been  recalled 
for  the  purpose  of  giving  account  of  his 
stewardship,  etc.  And  the  statements  of 
the  missionaries  in  China,  etc.,  have  been 
met  not  only  with  explanations,  but  in 
some  cases  with  absolute  denials;  so 
that  it  becomes  a serious  question,  not 
only  of  good  or  bad  business  methods, 
but  of  falsehood  or  veracity. 

“Candor  compels  us  to  admit  that 
some  of  the  ‘explanations’  do  not  explain, 
and  that  a few  of  the  statements  made 
are  not  accurate.  For  example,  Mr.  Ols- 
son is  made  responsible  for  the  with- 
drawal of  Robert  Arthington’s  pledge  of 
financial  support,  etc.  We  happen  to 
know  that  the  responsibility  lies  else- 
where, as  the  editor  was  himself  in  Brit-  » 
ain  at  the  time,  and  was  made  the  con- 
fidant of  the  reason  of  Mr.  Arthington’s 
change  of  attitude,  and  as  to  who  was 
the  party  influencing  it.  which  was  not 
Mr.  Olsson. 

“But  the  matter  to  be  adjusted  lies. 
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we  believe,  deeper  down  than  these  su- 
perficial disagreements.” 

3 

PROVEN  FACTS. 

Before  going  any  further,  I beg  to  es- 
tablish a few  facts  in  regard  to  my 
financial  statements  of  accounts,  as 
made  public  by  Mr.  Simpson  in  his  pa- 
per and  pamphlet,  including  Mr.  Smart’s 
letters: 

First,  I absolutely  and  emphatically 
deny  all  the  statements  made  publicand 
printed  by  the  Alliance  Board.  There  is 
not  an  item  of  truth  in  the  very  serious 
chai'ges  preferred  against  me  for  dis- 
honesty or  misconduct. 

Second,  I utterly  and  most  vigorously 
deny  the  statement  that  my  own,  and 
that  of  my  “wife’s,  expenses  were  fully 
paid  up  to  April  1,  1899,  making  alto- 
gether for  his  own  and  family  expenses 
nearly  three  thousand  dollars  for  one 
year.”  I again  declare  that  I did  not 
receive  one  cent  from  New  York  for  the 
support  of  my  family  from  April,  1898, 
to  April,  1899.  And,  although  the  Board 
obliged  me  on  April  20,  1899,  to  give  a 
brief  statement  of  sums  used  for  my  al- 
lowance. and  to  which  I gave  my  signa- 
ture to  prove  my  honesty,  it  does  not  in 
the  least  alter  the  bare  facts  that  the 
one  thousand  dollars  used  for  my  fam- 
ily’s support  from  April,  1898,  to  April. 
1899,  did  not  come  from  New  York,  but 
from  England,  for  specified  purposes  of 
mission  work,  which  the  letters  from 
Mr.  Ridings  go  to  prove,  and  will  clear- 
ly settle  the  fact  that  those  sums  were 
not  to  be  spent  for  personal  use,  or  fam- 
ily support  or  of  missionaries’  allow- 
ances. which  I never  once  claimed.  And 
further.  I state  that  the  London  Com- 
mittee has  never  been  recognized  as  an 
Alliance  branch  in  England,  and  the 
original  establishment  of  the  London 
Committee  was  simply,  according  to  Mr. 
Ridings’  statement,  to  help  my  work  in 
South  America.  And  I wrote  to  the 
Board  that  moneys  sent  me  from  Eng- 
land must  be  used  only  for  work  of 
evangelization,  and  not  for  afiowance. 
So,  Mr.  Simpson  has  no  right  whatso- 
ever to  state  “that  Mr.  Olsson’s  allow- 
ances and  those  of  his  family  were  paid 
in  full  by  the  acknowledgement  of  his 
own  signature,  up  to  April,  1899,  so  that 
he  certainly  has  been  in  no  sense  neg- 
lected or  destitute.”  I w^as  obliged  to  draw 
tSO  in  Bolivia  to  enable  me  to  reach  in 
safety  the  Amazon  River.  No  portion  ofmy 
allowance  was  received  from  theBoard  dur- 
ing my  absence  from  home,  six  months,  for 
the  snpportof  my  wdfe  and  our  three  little 
children,  while  I was  traveling  for  the 
first  time  with  the  Gospel  4,000  miles 
through  the  heart  of  South  America, 
often  surrounded  by  Indian  savages, 
tigers,  wild  beasts  and  deadly  climates, 
I had  written  several  letters  to  the 
Board  four  or  five  months  previous,  ask- 


ing them  to  write  a letter  of  good  cheer, 
and  send  some  small  supply  for  my 
need.  At  Para  I drew  £50  more. 

NO  RIGHT. 

No  missionary  or  board  has  a right  to 
use  money  given  by  donors  for  specific 
objects  on  the  mission  field  except  for 
the  sole  purpose  for  which  it  is 
tributed.  Last  year  a lady  gave  ?400, 
paying  it  into  the  Alliance  treasury,  and 
the  last  missionary  w’ho  came  out  to  the 
field  was  advised  to  tell  me  so,  hut  I 
never  received  a cent  of  it.  I would  also 
call  attention  to  the  annual  report  of 
the  London  Committee,  referred  to  by 
Mr.  Simpson,  on  the  title  page  of  which 
is  seen,  “List  of  Subscriptions,”  follow- 
ing with  this  item:  “Rev.  Mr.  Ols- 
son’s work  in  South  America,  year 
ing  December  31, 1898,”  and  the  fact  that 
money  was  sent  direct  to  me,  and  not 
through  the  Alliance  Board,  proves  the 
case  now  under  consideration.  The  fact 
that  I was  in  need,  and  had  to  draw 
several  sums  in  Bolivia  and  at 
Para  from  persons  not  at  all  known 
to  the  Alliance  Board,  and  by  no  order 
from  the  Board  to  do  so,  proves  my  ac- 
tual need  oi  money  to  enable  me  to 
reach  my  destination;  and  proves,  also, 
the  failure  of  the  Board  to  send  me  a 
supply.  And  some  of  that  money  was 
not  paid  until  months  afterward,  when 
the  drafts  were  presented  in  New  York, 
so  that  the  Board  cannot  honestly  claim 
that  “the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars 
was  sent  him  directly  from  New  York 
the  moment  it  was  called  for.”  The 
facts  are  that  when  I did  call  for  money 
to  he  sent  me,  by  cable  or  by  letter,  I 
received  no  reply,  and  not  a cent.  Per- 
haps Mr.  Smart’s  letter  to  Mr.  Warren, 
Feb.  13.  1899,  published  in  Mi*.  Simp- 
son’s pamphlet,  will  throw  a little  light 
on  the  matter,  and  at  the  same  time 
show  the  nature  of  the  unkind  treat- 
ment of  myself  by  the  Board  and  Mr. 
Smart: 

“LETTER  TO  MR.  WARREN,  FEB.  13,  1899.“ 

“As  you  have  probably  been  notified, 
about  the  end  of  January  Mr.  Olsson  re- 
turned from  his  journey  through  the  in- 
terior. During  his  six  months’  absence 
his  allowances  were,  by  the  decision  of 
the  committee,  retained  by  me,  await- 
ing his  return.  The  different  sums  of 
money  which  Mr.  Olsson  drew  upon  the 
Board  from  different  points  on  his  jour- 
ney were  kept  back  by  Mr.  Bell,  so  that 
the  amount  of  money  which  I had  for 
Mr.  Olsson  was  not  very  large,  about 
$250. 

"This  sum  I still  have  in  my  posses- 
sion, minus  about  one  month’s  rent  for 
La  Plata  Home,  which  I paid  out  of  it, 
as  Mr.  Crear  was  notified  some  time  ago. 
I have  refused  to  give  Mr.  Olsson  this 
money.” 

And  still  further,  note  Mr.  Smart’s 
letter,  printed  by  order  of  the  Alliance 
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Board  on  date  of  June  12.  The  original 
letter  contains  a veiy  important  para- 
graph which,  in  publishing,  the  Board 
very  carefully  left  out,  because  it  favors 
my  case  and  contradicts  their  own.  The 
original  letter  was  sent  to  the  Board 
April  5,  1898,  and  I here  quote  the  exact 
words  of  the  paragraph  referred  to: 

“The  statement  that  I received  no  sal- 
ary for  nearly  eight  months  is  perfectly 
true.  I might  have  added,  however,  that 
I received  enough  out  of  the  Farm 
money,  together  with  eight  pounds 
given  me  by  Mr.  Olsson,  to  pay,  or  help 
to  pay,  my  traveling  expenses  back  to 
Yahu  and  Buenos  Ayres,  in  all  150  dol- 
lars.” 

YAHU  FARM. 

How  strange,  then,  for  Mr.  Smart  to 
state  in  the  same  letter  that  the  sums 
of  money  from  Yahu  Farm  “were  in  the 
same  retained  by  Mr.  Olsson,”  when  he, 
Mr.  Smart,  at  least  got  a share  of  the 
Yahu  money.  The  money  from  the 
Yahu  Farm  came  originally  from  the 
sale  of  crops  and  implements,  and  not 
from  the  sale  of  the  property,  and  the 
school  money  and  teachers’  allowances 
were  originally  sent  from  New  Yoi*k, 
Only  one  cablegram  came  from  N.  Y.. 
and  my  “lion’s  share”  of  money  received 
then  is  sent  with  the  instruction  to  me 
that  it  was  to  be  for  my  personal  al- 
lowance, since  my  arrival  at  Buenos 
Ayres,  August  1,  1897,  to  the  present 
date,  August,  1899,  was  sent  from  New 
York  on  January  12,  1898,  by  Mr. 
Hall,  then  bookkeeper  for  the  Alli- 
ance Board,  being  the  small  sum  of 
$166.67.  So,  I did  not  receive  $1,036  for 
my  family’s  support,  but  that  sura 
was  duly  divided  among  missionaries. 
•Money  sent  to  other  missionaries 
on  the  field  than  those  in  Bue- 
nos Ayres  I have  no  exact  knowledge 
of,  but  this  I do  know',  that  the  mis- 
sionaries suffered  much  misery  for  lack 
of  means.  i 

INVESTIGATION.  | 

According  to  the  last  annual  report  of 
the  Christian  and  Missionary  Alliance, 
presented  on  April  14,  1899,  the  w'hole 
income  of  the  society,  during  the  year, 
was  $159,384.97,  of  which  $8,889.26  was 
credited  to  South  America,  and  the  year 
previous  (1898),  $10,164,  supposed  to 
have  been  sent  to  the  South  American 
field.  I would  like  to  know  the  names 
of  the  missionaries  who  received  that 
amount,  and  on  what  dates.  I would 
like,  also,  to  see  the  receipts  for  the 
same  from  the  men  on  the  field. 

LETTERS  FROM  LONDON. 

Mr.  Ridings  writes  from  London, 
January  5,  1898,  and  on  March  17,  1898, 
he  again  writes:  “I  was  so  glad  to  be 
able  to  send  you  by  cable  last  week  200 
pounds.  It  was  sent  by  the  London  and 
River  Plate  Bank.  I hope  now  you  will 


be  able  to  get  away  into  the  interior, 
and  over  the  West  Coast.” 

And  again  he  writes  on  June  9 and 
June  24  as  follows: 

“I  hope  these  last  50  pounds  will  en- 
able you  to  tales  the  field,  and  that  the 
Lord  will  richly  bless  you  for  His  own 
honor  and  glory.” 

On  June  24,  1898,  he  writes: 

“It  was  I who  sent  you  by  bank  tele- 
gi’aph  transfer,  on  the  7th  inst.,  50 
pounds,  which  Mr.  G.  A.  Denny  kindly 
sent  me,  and  we  hope  it  will  enable  you 
to  set  off  on  your  travels  in  the  interior. 
If  you  stay  longer  in  Buenos  Ayres  con- 
tributions here  will  dry  up.” 

Mr.  Ridings  writes  on  Jan.  17,  1898: 

“I  had  £3  given  me  yesterday  for 
your  mission  by  new  donors.” 

“London,  Aug.  3,  ’98. 

“£21  10s.  is  toward  purchase  of  a 
steam  launch  for  Amazon;  £20  of  this 
was  contributed  by  William  Owens  of 
Iquique  and  £1  10s.  by  the  Sunday- 
school  children  of  the  Railway  Mission.” 

“Jan.  5,  1898. 

“I  now  send  you  in  this  a bank  draft 
for  £50  for  your  use  for  missionary 
purposes.” 

And  again  Mr.  Ridings  writes  us: 
“The  money  is  not  for  your  private  use, 
but  is  for  the  mission.” 

In  a letter  lust  to  hand  a few  days 
ago,  dated  London,  July  18. 1899,  Mr.  Rid- 
ings says  as  follows:  “I  consider  that 
some  of  the  aspersions  cast  upon  you  in 
Mr.  Simpson’s  pamphlet  are  unjust  as 
regards  the  money  sent  to  you  from 
London,  and  I have  written  to  him  to 
that  effect.” 

An  abstract  from  the  record  of  the 
minutes  of  a meeting  of  the  London 
Committee  for  the  Evangelization  of 
South  America  testifies  as  follows: 

“Mr.  Olsson  presented  copies  of  ac- 
counts sent  to  New  York  from  April, 
1898,  to  March,  1899,  which  were  exam- 
ined by  the  committee  and  found  satis- 
factory. All  sums  sent  from  London  to 
Senor  Olsson  being  duly  accounted  for.” 

Copy  of  the  minutes,  signed  by 

“H.  S.  Ridings, 
“Honorary  Secretary.” 

"You  have  my  letters  and  can  get  ex- 
tracts from  them  certified  to  be  true  cop- 
ies by  a notary.” 

Letter  from  Mr.  Ridings,  dated  Loudon, 
July  26,  1899. 

MORE  FACTS. 

The  fact  that  I have  used  more  money 
than  the  rest  of  missionary  workers  in 
Buenos  Ayres  is  simply  because  I was 
the  only  missionary  there  who  had  a 
wife  and  three  children  to  support  and 
house  rent  to  pay,  while'  all  the  others 
were  living  on  the  Mission  premises, 
and  had  no  rent  to  pay  and  no  children 
to  provide  for.  I could  not  possibly  ap- 
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propriate  to  their  use  every  cent  of  my 
own  personal  allowance,  leaving  my 
own  to  suffer.  Autl,  further,  I had  ad- 
vised the  Board  that  I could  not  take 
upon  myself  the  financial  responsibility 
of  the  missionaries  they  chose  to  send 
to  the  field;  that  the  best  way  to  do 
was  to  send  the  money  directly  to  the 
missionaries  in  charge  of  mission  sta- 
tions, and  I would  take  the  responsibil- 
ity of  native  workers  only  that  I might 
employ.  I gave  gladly  all  I could  give, 
although  I could  have  kept  certain  sums 
received  from  personal  friends,  accord- 
ing to  the  rules  of  the  Alliance,  “gifts 
to  missionaries.”  but  I never  did  so,  but 
joyfully  gave  it  away  to  the  work  in 
general.  Indeed,  my  wife  and  I have 
spent  many  dollars  of  our  small  allow- 
ance to  help  the  cause  and  straighten 
out  financial  difficulties.  I was  the  only 
one  responsible  for  the  rent  of  mission 
stations,  as  mission  premises  were  rent- 
ed in  my  name.  The  Board  never  sent 
me  one  dollar  to  pay  rent  of  premises, 
but  all  is  put  down  as  my  allowances 
and  traveling  expenses.  And  this  is  my 
reward;  petty  grumblings  arise,  from  a 
mole  hill  to  a mountain,  until  they  re- 
fuse to  submit  to  my  superintendence. 
And  yet  I can  most  truthfully  say  that 
the  best  and  ablest  missionaries  on  the 
whole  South  American  field  to-day  are 
still  my  staunch  personal  friends,  and 
faithful  supporters  and  sympathizers  in 
my  work  of  evangelization,  and  in  sup- 
port of  this  statement  I publish  a few 
extracts  from  letters  and  reports  re- 
ceived from  various  sources.  Mr. 
Smart’s  letters  from  South  America 
should  never  have  been  printed,  as  the 
Board  W'ell  knows  they  were  not  true. 
And,  further,  Dr.  Warren,  the  Foreign 
Secretary,  told  me  that  Mr.  Smart  had 
done  me  a wrong.  Perhaps  Mr.  Smart 
does  not  realize  that  he  has  made  him- 
self amenable  to  the  law  for  libel.  My 
lawyer  tells  me  that  I have  a good  case 
of  libel  against  Mr.  Simpson  and  the  Al- 
liance Board. 

JUSTICE. 

One  Christian  friend  writes  me  as  fol- 
lows: 

“I  think  you  would  be  justified  in 
pressing  against  A.  B.  Simpson  for 
slander  and  defamation  of  character. 

I shall  be  very  glad  if  your  pamphlet 
proves  a strong  defense  against  A.  B.  S. 
The  worst  thing  in  his  pamphlet  is  Mr. 
Smart’s  letter.  He  has  certainly  done 
you  much  harm,  but  mostly  with  the 
Alliance  people,  who  only  want  to  hear 
his  side.  You  must  make  evei-ything 
count  this  time,  as  you  have  an  unscru- 
pulous and  mighty  antagonist.” 

If  there  is  any  justice  to  be  shown  me, 
the  Alliance  Board  should  see  to  it  that 
I am  paid  what  is  due  me  from  them, 
and  that  my  property,  consisting  of  pic- 
tures, photographs,  letters  and  creden- 


tials, are  promptly  returned  to  me.  I 
simply  claim  what  is  just  from  the 
Christian  and  Missionary  Alliance, 
which  is  as  follows: 

CLAIM. 

1.  Three  months’  allowance — April, 
May  and  June,  1899,  the  sum  of  two  hun- 
dred and  fifty  dollars  ($250). 

2.  Per  board  bill  and  expenses,  the 
sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  ($100). 

3.  That  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dol- 
lars ($1,000),  which  I was  obliged  to 
use  for  the  support  of  my  family  from 
April,  1898,  to  April,  1899,  from  sums  re- 
ceived from  friends  in  England,  which 
was  sent  for  other  purposes.  This  sum 
of  one  thousand  dollars  must  be  repaid 
by  the  Board  back  to  me.  to  be  put  in 
use  for  the  original  and  specified  object, 
viz.,  advance  work  in  the  interior. 

4.  That  I was  obliged  to  draw 
one  hundred  pounds  in  Bolivia  and 
at  Para^  because  from  date  of  April  1, 
1898,  to  June  30,  1899,  I handed  over  to 
Mr.  Smart,  the  Mission  Treasurer  in 
Buenos  Ayres,  the  sum  of  five  hundred 
dollars  ($500)  gold,  for  which  I have  his 
receipts  in  my  possession.  This  sum  did 
not  go  for  my  allowance,  but  for  trav- 
eling expenses  and  passage  to  New 
York.  Besides,  upwards  of  over  five 
hundred  dollars  ($500)  more  was  ex- 
pended for  outfit  and  my  traveling  ex- 
penses in  the  interior. 

5.  And  I claim  a thorough  and  com- 
plete public  vindication  of  all  and  every 
charge,  of  whatsoever  kind,  that  is 
brought  against  me  by  Rev.  A.  B.  Simp- 
son, Mr.  Crear,  Mr.  Smart  and  the 
Christian  and  Missionary  Alliance 
Board  of  New  York. 

6.  I also  claim  satisfaction  and  justice 
to  be  given  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Nelson,  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Price  and  other  suffering  mis- 
sionaries in  the  field. 
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POWER  TO  ACT. 

My  appointing  missionaries  and  open- 
ing up  mission  stations  was  recognized 
by  the  Board,  as  seen  by  Mr.  Warren’s 
report  for  1898.  Further,  I beg  to  state 
that  no  missionaries  appointed  by  the 
Board,  have  been  arbitrarily  “dis- 
missed by  me.” 

MISSIONARIES  RECOGNIZED. 

On  April  8 I arrived  in  New  York 
city,  and  met  Rev.  E.  A.  Nelson,  from 
the  Amazon,  waiting  in  New  York  for 
the  decision  of  the  Board.  The  Board 
recognized  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Nelson’s  ap- 
pointment by  publishing  their  names 
in  the  list  of  the  Alliance  missionaries, 
and  in  the  annual  report  of  April,  1898. 
Rev.  Dr.  H.  M.  Warren,  the  foreign 
secretary  of  the  society,  wrote  Mr.  Nel- 
son at  Para,  requesting  him  to  send 
his  report  to  the  Board.  This  letter  is 
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in  the  hands  of  Mr.  Nelson.  Neverthe-  | 
less,  the  Board  has  never  sent  him  one  [ 
dollar  since  his  appointment.  Mr.  and  [ 
Mrs.  Nelson  suffered  very  much  on  the  ; 
Amazon  while  waiting  for  supplies,  en- 
during, as  they  say  in  a letter  of  June  ^ 
16,  “starvation  such  as  it  is  impossible 
to  describe.”  One  line  of  instruction  to  , 
me  from  the  Board  would  have  saved  I 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Nelson  from  great  sorrow 
and  privation,  but  the  Board  kept  me 
ignorant  of  the  whole  matter.  They 
have  waited  nearly  two  years  without 
receiving  the  slightest  recognition  or 
justice  from  the  Alliance  Board. 

They  are  now  in  the  employ  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention,  but  have  ' 
not  yet  sufficiently  recovered  from  the 
effects  of  their  sufferings  to  enter  upon 
their  new  field  of  work. 

MO  INSTRUCTION. 

When  I left  New  York,  on  May  10,  i 
1899,  the  Board  gave  mt-  rull  power  to 
act,  and  with  the  verbal  promise  to  back 
me  up  in  my  great  undertaking  for  the 
Lord. 

In  my  letters  to  the  Board,  dated 
May  19,  May  31,  June  7 and  June  24. 
1897  (and  since  that  time  I have  writ- 
ten at  least  twenty  letters),  I begged 
the  Board  to  give  me  definite  instruc- 
tion as  regards  the  whole  work.  I also 
begged  them  to  send  no  sums  of  money 
without  giving  definite  instructions  as 
to  how  such  sums  were  to  be  divided, 
and  Avhether  they  came  for  “allow- 
ances” or  for  general  missionary  ex- 
penses, such  as  rents  for  gospel  halls, 
etc.  I asked  the  Board  to  appropriate 
a fixed  sum  for  traveling  expenses,  mis- 
sionary stations,  and  for  native  helpers, 
but  received  no  reply  to  any  letter  what- 
soever. and  I was  consequently  placed 
in  a most  difficult  and  trying  position, 
especially  with  the  missionaries,  who 
were  looking  to  me  for  direction,  and  I 
had  to  wait  an  entire  year  before  re- 
ceiving one  letter  from  Mr.  Simpson.  I 
also  sent  a cablegram  from  Buenos 
Ayres  to  the  Board,  asking  for  $1,000  to 
enable  me  to  start  mission  stations  im- 
mediately on  my  arrival  in  Buenos 
Ayres,  having  a large  staff  of  mission- 
aries on  my  hands,  but  I received  no  an- 
swer. 
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LATE  HATHAWAY. 

This  statement  was  also  made  to  a 
lady  in  Boston  who^  had  given  $200 
toward  Hathaway’s  support,  which  sum 
he  never  received,  as  proved  by  my 
financial  statement.  The  real  truth  of 
the  case  is,  that  I myself  brought  Mr. 
Hathaway’s  effects  home  from  Buenos 
Ayres,  which  my  letter  here  annexed 
will  clearly  prove.  It  did  not  cost  the 
Alliance  one  cent,  except  $1  for  cartage 
from  the  wharf  of  the  American  Line 
of  steamers  on  the  New  York  side  to  690 
Eighth  avenue.  New  York.  It  is  true  it 


cost  me  some  extra  work  and  anxiety 
to  get  Mr.  Hathaway’s  effects  through 
the  Custom  House,  but  I did  this  for  the 
sake  of  poor  Hathaway's  sorrowing 
mother.  But  no  other  charge  was  made. 
The  steamship  liue  carried  them  abso- 
lutely free,  on  account  of  my  traveling 
on  board  the  Royal  S.  S.  Clyde  from 
Buenos  Ayres,  via  Southampton,  and 
New  York.  Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
statement  is  utterly  false  that  “since  his 
death  a considerable  sum  has  been  most 
gladly  spent  in  recovering  his  effects," 
except  that  the  $1  for  cartage  was 
looked  at  through  a powerful  magnify- 
ing glass. 

LETTERS. 

I here  append  copies  of  letters  which 
I wrote  to  Mr.  Smart  concerning  Mr. 
Hathaway’s  effects: 

“Corumba.  August  5,  1898. 
"Dear  Mr.  Smart:  — 

“I  inclose  herewith  the  certificate 
from  the  American  Consul  in  Asuncion 
respecting  the  late  Mr.  Hathaway’s  ef- 
fects. which  have  been  disinfected  by 
Dr.  Flagg.  I think  there  will  be  no  dif- 
ficulty in  forwarding  Brother  Hatha- 
way’s effects  to  New  York  by  any  S.  S. 
line  to  the  States.  You  know  the  great 
delay  and  trouble  in  not  being  able  to 
send  his  things  to  his  mother  has  been 
this  certificate.  Please  send  by  first  op- 
portunity to  Mr.  Funk,  New  York,  who 
will  forward  them  to  Mrs.  Hathaway.  I 
now  leave  for  my  long  journey  through 
the  heart  of  Bolivia.  Mrs.  Olsson  will 
send  you  the  keys  of  Mr.  Hathaway’s 
trunks.  EMILIO  OLSSON..” 

“Adrogue,  F.  C.  S.,  Feb.  24.  1899. 
“Dear  Mr.  Smart:  — 

“I  feel  sorry  you  have  not  yet  sent  the 
effects  of  the  late  Mr.  Hathaway  on  to 
New  York,  although  you  know  there  are 
regular  lines  of  steamers  running  be- 
tween here  and  New  York,  and  with  the 
papers  I sent  you  I told  you  there  would 
be  no  diificulty  in  sending  them  as 
cargo.  * ♦ * You  may  use  any 

sum  for  paying  for  them  through  from 
the  money  in  your  possession  which  be- 
longs to  me.  I would  gladly  carry  dear 
Hathaway’s  things  with  me,  but  I shall 
visit  London  on  my  way  to  New  York, 
and  have  my  own  things  to  carry,  and 
do  not  know  if  the  royal  mail  steamers 
would  allow  me  to  carry  another  man's 
trunks  without  paying  for  them,  and 
then  they  would  most  likely  cost  more 
sending  by  the  way  of  England.  Never- 
theless, if  it  is  too  much  work,  or  dif- 
ficult. you  can  send  them  on  board  the 
S.  S.  Clyde,  properly  addressed  to  Mrs. 
Hathaway,  New  York  (not  my  name), 
and  send  the  bill  of  lading,  with  the  pa- 
pers I sent  you  from  the  American  Con- 
sul, and  I shall  do  my  best  to  see  that 
the  trunks  reach  their  destination.

"Dear  Mr.  Smart: — 

“You  can  send  the  late  Mr.  Hatha- 
way’s effects  by  the  S.  S.  Clyde.  I made 
it  all  right  yesterday  in  their  oiRce  in 
Buenos  Ayres.  Put  the  labels  on  for  the 
hold.  Yours  faithfully, 

"EMILIO  OLSSON.” 

A SAD  STORY. 

This  complete  and  truthful  statement 
regarding  the  effects  of  our  late  dear 
Brother  Hathaway  must  carry  convic- 
tion to  the  hearts  of  the  people.  The 
original  correspondence  and  papers  per- 
taining thereto  are  in  my  possession, 
and  can  be  seen  at  will. 

Poor  Hathaway  took  his  own  life 
when  ill  with  fever.  And  God  knows 
how  many  missionaries’  lives  are  left  to 
such  a fate!  The  fact  is,  young  men 


come  out  to  the  field  with  delicate  con- 
stitutions, and  then,  becoming  still  more 
depleted  for  lack  of  proper  nourihsment, 
become  an  easy  prey  to  the  unaccus- 
tomed climate  and  prevalent  fevers.  I 
don’t  waut  to  say  too  much  of  the  late 
Mr.  Hathaway,  but  the  bare  fact  is  that 
there  was  no  money  in  the  mission 
treasury  at  the  time  to  pay  his  funeral 
expenses  at  Asuncion.  But  through  the 
extreme  kindness  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Graver, 
missionary  under  the  Methodist  Board 
for  Paraguay,  and  Dr.  Flagg,  the  Amer- 
ican Consul  at  Asuncion,  the  expenses 
were  met  by  these  gentlemen. 

The  late  Mr.  Hathaway  was,  indeed,  a 
very  bright  young  student,  who  came 
from  Mr.  Moody’s  Institute  at  North- 
field.  He  wrote  me  a few  days  before 
he  died  a most  touching  letter,  in  which 
he  made  a pathetic  plea  for  money  to 
pay  his  doctor’s  bill. 


OUR  CORRESPONDENCE. 
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I regret  that  the  following  correspond- 
ence has  been  sent  to  Mr.  Simpson  with- 
out any  desired  results: 

“New  York,  June  2,  1899. 
"Rev.  A.  B.  Simpson,  692  Eighth  avenue. 

City. 

"Dear  Sir: — Yesterday  afternoon,  at 
four  o’clock,  I met  Mrs.  A.  Costello 
Ropes,  at  her  residence,  11  East  64th 
street,  New  York  City.  Mrs.  Ropes  wrote 
me  a letter  dated  Jan.  11,  1897,  in  which 
the  says,  as  follows: 

“ 'Mr.  Simpson  very  generously  said 
he  would  assign  you  as  my  missionary 
for  South  America,  in  memory  of  a sis- 
ter who  died  two  years  ago.  She  was 
Lucy  Villars,  on  the  Congo.’ 

"Mrs.  Ropes  told  me  in  our  interview, 
that  she  had  given,  for  my  support  in 
South  America,  since  I left  New  York, 
May  10,  1897,  in  all  $800.00  in  American 
gold;  the  last  $400.00  was  paid  into  the 
treasury  of  the  Alliance  Mission,  on  date 
of  May  1,  1898. 

"Now,  of  this  last  named  amount, 
neither  myself,  wife,  nor  any  member  of 
my  family,  has  received  one  cent.  Neither 
have  I received  any  allowance  whatever 
from  the  Board,  from  date  of  April,  1898, 
up  to  the  present  date,  June  2,  1899,  a 
period  of  upwards  of  a year;  although 
according  to  our  written  contract,  the 
Board  pledged  for  my  support  the  sum 
of  one  THOUSAND  DOLLARS  per  an- 
num for  himself  and  family,  as  follows: 

“ 'A. — Five  hundred  dollars  for  himself 
for  personal  use  and  living  expenses. 

" ‘B. — Four  hundred  dollars  for  his 
wife,  also  an  accepted  missionary,  and 
fifty  dollars  for  each  child. 


" ‘That  all  traveling  and  general  ex- 
penses (rents  for  Gospel  work,  meetings, 
etc.,)  be  paid  by  the  Boai'd,  except  other- 
wise provided. 

" ‘That  regular  missionaries  shall  re- 
ceive according  to  the  rules  of  the  So- 
ciety, at  the  rate  of  $400.00  per  annum 
for  single  men;  $300.00  per  annum  for 
single  women,  and  about  $150.00  per  an- 
num for  native  helpers.’ 

"I  now  feel  it  my  duty  to  demand  the 
immediate  payment,  by  the  Board,  of  the 
aforesaid  $400.00,  in  order  to  relieve  my 
present  most  urgent  necessities,  and  that 
of  my  wife  and  three  children,  now  in 
South  America. 

"Aside  from  personal  matters,  I have, 
on  several  occasions,  been  obliged  to  bor- 
row money  from  friends  in  South  Ameri- 
ca, to  help  pay  missionaries’  expenses, 
when  they  have  been  compelled  to  wait 
from  four  to  eight  months  for  their  al- 
lowances from  the  Board.  This  state- 
ment can  be  testified  to  by  letters  from 
missionaries  on  the  field,  and  now  in 
my  possession. 

‘T  now  make  a final  demand  for  the 
immediate  return  of  my  manuscripts, 
photographs  and  credentials  to  my  pres- 
ent eity  address,  held  in  your  possession 
for  over  two  years  under  promise  of 
publication,  as  they  have  been  ear- 
nestly solicited  by  a publishing  house  of 
this  city,  and  also  by  the  editor  of  the 
‘Missionary  Review  of  the  World.’ 
Should  you  fail  to  comply  with  this  re- 
quest, I shall  be  obliged  to  resort  to 
other  measures  to  recover  my  belong- 
ings, all  previous  communications  here- 
tofore having  been  unwarrantably  ig- 
nored by  you.

"Still  another  matter:  The  London 
Committee  has  never  been  officially  rec- 
ognized by  the  Board,  and  a letter  just 
received  from  London,  dated  May  19, 
1899,  from  Henry  S,  Ridings,  Esq.,  whom 
you  appointed  as  a vice-president  ot  your 
Society,  at  your  last  Convention,  April 
12-16,  1899,  states  that  he  wishes  me  to 
tell  you  that,  as  regards  his  appointment 
by  the  Board,  to  withdraw  it,  as  he,  Mr. 
Ridings,  ‘declines  the  honor,  with  many 
thanks.’ 

‘T  am  now  in  consultation  with  a few 
eminent  Christian  men  about  these  seri- 
ous matters,  and  I hope  the  Board  will 
come  to  some  decision.  Hoping  to  hear 
from  you,  I am,  yours  truly, 

"EMILIO  OLSSON, 

"Bradford  House,  11th  Street  and  Broad- 
way, New  York  City." 

To  this  letter  Mr.  Simpson  made  no  re- 
ply, personally,  but  on  June  5,  1899,  I 
received  the  following  response  from  the 
Recording  Secretary,  Mr.  J.  D.  Williams: 
"Mr.  Emilio  Olsson,  Bradford  House, 

New  York  City. 

"Dear  Brother: — Your  letter  to  Mr. 
Simpson  is  received  and  presented  to  the 
Executive  Committee  on  Saturday,  June 
3.  The  important  points  to  which  you 
refer  have  been  placed  under  the  con- 
sideration of  the  South  American  Com- 
mittee, who  will  let  you  hear  their  de- 
cisions later.  Y’ours  sincerely, 

(Signed)  "J.  D.  WILLIAMS." 

INJURIOUS  PAMPHLETS. 

No  decision  having  been  sent  me  by 
the  South  American  Committee,  except 
the  injurious  and  damaging  pamphlets 
printed  against  me  on  June  12,  which  I 
did  not  know  anything  about  until  date 
June  26,  1899,  so  on  June  21,  1899,  I sent 
the  following  letter  to  Mr.  Simpson: 
“Rev.  A.  B.  Simpson. 

"Dear  Sir: — Referring  to  my  letter  to 
you  personally  under  date  of  June  2,  to 
which  you  have  made  no  reply,  permit 
me  to  say  that  I have  reecived  the  manu- 
script of  my  proposed  book  from  Rev. 
W.  G.  Hosier,  of  Brooklyn,  to  whom  it 
was  sent  by  you,  but  you  have  omitted 
to  accompanying  the  manuscript  with 
the  photographs  which  I sent  you  at  the 
same  time  and  have  been  sending  from 
South  America  during  the  past  two 
years.  I must  ask  you  to  send  these 
pictures  at  once,  either  to  myself  at  the 
address  which  I furnished  you.  or  to  Mr. 
Mosier’s  for  me,  or  I shall  be  forced  to 
take  measures  to  compel  their  return. 
Kindly  give  this  part  of  my  communica- 
tion your  immediate  attention  and 
action. 

"I  also  call  to  your  attention  the  other 
facts  in  my  letter,  in  reference  to  money 
received  by  the  Alliance  for  my  account, 
no  part  of  which  has  been  paid  for  the 
support  either  of  myself  or  mv  family 
for  the  last  year.  It  does  not  seem  pos- 


sible that  there  can  have  been  any  mis- 
take in  reference  to  this  matte*  and  I 
must  again  request  that  it  be  brought  to 
the  attention  of  the  Board  at  the  earliest 
possible  moment. 

“The  matter  of  the  photographs  is  a 
separate  question  and  I am  compelled 
again  to  request  you  to  give  this  your 
immediate  and  personal  attention.  Yours 
truly,  EMILIO  OLSSON." 

Still  failing  to  hear  anything  satisfac- 
tory from  Mr.  Simpson  or  the  Alliance 
Board,  I consulted  my  lawyer,  who  on 
June  30  sent  the  following  letter  to  Mr. 
Simpson: 

"Rev.  A.  B.  Simpson,  692  Eighth  ave- 
nue, New  York  City. 

"Dear  Sir: — Rev.  Emilio  Olsson  has 
consulted  me  in  reference  to  certain 
photographs  and  pictures  in  your  posses- 
sion, which  he  sent  you  accompanying 
the  manuscript  of  a proposed  book,  from 
South  America,  during  the  past  two 
years.  He  wrote  you  under  date  of  June 
21,  asking  for  the  return  of  these  pic- 
tures to  him,  which  letter  was  the  second 
of  two  communications  addressed  to  you 
upon  the  same  subject,  to  neither  of 
which  he  has  received  any  reply.  I as- 
sume that  this  is  due  to  oversight  on 
your  part,  and  have  so  advised  Mr.  Ols- 
son, since  the  pictures  and  photogi*aphs 
possess  especial  value  to  him  in  connec- 
tion with  his  manuscript,  which  you 
have  returned.  Will  you  kindly  see  that 
the  pictures  are  sent  to  him  at  Bradford 
House,  Eleventh  street  and  Broadway, 
New  York  City,  or  else  to  the  same  ad- 
dress to  which  you  forwarded  the  manu- 
script, at  your  immediate  convenience, 
otherwise  Mr.  Olsson  will  be  forced  to 
take  such  steps  as  he  may  be  advised  to 
recover  his  property. 

"I  beg  leave  to  add  that  Mr.  olsson  in- 
fomis  me  that  none  of  these  pictures 
were  paid  for  by  money  coming  to  him 
from  the  Alliance,  nor  did  he  use  any 
time  belonging  to  the  Alliance  in  tak- 
ing those  which  he  himself  secured. 

"By  giving  this  matter  your  attention 
at  once  you  w'ill  greatly  oblige  both  Mr. 
Olsson  and  yours  very  sincerely, 

NO  PHOTOGRAPHS. 

To  this  letter  I received  the  following 
reply,  and  my  lawyer  also  received  an 
answer  to  the  effect  that  my  photographs 
had  been  returned  with  my  MS. 

"Rev.  Emilio  Olsson,  Bradford  House, 

New  York  City. 

"My  Dear  Sir: — Replying  to  your  let- 
ter demanding  the  rest  of  your  pho- 
tographs you  gave  to  me  for  publication 
I beg  to  say  that  I have  delivered  to  Mr. 
Mosier  not  only  your  manuscript  but  all 
the  photographs  except  a few  which  were 
used  by  us  in  accordance  with  our  under- 
standing with  you  before  you  left,  to  il- 
lustrate articles  on  South  America  by 
yourself  and  others  which  we  have  pub- 
lished in  the  Christian  and  Missionary 
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Alliance  during  the  past  two  years. 
These  photographs,  of  course,  were  dam- 
aged or  lost  in  the  process  of  reproduc- 
ing them,  but  if  you  will  designate  the 
titles  of  the  very  few  that  you  have  not 
received  back  and  that  you  desire,  I will 
send  you  proofs  of  the  cuts  that  we  made 
of  them,  and,  indeed,  W'ill  give  you  elec- 
tros of  the  cuts  if  you  can  use  them. 

“Replying  to  your  demand  for  further 
salary  I beg  to  remind  you  that  your  own 
financial  report  to  us  stales  over  your 
own  signature  that  you  ana  your  family 
were  paid  in  full  all  allowances  up  to 
April  1,  1899.  Mrs.  Ropes,  the  lady  whose 
name  you  have  mentioned,  has  called 
upon  me  to  say  that  she  never  intended 
that  the  money  subscribed  by  her  for 
South  America  siiould  be  given  to  you 
personally  or  exclusively.  It  was  given 
to  South  America  through  the  Board, 
and  it  would  be  gross  injustice  to  add 
it  to  your  salary  after  you  have  already 
been  fully  paid.  It  seems  needless  to 
add  that  the  money  sent  you  from  Eng- 
land w'as  solicited  and  distributed  by  a 
committee  in  London,  who  print  on  the 
title  page  of  their  annual  report  the 
statement  they  are  ‘The  London  Com- 
mittee of  the  Christian  and  Missionary 
Alliance,’  and  state  in  their  report  that 
they  solicit  means  to  assist  the  missions, 
not  only  in  .Buenos  Ayres  but  also  in 
Venezuela,  Chili,  and  other  parts  of 
South  America,  to  wiiich  they  explicitly 
refer  when  asking  support  for  the  mis- 
sion. I happen  to  have  copies  of  their 
reports  for  the  two  past  years. 


“I  regret  to  have  to  inform  you  that 
in  consequence  of  your  complete  failure 
to  give  any  satisfactory  explanation  to 
the  Board  of  the  complaints  made 
against  you  by  the  missionaries  in 
Buenos  Ayres,  and  especially  on  account 
of  the  spirit  you  have  showm  toward  the 
W'ork,  and  the  bitter  and  unchristian  at- 
tacks that  you  have  made  upon  the  Al- 
liance in  the  public  press,  and  the  false- 
hoods you  have  repeatedly  expressed, 
that  you  have  been  dismissed  from  the 
service  of  the  Alliance  and  are  no  longer 
a missionary  in  its  employment. 

“I  remain,  with  earnest  prayers  that 
God  may  show  you  the  error  and  folly  of 
your  reckless  course,  which  will 
eventually  hurt  you  much  more  than  the 
work  of  God.  Yours  most  truly  in  Him.

I received  the  following  postal  card 
with  no  date  on  from  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Mosier,  in  which  he  says: 

“Dear  Brother: — I have  no  knowledge 
of  yoiu*  belongings  at  Mr.  Simpson’s,  nor 
of  his  reasons  for  withholding  any,  if  he 
has  done  so.  I am  quite  sure  I sent  you 
exactly  what  was  sent  to  me.  If  there 
is  anything  more  you  will  be  sure  to  get 
it  if  you  ask  for  it  as  you  did  the  MSS. 
Hastily.

DR.  SIMPSON’S  MISSTATEMENTS. 


A Christian  minister,  w’ho  knows  Mr. 
Simpson  well,  writes  me  on  June  19, 
1899,  as  follows: 

“Dear  Brother  Olsson:  — 

“Will  look  with  interest  for  the  arti- 
cles in  the  ‘Independent’  and  'Examiner.' 
I have  an  interesting  letter  from  a young 
Alliance  missionary  in  Thibet  that 
w’ould  do  the  Alliance  no  good  if  pubr' 
lished.  It  has  just  reached  me.  * * * 
Am  perfectly  willing  to  back  up  any- 
thing I have  ever  said  or  written.  * * 
* I hardly  believe  that  Mr.  Simpson 
is  capable  of  telling  the  truth  when  his 
own  plans  and  interests  are  involved, 
so  would  never  think  of  going  to  him 
for  an  explanation  about  anything.  I 
tried  it  once,  with  no  effect  but  to 
strengthen  him  in  his  own  evil  course.” 

An  eminent  Christian  worker  and 
former  superintendent  of  one  of  the  Al- 
liance branches,  Mr.  C.  W.  Morehouse, 
writes  me  on  June  1,  1899: 

“My  advice  is  do  not  waste  any  time 
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expecting  justice  to  be  done  you  by 
them,  for  it  will  not  be.  I do  not  see 
how  anything  but  the  direct  judgments 
of  God  can  deal  with  that  w'hole  affair. 
But  God  is  still  on  the  throne,  and  the 
day  will  come  when  He  will  vindicate 
His  little  ones,  and  the  proud  will  be 
brought  low. 

“We  shall  pray  that  our  Lord  may 
open  His  own  door  of  deliverance  for 
you.” 

Dr.  James  B.  Bell,  of  Boston,  says  in 
his  letter  to  me  of  July  14,  1899: 

“I  agree  with  you  that  God  is  deal- 
ing with  the  Alliance.  Dr.  Peck  says 
that  this  exposure  of  Dr.  Simpson  is  like 
‘tanglefoot’  for  the  flies;  the  more  he 
struggles,  the  more  he  puts  his  foot  in 
it.  His  days  of  covering  up  are  over.” 

Many  honored  and  distinguished  ser- 
vants of  Christ  have  recently  left  the 
Alliance  work,  whose  names  I could 
mention,  if  necessary,  who  stand  above 
the  reproach  of  “a  satanic  combination.” 
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A distinguished  writer  on  foreign  mis- 
sions, in  a letter  dated  June  6,  1899, 
says: 

“It  seems  to  me  that  a final  break 
with  the  Alliance  is  very  close  at  hand." 

TEE  INDEPENDENT. 

With  regard  to  the  instances  of  suf- 
fering on  the  field,  our  information  as  to 
the  South  American  missionary  cam# 
from  sources  perfectly  reliable.  The  an- 
swer in  regard  to  the  China  question  is 
very  incomplete.  But  these  are  by  no 
means  all.  It  is  impossible  for  us  to 
give  space  to  the  instances  that  have 
come  under  our  knowledge.  If  Mr. 
Simpson  is  ignorant  of  them,  it  may  be 
that  investigation  of  the  letters  which 
he  says  have  been  handed  over  to  a cor- 
responding secretary,  and  to  whose 
reading  in  the  Board  in  some  instances 
he  has  objected,  may  furnish  him  the 
needed  information. 

It  is  to  be  noted,  too,  that  the  most 
serious  of  these  statements  come  from 
those  who  have  no  personal  grievance 
at  all;  who  neither  claim  nor  desire 
anything  for  themselves,  but  believe 
that  the  interests  of  the  missionaries  in 
the  field,  and  the  great  cause  of  mis- 
sions, call  for  reformation  of  the  meth- 
ods of  the  Alliance. 

While  we  believe  that  the  whole  the- 
ory of  the  Alliance  is  a mistaken  one, 
and  that  it  is  not  pre-eminent,  for  its 
faith,  its  efficiency,  or  even  us  economy, 
we  recognize  Mr.  Simpson’s  undoubted 
right  to  carry  out  his  theory  and  prove 
its  correctness,  if  he  can,  provided  that 
the  ordinary  laws  of  financial  prudence 
be  observed.  These  laws  demand  strict, 
complete,  open  account,  not  merely 
of  expenditures,  but  of  receipts. 
The  money  contributed  for  the  conduct 
of  the  work  of  the  Alliance  may  very 
properly  be  received  by  Mrs.  Simpson 
as  Financial  Secretary,  but  it  should  not 
be  put  in  her  or  her  husband’s  private 
bank  account,  but  be  reported  in  full  to 
the  Board  and  go  on  the  Board’s  ac- 
count; and  in  its  expenditure  there 
should  be  the  same  conditions  imposed 
on  the  Presiaent  and  General  Superin- 
tendent as  on  any  other  employee  of 
the  Society.  It  is  entirely  apprppriate 
that  they  should  receive  of  it  for  their 
own  support,  but  what  they  do  receive 
should  be  stated  very  clearly.  All  ac- 
counts, too,  whether  of  receipts  or  ex- 
penditures, should  be  opened  to  exami- 
nation by  expert  accountants,  just  as 
are  the  accounts  of  other  benevolent  so- 
cieties. 

THE  EXAMINER. 

We  beg  to  reiterate  that  we  take  no 
pleasure  in  pursuing  this  matter.  We 
do  so  only  from  a profound  sense  of 
duty.  It  would  afford  us  sincere  satis- 
faction to  be  convinced  that  the  meth- 
ods of  the  Alliance,  so  far  from  deserv- 
ing censure,  have  boen,  and  are  now. 


all  that  the  methods  of  a Christian  so- 
ciety should  be.  But  so  much  testi- 
mony has  come  to  us,  entirely  unsolicit- 
ed, and  from  sources  apparently  well  in- 
formed. showing  that  the  Alliance  is  in 
sore  need  of  reformation,  both  in  its 
business  methods  and  in  its  treatment 
of  its  missionaries,  that  we  feel  con- 
strained, for  humanity’s  sake,  to  let  the 
facts  be  known. 

But  it  is  sometimes  necessary  that 
the  truth  should  be  plainly  spoken,  even 
when  the  expression  of  it  carries  sharp- 
est censure.  It  is,  therefore,  with  sin- 
cere regret,  and  solely  because  of  a deep 
conviction  of  the  need  of  plain  speak- 
ing, that  we  print  this  week  the  first  of 
several  communications  w'hich  we  have 
received  from  Rev.  Emilio  Olssou,  giv- 
ing his  own  experience  as  a superin- 
tendent of  missions  in  Soutli  America 
in  connection  with  the  Christian  and 
Missionary  Alliance,  of  which  Rev.  A.  B. 
Simpson  is  the  president: 

“The  Examiner.”  see  articles  of  June 
22.  June  29,  1899. 

Since  the  publication  in  “The  Exam- 
iner” of  March  23  of  Mr.  Simpson’s  let- 
ter of  explanation  concerning  certain 
statements  in  a previous  issue,  we  have 
received  much  information,  verbal  and 
wu-itten.  from  those  W'ho  have  been  fa- 
miliar with  the  work  of  the  Alliance, 
which  has  made  it  apparent  that  Mr. 
Simpson’s  explanations  did  not  explain. 
A part  of  this  we  published  April  6 
(under  the  head  of  “Pertinent  In- 
quiries”), at  the  same  time  offering  Mr, 
Simpson  reasonable  space  for  reply,  and 
sending  him  a marked  copy  of  the  paper 
containing  the  offer.  No  response  has 
thus  far  been  received  from  him. 

“Mr.  Simpson  is  a man  of  peculiarly 
magnetic,  almost  hypnotic,  power  and 
seldom  fails  to  disarm  personal  criti- 
cism.”— “The  Independent,”  July  22.

ADVICE. 

The  August  number  of  “The  Mission- 
ary Review”  contains  a statement  by 
the  editor-in-chief,  Rev.  A.  T.  Pierson, 
with  regard  to  the  Christian  and  Mis- 
sionary Alliance  which  fully  corrobor- 
ates all  that  has  been  said  in  “The  Ex- 
aminer” in  criticism  of  the  methods  pur- 
sued by  that  organization.  Dr.  Pierson 
is  a warm  friend  of  Rev.  A.  B.  Simp- 
son, has  long  been  a member  of  the 
Board  of  Managers,  and  has,  it  appears, 
long  been  dissatisfied  with  the  financial 
management  of  the  Alliance,  “We  have 
often  and  earnestly  urged  Mr.  Simpson,” 
he  says,  “to  effect  a thorough  reorgan- 
ization of  the  whole  work.  Our  urgency 
has  been  vain,  and  has  been  apparently 
treated  as  meddling.  But  every  day’s 
experience  only  confirms  our  opinion 
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that,  until  this  is  done,  the  Alliance 
will  more  and  more  alienate  public  con- 
fidence and  hinder  its  own  efficiency.” 
The  significance  of  these  words,  from 
one  so  cautious  and  so  reluctant  to  con- 
demn as  Dr.  Pierson,  can  hardly  be  over- 
stated. 

Now  let  the  Alliance  heed  the  counsel 
of  men  like  Dr.  Pierson,  who  cannot 
even  be  suspected  of  any  but  the  friend- 
liest motives  in  their  criticism  of  its 
methods.  Let  it  reorganize  Its  work  on 
a sound  basis,  which  will,  of  course,  in- 
clude a full  and.  clear  annual  statement 
of  all  receipts,  and  the  amount  and  man- 
ner of  expending  them,  audited,  as  Dr. 
Pierson  suggests,  “by  parties  wholly  in- 
dependent of  the  Alliance,  and  whose 
sanction  will  command  public  confi- 
dence.” If  this  be  done,  we  shall  feel 
that  the  duty  of  “The  Examiner”  with 
respect  to  the  Alliance  has  been  accom- 
plished, although  no  change  in  its  meth- 
ods wili  lessen  our  conviction  that  the 
best  agencies  for  the  expenditure  of 
Baptist  missionary  money  are  Baptist 
mission  societies.  But  we  warn  M 
Simpson  that  “pious  talk” — which  is 
very,  very  cheap — and  unjust  charges 
against  a worthy  missionary,  whose 
work  he  was  but  recently  lauding  to 
the  skies,  will  not  remove  the  public 
distrust  of  his  society.  Only  the  prompt 
adoption  of  sound  aboveboard  meth- 
ods will  suffice  for  that. — The  editorials 
of  “The  Examiner”  of  July  27,  1899. 

THE  MISSIONARY  REVIEW. 

At  the  same  time  there  must  be  some 
ground  of  complaint  when  dissatisfac- 
tion is  manifested  in  so  many  quarters 
and  voiced  by  men  and  women  of  such 
unquestioned  piety  and  slpirituality. 

Mr.  Olsson,  for  example,  who  was  sent 
to  South  America  as  a man  peculiarly 
fitted  to  oversee  a wide  work  of  evangel- 
ization. publicly  asserts  that,  of  money 
given  for  his  support  by  a lady  in  New 
York,  and  which  she  affirms  she  paid  in 
the  amount  of  $400,  on  May  1,  1898, 
neither  he  nor  his  wife  nor  family  have 
received  one  cent;  and  that  no  allow- 
ance has  been  paid  him  from  the  Board 
from  April,  1898,  to  June,  1899,  although 
$1,000  per  anpum  was  pledged  for  his 
support  and  that  of  his  family,  etc.  He 
further  states  that  he  has  had  to  bor- 
row money  from  friends  to  help  pay  his 
expenses  as  a missionary,  and  that  his 
brother  workers  have  had  to  wait  for 
from  four  to  eight  months  for  their  al- 
lowances, all  of  which  statements  are 
proven  by  documentary  evidence  in  his 
possession,  etc. 

Similar  statements  have  been  made  by 
Rev.  Mr.  Nichols  and  wife,  recently  Al- 
liance missionaries  in  China,  and  who 
have  now  withdrawn  from  its  work  be- 
cause of  dissatisfaction  with  its  meth- 
ods. 

In  connection  with  this  matter,  it  is 


well  to  add  that  a circular  was  freely 
distributed  in  Great  Britain  and  else- 
where some  two  years  ago,  issued  by 
the  Christian  and  MissionaiT  Alliance  of 
New  York  City,  commending  Emilio 
Olsson  and  his  plan  for  the  speedy  evan- 
gelization of  South  America.  To  that 
circular  the  name  of  the  editor-in-chief 
was  attached  as  a referee.  Statements 
have  recently  been  made  to  us  by  Mr. 
Olsson  (who  has  since  withdrawn  from 
the  Alliance)  which  make  it  necessary 
for  the  editor  to  withdraw  his  name  as 
a referee  and  to  decline  to  assume  any 
responsibility  for  the  work  of  the  Al- 
liance in  South  America  or  elsewhere. —

TWO  MISSIONARIES  TESTIFY. 

More  Light  on  the  C.  and  M.  A. 

The  following  letters  have  been  placed 
in  our  bands  for  publication.  They  were 
not  written  for  the  public  eye.  but  we 
are  now  permitted  to  print  them  in  the 
interest  of  truth.  The  name  of  the 
writer  of  the  first  one  is  withheld  for 
the  present,  by  request,  but  we  have 
the  original  signed  letter  in  our  pos- 
session: 

“February  28,  1899. 

“Dear  Brother: — We  are  all  well  at 
present,  rejoicing  In  our  God  alone.  We 
are  just  entering  upon  summer  work, 
going  out  and  working  whenever  the 
Lord  gives  us  opportunity.  I hardly 
know  what  it  will  mean. 

“The  Alliance  Mission  is  indeed  in  a 
critical  state  at  present,  both  on  the 
field  and  at  home.  The  state  of  things 
in  North  and  Central  China  has  been 
very  low  ever  since  I arrived  on  the 
field,  and  is  gi-adually  becoming  worse. 
The  financial  affairs  have  been  worse 
than  bad.  Since  I am  on  the  field  (about 
one  year)  I have  received  about  $100  in 
gold,  perhaps  a little  more,  but  not 
much.  Had  I not  had  money  of  my 
own  I do  not  know  where  I would  be 
financially.  Almost  every  one  is  in 
debt,  and  so  am  I.  Eight  have  resigned 
in  Central  China,  also  eight  in  North 
China,  and  I hear  that  the  China  In- 
land Mission  has  forwarded  to  our  mis- 
sionaries 2,500  taels.  This  may  mean 
the  going  over  to  the  China  Inland 
Mission  of  all  our  Swedish  mission- 
aries. They,  the  China  Inland  Mission, 
have  offered  to  take  all  the  Swedish 
missionaries  to  their  mission,  together 
with  property.  The  Christian  and  Mis- 
sionary Alliance  have  refused  to  let 
them  go,  but,  unless  they  support  them 
better,  they  have  no  power  over  them 
whatever,  and  I should  not  be  surprised 
if  they  would  soon  leave  the  mission. 
The  Swedes,  as  you  know,  only  receive 
$200  a year,  but  they  have  not  been  get- 
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ting  their  allowances  any  more  than  we 
have.  I do  not  understand  these  things. 
I hear  things  from  Central  China  that 
are  not  favorable  at  all.  The  business 
department  Is  not  run  according  to 
Scriptural  principles  whatever. 

“Again,  I have  been  told  that  a per- 
centage of  our  allowances  has  been 
taken  off  without  our  permission;  e g., 
when  an  allowance  is  sent  out  of  ?25.  it 
usually  changes  for  52  and  63  Mexican 
dollars.  The  $50  are  sent  to  us,  but  the 
[two  or]  three  are  used  for  some  other 
purpose,  for  what  we  know  not.  This 
has  been  done  by  our  honored  superin- 
tendent, Rev.  W.  D.  LeJjacheur.  It  Is 
not  good  etiquette  to  be  speaking  this 
way  of  one’s  superior,  but  whether  it  be 
etiquette  or  no,  I shall  stand  by  the 
truth,  if  people  like  it  or  no.  If  these 
things  are  right,  everything  is  right. 
Were  we  getting  our  regular  allowances, 
we  might  do  much  better  work  than  we 
are  doing.  As  it  is,  we  cannot  open 
another  station  simply  because  there  are 
no  funds  with  which  to  do  it. 

“In  Mr.  LeLacheur’s  stirring  addresses 
he  speaks  of  the  wonderful  opening  of 
Tibet  and  planting  of  permanent  statio 
at  La  Brang.  Well,  La  Brang  is  not 
open  as  yet,  and  we  do  not  know  when 
it  will  be;  certainly  not  until  money 
comes  for  the  work.  I shall  not  pay  out 
of  my  personal  allowances  for  opening 
of  stations,  at  least  not  at  present. 

“We  as  missionaries  get  the  benefit 
of  the  financial  methods  not  being  open 
to  investigation.  A good  humbling  may 
be  a thing  in  order  for  our  mission.  I 
am  sure  that  many  people  are  losing 
confidence  in  the  same. 

“I  do  not  know  what  my  future  will 
be.  Unless  the  Lord  sees  fit  to  remove 
me  from  this  field  I shall  remain  here, 
but  if  allowances  do  not  come  more  reg- 
ularly I shall  be  compelled  to  leave  the 
field,  or  mission  at  least.  I am  opposed 
to  debt,  especially  to  the  heathen.  If  I 
am  not  worthy  of  my  support.  I am  not 
worthy  to  be  a missionary.  The  Lord 
distinctly  tells  us  that  the  laborer  is 
worthy  of  his  hire. 

“If  many  of  our  dear  Alliance  friends 
would  be  asked  to  live  as  we  have  the 
past  months,  they  would  most  certainly 
object  to  it.  Well,  I do  not  want  to 
criticise,  but  I do  want  to  tell  just  what 
I mean.” 

The  writer  of  the  next  letter  is  a 
Swede,  and  we  give  it  without  correction 
of  his  quaint  English.  He  writes: 

“June  21,  1899. 

“Dear  Brother: — Thanks  for  your  let- 
ter of  April  1,  just  received  when  I and 
family  arrived  here  last  Monday  from 
China.  I am  sorry  I should  not  receive 
your  letter  before  we  left  China,  and 
while  brother  Funk  was  at  our  station 
in  Wuchang.  This  is  true  what  you 
say.  Oh  God,  how  long?  We,  as  you 


know,  have  resigned  from  the  Christian 
and  Missionary  Alliance,  as  we  could 
not  stand  any  longer  the  untrue  state- 
ment and  publication  about  fields  and 
missionary  work,  support,  etc.,  etc.  I 
never  can  understand  Dr.  Simpson;  why 
he  shall  let  himself  over  in  the  hands 
of  Satan  and  again  and  again  publish 
plain  untruth.  I must  say  I do  not 
understand  it,  and  am  dumb  about  tno 
whole  business  of  Alliance  just  now.  I 
loved  Dr.  Simpson  and  the  Alliance 
once,  very  much,  and  thought  it  was  a 
mission  of  truth,  but,  brother,  now  I 
have  lost  faith  in  that  mission  and  their 
way  of  untrutlifulness.  Brother  Funk 
was  three  days  vita  us  in  Wuchang,  but 
he,  like  Dr.  Simpr.on.  put  all  blame  upon 
us  poor  missionaries,  and  would  treat 
me  and  my  wife  in  any  way  like  chil- 
dren, and  just  like  people  that  know 
nothing  about  mission  and  missionary 
suffering  and  work.  He  did  nothing  for 
us,  and  would  not  pay  our  tickets  home, 
so  we  had  to  go  home  at  our  own  and 
private  friends'  expenses,  and  we  have 
up  to  date  not  received  a cent  from 
the  Board,  though  we  have  written  to 
Dr.  Simpson  and  asked  him  to  send  us 
money  for  our  tickets  and  expenses  from 
here  to  Norway  at  least.  Well,  they 
say — the  Board — that  they  could  not  ac- 
cept our  reasons  for  leaving  the  mission, 
and  thus  they  cannot  pay  our  traveling 
expenses  home.  Brother  Funk  was  un- 
kind to  us  regarding  this  and  every- 
thing, and  both  I and  my  wife  lost  all 
respect  for  him,  as  he  acted  towards  us 
un-Christlike  in  every  way  while  with 
us.  I am  glad  that  things  have  begun 
to  come  before  the  public  about  the  Al- 
liance, and  I could,  if  God  want  me  to 
do  it,  write  much  about  how  un-Christ- 
like and  unrighteous  the  missionaries 
have  been  treated  the  three  last  years  in 
China. 

“There  is  not  a bit  of  truth  in  this, 
that  the  Ssveclish  in  the  North  received 
last  year  regular  monthly  allowances, 
and  much  less  that  they  received  $400, 
which  is  the  greatest  lie  in  the  world.

A friend  sent  me  this  note  on  August  1st: 

“Dear  Brother  Olsson;— Do  not  trouble 
to  send  me  C.  and  M.  A.  papers,  as  mine 
have  arrived.  What  ‘cheek’  in  A.  B.  S. 
to  appeal  again  for  pledges  for  ‘ your  mis- 
sionary’ (p.  137),  when  he  plainly  an- 
nounces, over  and  over  again,  that  all 
money  coming  in  will  be  used  wherever 
' the  Board  ' thinks  best,  without  regard 
to  such  pledges ! ” 

MORE  FACTS. 

April  8,  the  Christian  and  Missionary 
Alliance  weekly  paper  stated  as  follows, 
referring  to  South  America: 

“Most  encouraging  reports  are  con- 
stantly received  from  our  dear  mission- 
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aries  on  the  field.  The  Board  has  re- 
cently appropriated  money  for  advanced 
work  in  the  interior.” 

I shall  now  quote  a few  paragraphs 
from  original  letters  in  my  possession, 
which  can  be  seen  upon  personal  appli- 
cation. They  are  taken  from  mission- 
aries' reports  on  the  field,  and  prove  the 
complete  failure  of  the  Alliance  Board 
to  support  me  in  my  work.  No  money 
has  been  given  by  the  Board  to  any 
missionaries  that  I know  of  for  advance 
work  in  South  America,  and  the  prom- 
ised ‘‘allowances”  have  been  very  small. 

“La  Plata.  Feb.  27,  1899. 

“Dear  Brother  Olsson: — You  already 
know  that  I have  returned  to  La  Plata 
from  Cuyaba,  but  I want  very  much  to 
have  a talk  about  things  before  you 
leave  for  New  York.  I held  out  to  the 
very  end,  having  received  no  money 
during  these  past  months,  until  just  be- 
fore I left.  I left  Faustino  in  Corumba, 
where  he  was  working  to  get  money 
for  his  trip  home.  I paid  him  his  wages 
— some  ?50 — by  selling  our  things.  I 
can’t  go  away  because  of  the  money 
question. 

“Was  glad  to  hear  of  your  successful 
trip  to  the  Amazon. 

“Your  brother  in  Christ, 
“JOHN  W.  PRICE.” 

I had  the  pleasure  of  seeing  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Price  before  I left  Buenos  Ayres 
to  come  to  this  country.  Mrs.  Price  had 
suffered  very  much  in  Mateo  Grosso,  in 
the  heart  of  Brazil.  She  looked  pale 
and  exceedingly  thin.  Mr.  Price  told 
me  that  he  haa  waited  for  about  ten 
months  before  he  received  any  allow- 
ance from  the  Board,  and  that  he 
thought  “it  was  criminal”  to  be  left  so 
long  without  any  supply,  until  the  time 
when  they  were  obliged  to  leave  the 
mission  station,  over  2,000  miles  in  the 
interior,  and  to  start  for  the  coast.  Both 
of  these  noble  missionaries  have  sent  in 
their  resignation  to  the  Board,  and  are 
now  in  the  employ  of  the  Methodist 
South  America  Mission  for  Brazil. 

Of  course,  the  Board  says:  “We  have 
sent  money  to  him,  and  all  other  mis- 
sionaries on  the  field.”  Yes,  but  what 
if  the  money  never  reaches  us?  And  it 
is  a fact  well  knowm  that  the  money 
does  not  reach  the  missionaries  until 
after  months  of  great  suffering,  as  in  the 
case  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Price.  Workers  in 
the  field  might  die  in  the  harness  of 
starvation  while  waiting  for  the  prom- 
ised allowance,  and  then  what  good 
would  all  the  money  in  the  world  do 
them? 

The  Board  and  Mr.  Smai-t  are  both  re- 
sponsible for  the  great  suffering  of  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Price,  because  the  Board  knew 
perfectly  well  the  needs  of  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Price  and  I wrote  to  Mr.  Price  be- 
fore starting  on  my  trip  to  Bolivia  as 
follows  on  date  Aug.  5,  1898,  at 

“Corumba”: 


“Corumba,  Aug.  5,  1898. 
“My  Dear  Brother  Price:  — 

“I  have  safely  reached  ‘Corumba 
am  on  ray  way  to  Santa  Cruz,  Bolivia, 
'fhis  long  trip  through  the  heart  of  Bo- 
livia may  bring  me  in  due  time  to  the 
west  coast  or  the  Amazon.  From  thence 
I may  probably  go  to  the  United  States. 
Please  write  to  Mr.  Warren  about  your 
work  and  also  a little  note  of  what  you 
think  of  the  Alliance  work  at  La  Plata 
and  B.  al  Sud.  I cannot  this  trip  go  to 
Cuyaba,  but  I have  received  a great  deal 
of  information  about  Matto  Grosso,  and 
I will  do  all  I can  for  your  work  there 
when  I get  to  the  states.  I hope  Mr. 
Smart  will  send  you  any  allowance  that 
comes  for  you,  and  also  help  you  from 
time  to  time  in  corresponding  with  you. 

“I  came  in  the  same  steamer  as  you 
to  Corumba,  and  have  had  a good  time 
on  board,  over  50  Scriptures  distributed, 
and  I have  had  two  Gospel  meetings  in 
the  salon,  with  good  results.  Your 
Spanish  friend  came  back  this  trip.  With 
kind  regards  and  God’s  blessing. 

“Yours  in  Him,  E.  OLSSON.” 

In  the  Alliance  Weekly  Paper,  of  June 
10,  among  the  editorials,  Mr.  Simpson 
writes  as  follows: 

“ * * ♦ While  the  gi'eat  mass  of  our 
missionaries  are  men  and  women  of  the 
highest  character,  the  most  self-sacri- 
ficing love  and  the  most  lofty  faith,  yet, 
in  a work  like  ours,  even  among  mis- 
sionaries, there  will  be  exceptions,  and 
the  spirit  of  mercenary  selfishness  may 
creep  in  and  hinder  the  simplicity  of 
faith  and  singleness  of  consecration. 
Instances  even  occur  where  missionaries 
come  back  to  demand  arrearages  of  sal- 
ary as  they  would  claim  the  payment 
of  a debt  from  a human  creditor  or  a 
business  corporation.  Our  dear  people 
who  may  occasionally  be  tempted  to 
sympathize  in  what  seems  to  be  a just 
claim,  * ♦ * 

“ * * * At  the  same  time  this 
does  not  mean  that  we  are  not  to  share 
our  full  responsibility  at  home  for  their 
support.  We  are  holding  the  ropes 
while  they  are  going  down  in  the  dark 
and  dangerous  flood.  Let  us  not  let  go  for 
our  lives,  because  their  lives  depend 
upon  us.” 

I solemnly  avow  that  if  I and  other 
missionaries  who  have  gone  down  into 
the  dark  and  dangerous  floods  in  the 
depths  of  South  America,  had  held  on  to 
the  unsafe  rope  of  the  Alliance  Board, 
we  would  have  been  dead  men  long  ago, 
and  our  names  put  on  the  roll  of  honor 
as  dearly  beloved  missionaries  of  the 
Alliance  who  had  gone  to  their  reward. 

THE  INDEPENDENT. 

As  matters  stand  now,  there  is  cer- 
I tainly  ground  in  widely  disseminated  re- 
t port  for  investigation  of  the  charge  not 
! only  of  careless  management,  but  also 
I of  actual  misrepresentation.  To  report 
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pledges  which  ai’e  not  redeemed  as  a 
basis  for  encouraging  donations  is  to 
procure  money  under  false  pretenses. 
That  Mr.  Simpson  realizes  fully  the  seri- 
ous nature  of  the  statements  we  do  not 
believe.  All  the  more  essential  is  it  that 
he  should  at  once  take  steps  to  put  his 
Society  right  before  the  public. 

The  severest  criticism  of  the  Society 
probably  falls  on  something  else  than 
the  bookkeeping.  The  Alliance  sends 
out  igmorant,  untrained  missionaries  to 
China,  India  or  Africa,  with  so  little 
regard  to  the  financial  needs  of  their 
work  and  their  support  that  missionary 
circles  are  full  of  the  stories  of  their 
suffering.  How  can  it  be  otherwise  on 
scarce  two  hundred  dollars  a year?  They 
are  told  to  trust  the  Lord.  But  this 
is  not  faith,  but  cruelty  and  folly.

THE  EXAMIKER. 

It  is  never  a pleasure  to  us  to  criti- 
cise the  methods  or  spirit  of  any  organi- 
zation engaged  in  the  work  of  Christian 
missions.  We  would  far  rather  prai^se 
than  blame.  Especially  do  we  shrink 
fi’om  even  the  suspicion  of  condemning 
any  man  or  body  of  men  engaged  in  that 
holy  work  on  the  ground  that  they 
“follow  not  with  us.”  For,  while  we 
think  it  wiser,  for  many  reasons,  for 
Baptists  to  do  their  mission  work 
through  their  own  societies,  we  are  glad 
that  the  work  of  the  Lord  should  be 
done  through  any  agency  that  is  hon- 
estly and  cai’efully  administered. 

THE  MISSION  FIELB. 

Mr.  George  Arnold,  of  Peru,  in  sending 
in  his  resignation,  writes  me,  under  date 
of  Sept.  6,  1898: 

“I  am  in  an  awful  plight  financially, 
and  owe  about  150  to  200  soles.  This  I 
cannot  pay  oS  for  tv/o  years,  if  I must 
depend  on  manual  labor  here  in  Peru. 
The  amount  I owe  is  $85  gold.  I had 
to  borrow  this  sum  to  get  along,  as  my 
allowance  was  from  six  weeks  to  six  and 
a half  months  behind  time.  Please  come 
to  the  rescue,  and  help  me  to  pay  up 
this  money  so  that  I can  get  back  home.” 

May  7,  1898,  Rev.  Mr.  Bailley  wrote 
me  from  Caracas,  Venezuela,  S.  A.: 

“We  are  supposed  to  receive  $150  a 
month  for  all  expenses,  including  allow- 
ances for  my  wife  and  me,  and  the  run- 
ning of  the  missionary  home,  hall,  light- 
ing, all  itinerating  and  native  work,  and 


that  sum  does  not  come  regrularly. 
Everything  is  very  expensive.” 

Mr.  Cook  writes  me  from  Rio  De  Som- 
mo.  Estado  de  Goyas,  Brazil,  under  date 
of  April  19,  1898,  as  follows: 

“No  funds  have  reached  me  as  yet,  and 
I have  received  nothing  since  x drew  in 
Goyas,  in  November  last.  I am  now 
entirely  dry,  but  am  hoping  that  some- 
thing will  appear  soon.” 

And  again,  he  says  in  another  letter: 
“I  received  almost  nothing  whatever 
from  the  outside  world.” 

Rev.  M.  Weiss,  of  Victoria,  Chili, 
writes  on  June  27,  1898: 

“If  you  can,  let  me  have  a little  for 
assistants,  if  no  more  than  $25  (Chilano 
money),  $2.75  or  $3  gold,  to  pay  rent  m 
Voldivia,  for  brother  Dawson.” 

Rev.  G.  Graham,  of  Les  Flores,  S.  A., 
a missionary  of  great  experience,  was 
engaged  in  the  interests  of  the  Alliance 
Mission;  but  he,  also,  was  disappointed, 
and  writes  me,  July  11,  1898,  as  follows: 

“My  Dear  Brother  Olsson:  I am  very 
sorry  we  were  in  such  a hurry  to  com- 
mence making  arrangements  about  my 
coming  to  La  Plata.  You  made  me  be- 
lieve you  needed  me  almost  at  once.  I, 
of  course,  told  all  the  brethren  and 
friends  here  that  I should  soon  be  leav- 
ing them.  Now  I look  quite  foolish 
when  people  stop  and  ask  me  when  I am 
going  to  La  Plata.  I would  rather  you 
had  told  me  then  what  was  your  true 
position,  so  that  I could  have  known 
what  to  do. 

“I  wish  you  would  kindly  tell  me  when 
; you  wrote  to  New  York  about  my  being 
1 appointed  for  La  Plata,  so  that  I shall 
know  for  certain.  With  Christian  re- 
gards, yours  in  his  service, 

“G.  GRAHAM.” 

Rev.  Mr.  Logan  writes  me  from  01a- 
varia,  S.  A.,  as  follows: 

“Peb.  27,  1899. 

“Juan  is  still  here.  To  all  the  refer- 
ences I have  made  to  him  in  my  letters 
to  Mr.  Warren,  not  one  word  has  come 
in  reply.” 

“The  Alliance  loses  one  of  the  best  na- 
tive workers  it  ever  had,  or  will  have, 
simply  through  inexcusable  negligence. 
I feel  strongly  on  the  matter,  but  will 
say  no  more.” 

Rev.  Eric  Nelson,  of  Para,  Bi'azil,  writes 
me : 

“Don’t  think  for  a moment  that  we 
blame  you  for  what  we  have  suffered, 
since  we  know  you  did  not  know.  I 
think  you  have  been  very  scandalously 
dealt  with  by  the  Alliance.

This  note  of  introduction  was  also 
published  in  the  Alliance  paper  at  that 
time: 

"We  have  much  pleasure  in  announc- 
ing that  Mr.  Emilio  Olsson,  of  South 
America,  has  been  accepted  as  a mis- 
sionary of  the  Alliance,  and  will  imme- 
diately undertake  a special  campaign 
for  the  speedy  evangelization  of  that 
neglected  continent  as  soon  as  the 
amount  and  the  means  have  been  sup- 
plied. Mr.  Olsson  is  especially  qualified 
for  this  work,  having  spent  long  years 
in  colportage  work  in  all  parts  of  South 
America.  He  has  the  very  highest  cre- 
dentials from  Chile,  the  missions  under 
the  Presbyterian  Board,  the  Bible  So- 
ciety, and  other  lines,  and  has  been 
greatly  used  of  God  in  opening  the  way 
for  other  missionaries.  * * * God  has 

given  us  a leader;  now,  for  the  follow- 
ers and  following  up. 

"Mr.  Olsson  has  conceived  the  project, 
we  believe  in  the  Holy  Ghost,  of  plant- 
ing a hundred  missionaries  on  the  field, 
and  to  take  the  oversight  of  our  en- 
tire mission  work  in  South  America.” 

MR.  SIMPSON’S  EDITORIALS. 

April  and  May  number,  1899,  in  "The 
Christian  and  Missionary  Weekly”: 

"We  are  expecting  an  early  visit  from 
our  dear  brother,  Mr.  Olsson.  of  South 
America.  He  has  just  completed  a great 
overland  journey  to  the  heart  of  the 
continent  and  down  the  Amazon  to  its 
mouth,  and  will  have  much  to  tell  us 


about  the  neglected  interior  of  our  sis- 
ter continent.  We  trust  his  visit  will 
be  made  a great  blessing.  Since  he  left 
us,  two  years  ago.  very  encouraging 
progress  has  been  made  in  the  evangeli- 
zation of  this  field.  While  we  have  not 
gone  as  fast  as  he  anticipated,  yet  many 
valuable  centres  have  been  opened  and 
much  blessed  work  has  been  well  be- 
gun. We  trust  his  visit  will  mark  not 
only  the  establishment  of  the  work 
commenced,  but  yet  larger  expansion.” 

“Our  dear  brother  and  superintendent, 
Mr.  Emilio  Olsson,  of  South  America, 
has  just  returned  to  this  country,  by 
way  of  England,  and  was  present  at  our 
late  convention,  giving  accounts  as  fully 
as  the  brief  time  allowed  of  his  remark- 
able journey  to  the  heart  of  South 
America,  covering  over  six  thousand 
miles  and  bringing  him  into  direct 
touch  with  over  forty  thousand  natives. 
He  reports  many  desirable  openings  for 
the  Gospel  in  that  field.  He  Is  at  pres- 
ent engaged  in  important  conferences 
with  the  Board  about  the  local  details 
and  difficulties  of  the  work,  and  will 
visit  our  branches  and  conventions  dur- 
ing the  summer  and  tell  the  story  of 
South  America  and  its  need.” 


SOUTH  AMERICA. 

By  Rev.  H.  M.  Warren,  Foreign  Sec'y. 

During  the  year,  as  already  stated, 
God  has  opened  our  way  for  an  advance 
movement  in  South  America  by  sending 
to  us  our  dear  brother  and  superin- 
tendent, Emilio  Olsson.  With  Brother 
and  Mrs.  Olsson  we  have  24  other  mis- 
sionaries scattered  through  South 
America.  In  Venezuela  we  have  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Bailly  and  Miss  Alice  Wood.  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Cook  and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Nelson 
are  doing  a good  work  in  Eastern  Bra- 
zil. Mr.  and  Mrs.  Price  contemplate  an 
extended  trip  in  the  interior  of  Brazil 
to  begin  work  among  the  Indians. 

Brother  Olsson,  our  Field  Superintend- 
ent, whom  God  has  so  wonderfully  used 
on  this  field,  says  that  he  has  seen  thou- 
sands of  people  there  who  have  never 
heard  the  Gospel,  nor  seen  or  heard  of  a 
Bible  in  all  their  lives.  When  speaking 
to  them  of  Jesus  they  would  say,  "Who 
is  He,  where  does  He  live?” 

We  have  mission  stations  in  Vene- 
zuela, Equador,  Peru,  Brazil,  Bolivia, 
Argentine,  Patagonia  and  Chile. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Emery  are  now  in  charge 
of  our  home  in  La  Plata,  which  is  for 
our  new  missionaries  and  for  the  train- 
ing of  native  helpers. 
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ARGENTINE. 

Argentine  "with  its  four  millions  of 
people  is  our  headquarters.  Here  are 
stationed  Rev.  and  Mrs.  W.  D.  Smart, 
Rev.  and  Mrs.  J.  B.  Emery,  Rev.  and 
Mrs.  E.  Olsson,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Joseph 
Thacker,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  R.  Logan,  Miss 
Martha  Hamilton  and  Mr.  David 
Buchanan. 

Our  stations  are  Barracos  al  Sud, 
Buenos  Ayres,  La  Plata  and  Olvaria,  and 
our  missionaries  are  doing  a noble,  self- 
sacrificing  work  here,  and  many  souls 
are  coming  to  Jesus  through  their  faith- 
ful services. 

CHILE. 

Chile  with  its  three  and  a half  mil- 
lions has  Rev.  and  Mrs.  H.  L.  Weiss,  and 
Rev.  A.  E.  Dawson,  as  our  representa- 
tives. Their  home  is  at  Victoria.  They 
report  some  most  blessed  experiences  in 
their  recent  missionary  journey  in  the 
southern  part  of  Chile.  In  my  last  let- 
ter from  here  1 quote  the  following,  “We 
need  trained  native  helpers,  and  we  need 
places  of  worship.  0 that  God  would 
move  upon  the  hearts  of  His  people  at 
home  to  give  of  their  abundance  to  send 
forth  more  workers  into  His  harvest, 
now  that  the  door  of  entrance  is  open!” 

BOLIVIA. 

Bolivia,  with  its  two  millions  of  peo- 
ple, with  its  beautiful  climate,  with  its 
awful  spiritual  condition,  as  far  as  I 
know  has  but  one  missionary — our  own 
dear  Mebius,  of  Sucre — a man  of  God. 
In  his  last  letter  he  says,  “God  is  work- 
ing here,  and  in  the  most  bigoted  city  of 
Bolivia.” 

ECUADOR. 

In  Ecuador  are  located  Mr.  Fritz,  also 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Tarbox.  Speaking  of 
Guayaquil,  the  city  in  which  they  live, 
they  say:  “The  sight  of  a city  full  of 
never-dying  souls  living  without  God 
and  without  hope  is  far  more  eloquent 
than  anything  I can  write  and  will  in- 
spire the  coldest-hearted  Christians  to 
enthusiastic  service  for  the  Lord  in  for- 
eign mission  work.” 

Last  winter  20,000  inhabitants  of 
Guayaquil  died  of  fever  and  the  only 
hope  they  had  was  a false  one. 

Peru  is  represented  by  Mr.  Arnold, 
who  writes  most  encouragingly  of  his 
work. 

CUYABA. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Price  are  now  stationed 
at  Cuyaba,  Matto  Grasso,  having  recent- 
ly journey  twenty-five  hundred  miles 
into  the  interior,  and  were  a month 
in  reaching  their  destination.  This 
is  a very  important  centre  with 
some  twenty-five  large  Indian  vil- 
lages near  by.  In  my  last  let- 
ter Mr.  Price  says,  “If  at  all  possible, 
send  us  help,  for  we  want  to  claim  this 
territory  for  God.  We  are  the  only 
missionaries  here.  Send  us  men  and 


money  to  advance  at  once.  What  an  op- 
portunity!” 

JOURNEY. 

Rev.  E.  Olsson,  our  Superintendent,  is 
now  on  a long  journey  into  the  interior 
of  South  America,  He  expects  to  be 
gone  six  months,  going  through  Brazil, 
Bolivia  and  Peru. 

Just  before  our  brother  started  he 
wrote  me  saying,  “Please  ask  our  Alli- 
ance people  at  home  to  pray  for  my  wife 
and  family,  and  that  1 may  oe  kepi 
during  this  long  and  difficult  journey, 
so  that  the  Word  of  the  Lord  may  have 
free  course,  and  His  name  glorified  in 
the  salvation  of  many  precious  souls.” 

LONDON  COMMITTEE  FOR  THE  EVANGEL- 
IZATION OF  SOUTH  AMERICA. 

In  presenting  a Balance  Sheet  for 
1898  we  beg  to  make  a few  remarks. 
Successful  Mission  work  has  been  car- 
ried on  in  Argentina,  Brazil,  Venezuela, 
Bolivia  and  Chile,  for  which  the  Lord’s 
name  be  praised. 

There  are  “in  the  field”  24  Mission- 
aries and  9 native  helpers. 

Senor  Olsson  has  just  finished  a re- 
markable evangelistic  pioneering  jour- 
ney. extending  over  a period  of  six 
months  and  a distance  of  nearly  4,00u 
miles.  He  ascended  the  rivers  La 
Plata,  Parana  and  Paraguay  to  Corum- 
ba, thence  on  mule-back  through  the 
eastern  part  of  Bolivia,  .visiting  places 
where  an  evangelist  had  not  previously 
penetrated,  and  where  “the  Word  of 
God”  had  not  been  distributed.  A na- 
tive convert  has  been  left  among  the 
Chiquitos  Indians  to  carry  on  the  work. 
Keeping  on  northwards,  Emilio  Olsson 
descended  the  Madeira  River  (shooting 
the  dangerous  rapids  in  a canoe)  and 
the  Amazon  to  Para.  Full  particulars 
have  not  yet  been  received,  but  there 
was  an  open  door  everywhere  for 
preaching  and  distributing  the  Scrip- 
tures, and  there  were  mai’ked  evidences 
of  the  Holy  Spirit’s  power. 

The  journey  of  Mr.  William  Cook 
through  the  heart  of  Brazil  to  the 
Cherentes  Indians  was  also  with  “signs 
following,”  and  large  numbers  of  por- 
tions of  the  Bible  were  distributed.  Mr. 
Cook  suffered  much  from  fever,  perse- 
cution and  lack  of  supplies,  as  his 
whereabouts  was  quite  unknown  for 
several  months.  Ere  long  we  hope  also 
to  have  full  particulars  of  this  jour- 
ney. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Price  have  made  a very 
long  journey  inland  to  Matto  Groso,  in 
the  western  part  of  Brazil,  near  the 
Bolivian  frontier,  and  have  established  a 
Mission  station  among  the  Indians.  The 
work  also  among  the  Indians  in  the 
south  of  Chile  has  been  very  encourag- 
ing. In  this  place  native  converts  have 
worked  most  zealously. 

Good  progress  has  been  made  in  Ar- 
gentina, Ecuador  and  Venezuela.  Sev- 
eral of  the  brethren  and  sisters  in  Ar- 
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gjentina  are  waiting  for  supplies  to 
enable  them  to  go  into  the  interior,  but 
in  the  meantime  they  are  not  idle.  One 
of  their  number,  Mr.  Thacker,  has  gone 
inland  to  Tucuman,  not  far  from  the 
southern  boundary  of  Bolivia,  which 
(D.  V.)  will  be  his  goal. 

Mr.  H.  S.  Ridings  of  31  Carson  Road, 
Dulwich.  S.E.,  one  of  the  Hon.  Secre- 
taries of  the  London  committee  of  which 
Pastor  W.  Fuller  Gooch  is  the  chair- 
man, has  during  the  last  few  days  re- 
ceived from  Senor  Olsson  reports  from 
various  parts  of  the  field,  from  which 
the  following  extracts  have  been  made: 

Our  dear  Brother  Olsson  is  full  of 
praise  to  the  dear  Lord  for  the  way 
opened  and  for  the  blessings  showered 
down. 

Mr.  Ridings,  who  has  spent  fifteen 
years  in  South  America,  is  an  intimate 
friend  of  Senor  Olsson. 

LA  PLATA. 

Mr.  Thacker  writes  from  La  Plata: 

"After  renting  a house  we  went  to 
work  to  ‘fix’  it  up  to  be  a receiving 
home  for  our  missionaries  from  the 
States  and  England.  It  surprised  us 
much  the  first  Lord’s  Day  morning  to 
see  in  front  of  'the  Home’  a large  fair, 
attended  by  at  least  2,000  people,  coming 
together  from  all  parts  of  the  city  and 
from  surrounding  country.  We  lost  no 
time  in  getting  our  large  front  room  in 
shape  for  meetings.  As  soon  as  the 
doors  were  open  and  we  started  in  to 
sing  a gospel  hymn  the  place  rapidly 
filled  up,  and  even  the  doors  and  win- 
dows were  blocked  up  while  Brother 
Olsson  announced  the  good  tidings  of  a 
free  salvation.  The  interest  has  not 
abated,  and  we  have  a full  house  every 
Sunday  morning.  Also,  at  night  the 
families,  both  high  and  low,  of  the 
neighborhood  come  to  hear  us  tell  of 
Jesus;  and  we  have  a meeting  in  mid- 
week, very  well  attended.  Our  work 
here,  as  in  other  parts  of  South  Ameri- 
ca, is  emerging  from  the  state  of  uncer- 
tainty which  usually  accompanies  a be- 
ginning, and  is  assuming  definite  shape. 
It  is  growing,  we  know  not  how,  only 
that  God  has  it  in  hand.” 

THE  SOUTH  OF  CHILE. 

Mr.  Weiss  writes: — 

"The  Lord  blessed  my  first  visit  to 
the  German  colonists  here,  and  from 
that  time  to  this  He  has  been  blessing 
the  work  among  the  Chile  people  and 
Germans,  so  that  we  can  at  this  early  pe- 
riod rejoice  in  having  fifty  German  con- 
verts and  thirty  baptized  Chilenos. 
Praise  His  dear  Name.  The  Lord  has 
given  us  a good  Interpreter  and  helper 
in  Martha  Vera.  . She  is  full  of  zeal  for 
the  Master.  The  Lord  has  also  given  us 
a good  German  helper  in  sister  Focel. 
She  has  been  wonderfully  used  of  the 
Lord,  and  we  are  looking  to  Him  for 
great  things  in  the  near  future.  Besides 


this  the  Lord  has  chosen  several 
brethren  as  exhorters  for  the  Geiman 
converts,  and  a native  Chile  worker 
named  Valdivia,  whom  the  Christians 
here  have  pledged  themselves  to  sup- 
port. Yes,  the  Holy  Spirit  is  at  work, 
and  the  dry  bones  ai-e  beginning  to 
shalce,  and  the  breath  of  life  will  soon 
enter  into  them,  and  they  shall  live.  The 
missionary  spirit  exists  among  the 
converts,  and  they  hasten  to  do  all  in 
their  power  to  help  to  spread  the  blessed 
gospel  over  this  land.” 

YEN  A . 

Mr.  Bailey  writes:  — 

"The  Lord  has  certainly  been  blessing 
our  work  and  encouraging  us.  With  our 
helper,  and  a good  package  of  Bibles 
and  Scripture  portions,  we  have  visited 
all  the  towns  and  villages  round  about 
Caracas.  He  has  thoroughly  worked  the 
capital,  and  we  have  followed  up  his 
house-to-house  visitation.  A few  weeks 
ago  a native  brother  went  three  days’ 
journey  into  the  interior,  and  witnessed 
for  the  Lord  in  an  important  town.  The 
result  was  that  about  a dozen  people 
requested  that  the  gospel  might  be 
preached  to  them.  We  loaded  a donkey 
with  Bibles  and  tracts,  and  our  native 
helper  has  gone  to  them,  and  expects  to 
be  away  a month.” 

HUANCAYO,  FAR  IN  TEE  INTERIOR 

OF  PERU. 

Mr.  Arnhold  writes:  — 

"God  has  opened  up  such  a wonderful 
field  for  us  here.  Every  day  I am  more 
convinced  of  the  leading  of  God  in  the 
opening  of  these  towns  by  our  mission. 
It  seems  to  me  that  this  land  is  the  very 
Garden  of  Eden  in  the  hands  of  the 
enemy.  I do  not  believe  there  is  a place 
in  all  South  America  which  is  more 
open,  and  which  needs  us  more.  The 
people  here  will  be  delighted  to  have 
you  (Senor  Olsson)  come  and  conduct 
meetings.  Just  three  days’  ride  from 
here  are  wild  Indians  (Chunchus).  I 
hope  you  will  bring  a native  helper  with 
you.” 

ECUABOR. 

Brother  Fritz  writes  to  Senor  Olsson:  — 
"I  needed  a companion  so  much,  and 
more  tracts  and  Bibles,  so  I showed  the 
Lord  His  promise  and  claimed  them. 
Blessed  be  Jesus.  He  has  sent  me  two 
companions,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Tarbox,  and 
they  are  very  dear  people.  The  Lord 
gave  us  a house,  and  we  are  living  to- 
gether. I am  so  glad  to  knov/^  you  are 
going  to  send  a good  native  v/orker 
here,  and  that  you  will  come  as  soon  as 
you  can.  We  ever  remember  you  before 
the  dear  Saviour.  He  sent  me  money  to 
pay  for  3,000  tracts.  Blessed  Jesus,  Ho 
is  my  rock  and  my  salvation,  and  the 
best  of  all  is  He  has  given  me  souls  for 
His  naifie’s  sake.  Dear  Brother  Olsson, 
the  Lord  has  sent  me  two  natives  of 
Ecuador  who  went  to  Chile  four  or  five

years  ago,  and  there  heard  of  Jesus,  and 
were  converted.  They  are  here  now,  and 
want  to  take  the  good  news  to  their 
kindred  away  in  the  interior,  and  after 
much  prayer  the  Lord  has  laid  it  on  my 
heart  to  send  them.  We  have  asked  the 
Lord  for  $85,  which  will  pay  their  trav- 
eling expenses  and  two  months’  living. 
If  they  go  at  all  it  will  be  to  about  fifty 
miles  northeast  of  Quito.  One  of  them 
understands  Quichua  somewhat,  and 
both  will  soon  pick  it  up,  and  intend  to 
work  among  the  Indians;  another  young 
man  (a  native)  wishes  to  go  with  them 
(on  his  own  charges),  and  he  also 
speaks  Quichua.  It  all  seems  to  be  of 
the  Lord.  Have  been  praying  about  it 
much.  Will  give  them  most  of  my 
Quichua  Gospels.  The  dear  Lord  is 
blessing  us  here  (in  Guayaquil).  I just 
want  to  be  an  empty  vessel  in  the  Lord’s 
hand,  and  to  be  used  of  Him  in  tell- 
ing dying  souls  of  His  wonderful  love. 

“Reading  and  distributing  ‘the  Word’ 
has  brought  me  in  contact  with  hun- 
dreds of  people.  One  day  I met  a young 
Peruvian,  and  the  Lord  used  me  to  lead 
him  into  the  light.”

A PIOKEEE  3K  ARGENTINA. 

Rev.  E,  Olsson,  on  his  return  from  a 
long  and  wearisome  journey  in  the  in- 
terior of  South  America,  writes  as  fol- 
lows from  Buenos  Ayres,  on  the  13th 
of  February: 

I have  to  thank  you  for  sending  me 
your  interesting  Bible  Society  Record. 
As  you  know,  I am  deeply  interested  in 
the  all-important  and  glorious  work  of 
Bible  distribution.  I am  happy  to  in- 
form you  that  I have  safely  reached 
home  again,  after  my  long  and  difficult 
journey  in  the  dark  interior  of  South 
America.  I traveled  with  the  Bible  four 
thousand  miles,  in  places  never  before 
visited  by  any  missionary  of  the  cross, 
and  v/as  able  to  put  into  circulation  over 
two  thousand  Scriptures.  It  took  me 
one  hundred  and  seventy  days  to  reach 
Para  on  the  Amazon.  In  Bolivia  I trav* 
eled  with  the  Bible  on  mule-back  for 
over  one  thousand  miles.  I distributed 
every  copy  I took  with  me  from  Buenos 
Ayres,  and  the  deep  interest  taken  by 
people  who  previously  never  saw  a Bible 
or  heard  the  gospel  was  wonderful, 
heartily  thank  your  Society  for  its  grant 
of  Scriptures.

Bceaos  Ayres. 

Mr.  Emilio  Olsson,  a converted  sailor, 
sent  to  South  America  as  a missionary, 
writes  on  Jan.  12: 

I beg  to  thank  you  very  much  for 
sending  me  your  interesting  “Sailors’ 
Magazine.”  As  a friend  of  the  sailors  I 
do  what  I can  xo  preach  the  gospel  to 
seamen  when  I have  an  opportunity. 
You  know  my  early  life  was  spent  upon 


the  sea,  so  I love  the  sailors  and  the  sea. 

I could  write  you  a good  many  wonder- 
ful experiences  I have  had  on  the  sea 
and  among  the  sons  of  the  deep,  but  I 
have  now  no  time  to  do  so;  my  gi’eat 
Spanish  work  takes  up  most  of  my  time. 

I am  just  back  from'a  long  and  dan- 
gerous journey  in  the  dark  interior  - 
South  America  and  have  carried  the 
blessed  gospel  for  the  first  time  through 
the  heart  of  the  neglected  cohtinent,  a 
distance  of  4.000  miles,  via  the  stupen- 
dous rivers  Rio  de  la  Plata,  Parana  and 
Paraguay,  and  in  Bolivia  by  the  river 
Mamore,  in  Brazil  via  the  Rio  Madeira 
and  the  mighty  Amazon.  I have  a won- 
derful story  to  tell  of  God’s  keeping 
power  in  this  important  missionary 
tour.  Thousands  of  people  have  heard 
for  the  first  time  the  story  of  the  cross. 
Steaming  up  the  great  Rio  de  la  Plata  I 
had  Spanish  gospel  meetings  on  board 
the  Brazilian  boat  Ladorio.  The  captain, 
although  a Brazilian,  got  so  interested 
in  our  work  on  board  that  he  and  his 
officers,  sailors  and  most  of  the  passen- 
gers came  to  our  meetings:  no  less  than 
twelve  nationalities  were  represented, 
truly  a Bethel  meeting  of  all  sorts  and 
conditions  of  men.  We  believe  that  the 
bread  cast  upon  the  waters  will  hasten 
the  day  when  the  abundance  of  the  sea 
shall  be  converted  unto  Christ  our  Lord. 
— New  York  “Sailors’  Magazine,”  June, 
1899.

ON  MULE-BACR  IN  SOUTH  AMERICA. 

In  a recent  letter,  Senor  Emilio  Olsson 
wrote: — “Three  months  ago  I left  the 
river  Paraguay  to  start  on  my  overland 
journey,  and  have  now  reached  Trinidad 
de  Mojo  in  the  province  of  Beni,  Bolivia, 
a distance  of  nearly  1,000  miles  from  the 
river,  and  more  than  2,500  from  Buenos 
Ayres.  This  journey  has  been  full  of 
experiences  of  God’s  goodness  and 
power.  To  reach  many  out-of-the-way 
places  we  have  had  to  travel  through 
forests  and  pampas  roamed  over  by  sav- 
age Indians  and  wild  beasts.  Several 
of  the  settlements  passed  through  had 
been  attacked  by  the  Indians,  and  a 
number  of  people  were  killed. 

“One  morning  a jaguar  (South  Ameri- 
can tiger)  came  near  our  camp,  but  a 
shot  frightened  him  away;  at  another 
time  savage  Indians  were  round  the 
camp  all  night,  but  in  the  morning  they 
went  off  quietly.  In  the  swamps  of 
Mojo  I nearly  lost  my  life,  as  my  mule 
sank  deeply  in  the  mud.  At.Lavario  our 
mules  had  to  swim  across  the  river, 
where  also  we  shot  an  alligator.  In 
these  regions  there  are  myriads  of  in- 
sects and  mosquitoes  which  sting  so  that 
the  face  and  hands  become  swollen  for 
days,  hut  we  have  suffered  from  nothing 
so  much  as  the  burning  tropical  sun. 
How  often  have  we  thanked  God  for 
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even  a little  cloud  which  shaded  us  from 
its  rays  for  a while,  and  relieved  our 
aching  heads! 

“I  earnestly  hope  that  one  result  of 
this  tour  will  he  to  stir  up  Christians 
in  the  home  lands  to  pray  more  faith- 
fully to  the  Lord  of  the  harvest  to  send 
forth  more  laborers  into  his  harvest. 

"Valuable  information  has  beencollect- 
ed  about  the  Indians  and  how  to  reach 
them.  I know  Indians  who  can  act  as 
interpreters  for  missionaries,  and  I shall 
be  glad  to  advise  any  workers  who  feel 
called  of  God  to  labor  in  Bolivia.  On 
this  journey  the  Lord  has  given  me  a 
number  of  friends,  without  whose  aid  I 
could  not  have  reached  here,  and  these 
will  help  future  missionaries.  Several 
natives  are  now  spreading  the  light 
among  their  own  people  by  circulating 
the  Scriptures. 

"After  leaving  San  Ignacio,  we  passed 
through  many  small  villages,  and  in 
every  place  were  able  to  dispose  of 
Scriptures  in  Spanish,  which  some  of  the 
half-caste  Indians  can  read.  At  the  es- 
tancia  named  Los  Tagivos  I sold  ray 
last  Bible.  Three  people  wanted  to  buy 
it,  all  eager  to  posses  ‘el  libro  de  Dios’ 
(Book  of  God),  and  it  pained  me  to  have 
no  more  Bibles  to  give  them.  Only  sin- 
gle Gospels  are  now  left  to  distribute. 
I was  kindly  treated  by  the  friars  of  the 
Guardya  Indian  Mission. 

"A  kind  ot  slavery  is  carried  on  in 
connection  with  the  rubber  trade.  As 
high  a price  as  one  thousand  Bolivian 
dollars  can  be  obtained  for  an  able- 
bodied  Indian.  They  are  now  hard  to 
get,  as  a large  number  have  died  in 
the  forests.  I hope  at  a future  date  to 
write  about  the  wild  Bolivian  Indian 
tribes,  among  whom  the  Romish  priests 
have  not  been  able  to  establish  missions. 
I have  learned  a gi’eat  deal  about  them, 
and  trust  that,  when  the  facts  are 
known,  missionaries  will  not  limit  their 
principal  operations  to  the  coast, 

"To  me  personally  it  has  been  an  in- 
conceivable joy  to  carry  the  Gospel  into 
the  far  interior,  although  at  times  in 
loneliness,  trials  and  fears,  away  from 
friends,  civilization  and  home.  There 
are  yet  many  difficulties  and  dangers  ' 
fore  I can  reach  the  river  Amazon,  but 
He  who  said  ‘Lo,  I am  with  you  always,’ 
will  be  ray  guide  and  protector.” 

Mr.  Olsson  visited  London  last  week 
on  his  way  to  New  York  to  attend  the 
Spring  Convention  of  the  Christian  ajid 
Missionary  Alliance.  He  hopes  to  be 
with  us  again  shortly,  and  to  attend 
some  of  the  May  meetings.  Letters  for 
him  may  be  addressed  to  the  care  of 
Mr.  H.  S.  Ridings,  31  Carson  Road,  Dul- 
wich, S.E. 

We  are  glad  to  be  able  to  give  a por- 
trait of  Senor  Emilio  Olsson,  the  leader 
of  this  mission.  Before  joining  it  he 
was  for  many  years  a most  successful 
Bible  Evangelist  in  the  three  Republics 


of  Argentina.  Bolivia  and  Chile,  com- 
bining the  distribution  of  Gods  Word 
w'ith  earnest,  pointed,  evangelistic  ad- 
dresses. Particularly  in  Chile  this  labor 
of  love  was  much  owned  of  God  in  the 
conversion  of  many.  Most  interesting 
instances  of  the  power  of  the 
Spirit  to  bring  home  the  truths  of  the 
Gospel  might  be  mentioned.  “For  the 
consolation  of  our  brothers  in  the  faith, 
writes  one  concerning  the  work  carried 
on  by  Senor  Olsson  in  Santiago,  the 
capital  of  Chile,  "we  can  say  that 
more  than  forty  have  already  given 
in  their  names  as  desirous  of 
knowing  fully  the  true  salvation,  and 
of  uniting  with  us.”  And  again,  “On 
the  Lord’s  days  we  had  a special  meet- 
ing for  those  recently  converted,  and 
eighteen  persons  gave  their  testimony, 
and  praised  God  for  salvation.”

In  1896  Senor  Olsson  cam©  to  work  for 
the  Lord  in  the  northern  province  of 
Chile,  where  the  greatest  eagerness  was 
manifested  to  hear  the  Gospel.  While 
in  this  part,  the  desire  was  borne  in 
upon  him  to  make  a great  effort  to 
evangelize  the  whole  Continent  of  South 
America  before  the  coming  of  the  Lord. 

With  this  end  in  view  he  visited  New 
York,  and  the  leaders  of  the  Christian 
Alliance  Mission  strongly  espoused  his 
views.  After  a visit  to  England,  Scot- 
land and  Sweden,  he  returned  to  New 
York.  Having  been  solemnly  set  apart 
for  the  work,  sailed  with  a band  of  mis- 
sionaries for  South  America. 

THE  GOSPEL  IN  SOUTH  AMERICA. 

Latest  news  from  Mr.  Emilio  Olsson. 

The  Missionary  Home  at  La  Plata 
(Argentina)  is  now  open.  In  connection 
with  it  Gospel  meetings  are  held.  The 
following  is  a translation  of  part  of  the 
handbill  inviting  to  the  meetings: 

“Preaching  of  the  Gospel  every  Lord’s 
Day  at  9 a.  m.  and  8 p.  m.  You  are 
invited  to  attend  these  meetings.  En- 
trance free.  ‘The  blood  of  Jesus  Christ 
cleanseth  from  all  sin.’  ” 

The  opening  meeting  was  held  on  Fair 
Day,  which  is  always  held  on  the  Lord's 
Day,  and  to  which  large  numbers  of  peo- 
ple came,  some  traveling  to  the  fair  from 
great  distances.  The  room  was 
thronged,  and  many  listened  at  open 
windows.  All  were  most  attentive  to 
the  story  of  the  Saviour’s  love,  and  a 
deep  impression  made.  The  greater  part 
of  these  dear  people  had  never  before 
heard  the  Gospel  of  the  Grace  of  God 
(without  money  and  without  price). 

Prom  Chile  Mr.  Weiss  writes  to  Mr, 
Olsson:  “The  work  of  the  Lord  is 
progressing  gloriously  here  (Victoria) 
among  the  Germans,  a good  many  of 
whom  have  been  saved,  and  some  of 
these  are  now  preaching,  and  telling  the 


story  of  the  Gospel  to  the  heathen  (In- 
dians) around  them.  Bertha  Vera  is 
teaching  us  Spanish;  she  is  doing  much 
for  the  Master.  We  should  like  to  see 
you  here  soon.” 

From  Brazil  Mr.  Cook  writes; 
“Everywhere  I found  a readiness  to  re- 
ceive the  word  of  God,  and  the  people 
seem  disgusted  with  Romanism.  This  is 
specially  true  of  the  capital  of  the 
Province,  where  things  seem  ripe  for  a 
change,  and  the  people  have  a strong  ap- 
petite for  God's  message.  I left  a stock 
of  Bibles  with  the  leading  merchant  of 
the  town,  and  he  will  expose  them  for 
sale.  He  treated  me  with  great  kind- 
ness.” 

“The  news  from  Venezuela  also  is  very 
cheering.  Mr.  Olsson  is  now  waiting 
for  the  Lord  to  send  him  the  money  to 
enable  him  to  visit  the  various  stations, 
and  plant  new  ones;  also  to  visit  the  In- 
dians of  the  Amazon  Valley,  who  are  in 
gross  darkness.”

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IViY  TRUE  STORY. 


Twenty-two  years  ago  I left  my  na- 
tive land,  Swed’en,  as  a young  sailor 
lad  and  was  cast  upon  the  deep  sea, 
and  there  the  Spirit  of  God  was  working 
in  my  heart  and  the  prayers  of  my  par- 
ents seemed  to  be  answered.  But  it  was 
not  until  fifteen  years  ago  that  the  Lord 
brought  me  to  the  Faulkland  Islands  in 
the  South  Atlantic  Ocean,  some  hundred 
miles  distant  from  the  South  American 
Continent,  where  I was  converted.  As 
soon  as  1 knew  the  Lord  and  His  won- 
derful redeeming  love  and  plan  of  sal- 
vation, I there  and  then  confessed  His 
name,  and  ever  since  that  happy  day  He 
has  been  my  exceeding  joy.  The  Lord 
has  blessed  my  testimony,  and  I desire 
to  praise  His  name  for  His  blessed  keep- 
ing grace  and  power.  My  life  has  been  a 
wonder  to  myself.  Twice  have  I been 
shipwrecked,  another  time  I had  to  swim 
to  save  my  life,  another  time  I fell 
overboard,  yet  through  all  the  Lord  de- 
livered me  from  an  instantaneous  death. 
The  Lord  laid  it  upon  my  heart,  after 
my  conversion,  to  circulate  the  Holy 
Scriptures  on  the  neglected  continent, 
and  since  God  called  me  to  His  work  in 
South  America,  more  than  twenty 
thousand  copies  of  God’s  Word  have 
passed  through  my  hands,  and  I have 
visited  about  three  hundred  different 
places  and  reached  by  the  preaching  of 
the  Gospel  and  by  the  circulation  of 
the  Holy  Scriptures,  about  one  million 
souls  with  the  glad  tidings  of  salvation. 
My  travels  extended  in  South  America  to 
fifty  thousand  miles.  Many  thousands  of 
homes  have  been  visited  with  good  re- 
sults. I have  met  people  of  many  na- 
tionalities, and  the  Scriptures  have  been 
sold  in  different  languages.  The  Lord 
has  used  me  in  starting  several  missions 
in  various  parts  of  the  great  continent. 
My  experience  has  been  full  of  marvel- 
ous incidents  of  God’s  keeping  care.  My 
life  has  been  imperiled  in  the  vast  des- 
ert for  want  of  food  and  water.  I have 
been  surrounded  by  thieves  and  wicked 
men.  some  of  whom  sought  my  life  by 
means  of  traps  and  snares,  from  which, 
upon  several  occasions,  I barely  escaped. 
One  day  the  Lord  delivered  me  from  a 
furious-looking  bull.  Travelling  in  the 
Patagonian  deserts  with  armed  natives 
and  Indians,  sleeping  on  the  hard,  bare 
ground,  with  no  tents  nor  shelter,  the 
Indians  placed  their  revolvers  and 
knives  beneath  their  heads  for  protec- 
tion, and  I,  imitating  them,  placed  my 
Bible  underneath  my  pillow,  as  I had 
no  revolver,  and  I slept  as  a prince  in 
his  palace,  trusting  in  the  faithful  prom- 
ise of  my  God  and  Saviour.  One  night 
I slept  on  two  scorpions,  the  most  deadly 
insect  that  there  is  to  be  found.  But 
time  will  not  permit  me  to  write  of  all 


the  wonderful  things  that  the  Lord  has 
done  for  me. 

TRAVELS. 

In  my  great  missionary  journeyings 
across  the  South  American  continent — 
travels  perhaps  equal  to  those  of  Living- 
stone or  Stanley  in  Central  Africa — I 
have  met  thousands  of  people  who  had 
never  heard  the  Gospel,  nor  seen  a copy 
of  the  Bible. 

Traveling  one  day  with  an  Indian,  I 
asked  the  stranger  if  he  had  heard  of 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  “No,”  he  an- 
swered; “who  is  He?  Where  does  He 
live?”  At  another  time,  speaking  to  a 
man  of  eighty-two  years  of  age  about 
the  love  of  Jesus,  the  man  exclaimed: 
“Blessed  be  God  for  such  good  news; 
it  is  the  first  time  in  my  long  life  that 
I have  heard  it.” 

An  apparently  hard-hearted,  cruel 
man,  armed  to  the  teeth  with  knives 
and  pistols,  shed  tears  when  reading  the 
New  Testatment,  and  said:  “I  cannot 
lead  this  book  without  crying:  I never 
knew  before  what  a bad,  hard  heart  I 
have.” 

One  day,  a young  man  said  he  had  been 
wishing  for  three  years  to  obtain  a Bi- 
ble, but  did  not  knov/  where  to  get  one 
until  he  met  me.  Such  cases  and  many 
more  show  the  great  and  pressing  needs 
of  South  America. 

WOKPEEFUL  BOOK. 

The  following  incident  proves  the 
power  of  God's  Word,  and  the  impor- 
tance of  circulating  the  Holy  Scriptures 
among  these  benighted  people.  Bibles 
having  been  sold  to  two  men.  one  book 
was  seized  by  an  unbeliever  and  burned; 
the  other  was  faithfully  studied,  and  the 
owner  of  it  converted.  His  wife  was 
also  converted  by  reading  the  same  Bi- 
ble. Two  years  later  I met  this  man 
at  a religious  service,  and  was  reminded 
by  him  of  the  sale  of  the  Bible.  His 
face  was  beaming  with  the  joy  of  heaven 
as  he  presented,  one  after  another,  six 
people  who  had  become  converted 
through  reading  the  precious  volume. 
Besides,  twelve  persons  had  been 
brought  to  the  meetings  held  by  the 
missionary,  of  whom  nine  are  now  con- 
verted, and  one  is  an  office-bearer  in  a 
church  in  Chile.  The  Bible  in  question, 
from  constant  use,  appeared  as  if  twenty 
years  old.  though  only  two  years  had 
elapsed  since  its  sale. 

In  many  parts  of  South  America  the 
people  are  waiting,  and  are  hungering 
to  receive  the  word  of  God.  The  most 
remarkable  place  I ever  was  in  was 
Iquique,  and  the  great  nitrate  fields  of 
the  Pampas,  in  the  northern  part  of 
Chile.  The  people  there  were  so  in- 
tensely interested  that  after  preaching 
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one  sermon  in  the  Pampas,  every  man 
who  could  read  bought  a copy  of  the 
Bible,  and  I sold  thirty-five  Bibles  after 
the  meeting.  After  another  wonderful 
meeting  in  Iquique  thirty  precious  souls 
came  seeking  the  blessed  Saviour,  and 
some  of  them  were  praising  the  Lord 
for  bringing  them  to  hear  the  Gospel. 
One  old  lady,  after  another  meeting,  said 
to  me,  she  had  been  praising  God  all 
night  for  sending  me  to  an  inland 
place  to  preach  the  Gospel.  Never  in 
the  history  of  South  America  has  there 
been  such  an  opportunity  for  preaching 
Christ  to  the  natives. 

WONDERFUL  STORY. 

I have  now  a wonderful  story  to  relate 
of  my  last  long  and  most  dangerous 
journey  through  the  dark  interior,  in 
which  I carried  the  Bible  from  Buenos 
Ayres  to  the  Amazon  River,  visiting 
many  of  the  out-of-the-way  places 
never  before  e.xplored  by  a missionary  of 
the  cross.  The  whole  trip  was  one 
full  of  thrilling  experiences  and  startling 
adventures.  Our  lives  were  constantly 
in  peril  of  wild  beasts,  alligators  and 
great  snakes,  and  we  were  closeiy 
watched  by  Indian  savages.  The  deadly 
climate  laden  with  virulent  fevers,  the 
excessive  heat  of  the  burning,  tropical 
sun,  and  stings  of  innumerable  mosqui- 
toes and  insects,  made  traveling  at  times 
almost  unbearable. 

I have  the  names  of  forty-two  Indian 
savage  tribes,  roaming  about  unclad  and 
wild  like  the  beasts  of  the  field,  in  the 
depths  of  South  America,  utterly  lost  to 
the  sight  of  the  civilized  world,  and  who 
are  living  and  dying  without  God  and 
the  hope  of  a better  life,  and  with  no 
missionary  to  teach  them.  In  Bolivia 
alone  there  are  supposed  to  be  1,000,000 
Indian  savages  in  the  great  unknown 
forests  never  yet  penetrated  by  a white 
man. 

Through  the  Indian  Territory,  in  Bo- 
livia, I traveled  1,000  miles  on  mule  back, 
with  the  Bible,  sleeping  many  nights  in 
the  dense  forests,  with  my  gun  loaded, 
for  fear  of  the  tigers. 

I preached  the  Gospel  to  the  “Chiqui- 
to  ” tribe  through  an  interpreter.  One 
“Cacique,”  or  Indian  chief,  was  very 
friendly  and  embraced  me  when  parting 
and  promised  to  help  a missionary  if  I 
would  send  him  one.  There  is  room  for 
at  least  50  missionaries  to  work  among 
the  Indian  tribes  of  Bolivia. 

On  May  10.  1897,  I left  New  York  for 
South  America,  with  a party  of  four 
missionaries,  with  power  to  act  and  to 
take  the  oversight  of  the  entire  Alli- 
ance Mission  work  in  South  America, 
with  a verbal  promise  from  the  Board 
to  be  backed  up  in  this  great  undertak- 
ing for  the  Lord.  Mr.  Clark  was  left 
at  Panama  to  study  Spanish  and  make 
suitable  preparation  for  the  work.  Mr. 
Fritz  was  stationed  at  Guayaquil,  Ecua- 
dor, and  is  still  laboring  there  and 


reporting  good  work  done,  Mr.  Arnold 
was  sent  to  Callao,  Peru,  for  his  prep- 
aration of  the  languages.  Mr.  Mebius 
went  to  Bolivia,  and  has  been  doing 
itinerating  work  there. 

On  May  27,  1897,  I arrived  at  Caracas, 
the  capital  of  Venezuela,  where  I care- 
fully reorganized  Alliance  work  and  put 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Bailey  in  full  charge  of 
the  work.  We  rented  a mission  hall 
and  held  our  first  meeting  on  June  1. 
1897,  and  from  that  date  up  to  the  pres- 
ent, a good  mission  work  has  been  car- 
ried on  with  blessed  results. 

PARA. 

Leaving  La  Guayra,  Venezuela,  June  7, 
1897,  by  the  way  of  Barbadoes,  I reached 
the  city  of  Para,  situated  at  the  mouth 
of  the  great  Amazon  River,  on  June  21, 
1897,  where  I immediately  found  a fellow 
worker  in  the  person  of  Rev,  Eric  Nel- 
son, a missionary  unattached  to  any  so- 
ciety. but  who  had  been  laboring  suc- 
cessfully at  Para  for  the  past  five  years, 
and  had  established  excellent  work  and 
a strong  native  church.  After  an  earnest 
conference  with  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Nelson, 
they  both  agreed  to  be  united  to  the 
Christian  and  Missionary  Alliance  Mis- 
sion. and  were  officially  appointed  June 
23,  1897,  as  missionaries,  to  take  full 
charge  of  mission  stations  and  to  super- 
intend the  proposed  Alliance  work  along 
the  Amazon  Valley  and  among  the  In- 
dians of  that  vast  region.  I wrote  a 
letter  to  the  Board  on  June  24,  1897, 
reporting  the  appointment  of  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Nelson  as  workers  for  the  Alli- 
ance. I also  requested  the  Board  that. 
In  consideration  of  the  great  need  of  the 
poor  Indian  tribes  on  the  mighty  Ama- 
zon, without  one  single  missionary  of 
the  cross  among  their  numerous  tribes, 
to  immediately  cable  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Nel- 
son to  come  home,  to  be  present  at  the 
great  convention  of  the  Alliance,  in  or- 
der that  they  might,  make  an  appeal 
before  the  Lord’s  people  in  behalf  of 
the  many  unevangelized  tribes  on  the 
Amazon.  During  my  short  stay  in  Para, 

I preached  almost  every  evening,  and  on 
Lord’s  day  we  had  three  meetings,  with 
precious  results. 

JAHU. 

June  30,  I left  Para,  going  down  the 
Brazilian  coast,  and  safely  reached  the 
Jahu  Mission  Parra  by  rail  and  mule 
cart  from  Rio  de  Janeiro  July  19  1897 
at  9 p.  m.  ’ ’ 

July  20,  1897,  held  council  with  the 
Alliance  missionaries,  and  it  was  re- 
solved to  sell  the  Mission  Farm  and 
gart  work  in  more  suitable  centers. 
Full  verbal  power  was  given  me  the 
day  I left  New  York  by  the  Rev  Mr 
Funk,  Secretary  of  the  Alliance  Board' 
who  accompanied  me  to  the  steamer  to 
do  what  I thought  best  with  the  Jahu 
Farm  and  the  missionaries.  Hence  the 
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Mission  was  removed  and  the  missiona- 
ries scattered  to  more  needy  points,  to 
the  great  advantage  of  the  Alliance.  For 
years  thousands  of  dollars  had  been 
spent  on  that  Mission  Farm  to  no  prac- 
tical purpose  as  regards  evangelization, 
and  seven  missionaries,  with  native 
helpers,  had  been  drawing  salaries  and 
living  on  the  best  products  of  the  land 
during  that  time,  doing  nothing,  as  it 
were,  for  the  field  was  already  possessed 
of  another  Mission  Board  which  from 
time  to  time  sent  their  own  man  to 
preach  the  Gospel.  As  a matter  of  fact, 
the  only  thing  found  worth  speaking  of 
was  a day  school,  kept  then  by  Miss 
Felton,  for  Brazilian  children. 

I think  if  the  Alliance  supporters  knew 
in  what  manner  their  money  was  ex- 
pended upon  the  field,  it  would  certainly 
prove  a good  thing  for  missions  and 
missionaries. 

July  20,  1887,  Mr.  Smart  and  Miss  Fel- 
ton were  officially  united  in  matrimony. 
Brother  Cook  was  ordained  a mission- 
ary, and  I made  the  following  appoint- 
ments: Mr.  Cook,  with  a native  helper, 
to  start  in  Para,  with  the  Indian  Chief, 
Sepe,  of  the  Cherentes  Tribe,  for  the 
Taucantine  River,  in  the  province  of 
Goyas,  Brazil,  to  preach  the  Gospel  to 
his  tribe;  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Price,  with  a 
native  worker,  were  appointed  to  pro- 
ceed to  Cuyaba,  province  of  Matto 
Grosso,  to  reach  one  hundred  thousand 
Indians  with  the  Light  of  Life;  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Smart  were  appointed  to  our  pro- 
posed mission  station  at  Buenos  Ayres; 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Emery  were  to  remain  on 
the  farm  for  the  time  being,  until  fur- 
ther orders.  I preached  the  Gospel  in 
Spanish  at  Jahu,  San  Pueblo  and  at  Rio 
de  Janeiro  in  the  Presbyterian  and 
Methodist  mission  houses  and  churches. 

ADROGUE. 

I reached  Adrogue,  Buenos  Ayres,  after 
being  absent  from  my  family,  who  had 
waited  at  that  place  during  my  visit  to 
the  United  States,  one  year,  five  months 
and  twenty  days.  I was  at  a loss  to 
know  what  the  Board  would  do.  As  I did 
not  receive  any  supplies,  I was  obliged 
to  borrow  several  sums  of  money  from 
my  friends  in  Buenos  Ayres  to  keep  the 
missionaries  from  starvation  and  debt. 

August  15.  1897,  Mr.  Hathaway  left 
for  his  appointed  mission  field  among 
the  neglected  Indians  of  Paraguay.  He 
wanted  to  go  at  once  to  Asuncion  to 
study  the  Guararai  Indian  language.  I 
paid  him  one  hundred  pesos.  On  Sept. 
16,  1897.  I received  news  of  Mr.  Hatha- 
way’s death  at  Asuncion.  I sent  word 
the  same  day  to  the  Board  at  Asuncion 
of  the  sad  event. 

Aug.  13.  1897,'  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Logan  ar- 
rived at  Buenos  Ayres  and  left  for  01a- 
varria.  On  Oct.  6,  1897,  I gave  them 
a native  helper,  whom  I appointed  to 
their  mission  field. 


MATTO  GROSSO. 

Sept.  22,  1897,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Price, 
with  a native  helper,  arrived  on  their 
way  to  Matto  Grosso,  but  were  delayed 
for  some  time  in  Buenos  Ayres  as  no 
funds  had  come,  and  then  again  it  was 
necessary  to  borrow  money  to  meet  the 
missionaries’  expenses.  Oct.  19,  1897, 
rented  a mission  hall,  rent  paid  in  ad- 
vance, fifty  pesos  per  month,  at  Baracas 
al  Slid,  the  most  needy  district,  just 
like  the  east  of  London,  where  there  was 
no  mission  station  until  we  opened  one. 
We  held  our  first  meeting  - on  Lord’s 
Day,  Oct.  31,  1897.  A mission  station 
was  also  started  at  Adrogue.  and  the  lady 
missionary  in  charge  does  not  receive  a 
cent  from  the  Board  for  her  work.  The 
rent  is  only  fifteen  pesos,  or  about  six 
dollars  in  gold  a month.  Dec.  27,  1897, 

I rented  a house  at  La  Plata  for  a 
mission  home,  contract  for  tw'o  years, 
and  rent  one  hundred  pesos  per  month  in 
advance.  These  were  the  only  stations  I 
paid  rent  for.  I had  several  meetings  in 
other  buildings,  but  they  were  free  of 
charge. 

MR.  SMART,  TREASURER. 

Jan.  1,  1898,  I appointed ' Mr.  Smart 
as  Treasurer  of  the  Mission  at  Buenos 
Ayres,  with  the  following  understand- 
ing; 

First — To  represent  me  in  Buenos 
Ayres  during  my  travels  in  the  interior, 
and  to  receive  all  funds  for  mission- 
aries’ allowances,  and  to  relieve  me  of 
all  financial  responsibility,  as  my  work 
was  only  to  be  of  a spiritual  character. 

Second — That  all  money  sent  from 
New  York  for  missionaries  should  be 
handed  to  him  and  forwarded  to  each 
worker  in  the  different  fields.  And 
that  during  my  absence  from  Buenos 
Ayres,  he,  Mr.  Smart,  was  to  act  as  my 
secretary,  to  attend  to  my  correspond- 
ence, and  to  receive  all  money  sent  me 
by  friends  from  any  source. 

Mr.  Smart’s  appointment  by  me  as 
treasurer  of  the  Mission  was  recognized 
and  approved  by  the  Board.  I told  Mr. 
Smart  that  his  duties  would  commence 
on  the  day  of  his  appointment. 

INCRIMINATING. 

On  April  5,  1898,  a most  injurious  and 
incriminating  letter  was  forwarded  to 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Funk,  Secretary  of  the  Al- 
liance, written  by  Mr.  Smart,  of  Buenos 
Ayres,  without  my  knowledge,  and  in- 
deed, it  was  not  until  I recently  arrived 
in  New  York  that  I learned  that  these 
charges  were  brought  against  me.  The 
Board  never  sent  me  any  information 
nor  asked  for  an  explanation  of  the  mat- 
ter. The  following  copies  of  letters  in 
hand  go  to  prove  that  all  Mr.  Smart 
wrote  was  absolutely  without  any  foun- 
dation or  truthfulness.  The  telegram  re- 
ferred to  in  Mr.  Smart’s  letter  shows  that 
only  one  was  sent  from  New  York  by 
Mr.  Hall,  the  financial  manager  of  the 
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Alliance:  on  Sept.  21,  1898,  Mr.  Hall 
wrote: 

“Rev.  Emilio  Olsson. 

“My  Dear  Brother:  Yours  of  Aug.  13 
at  hand.  I have  noted  your'cable  ad- 
dress. I received  your  cable  call  for  a 
thousand  dollars  promptly,  but — the 
pledges  have  been  good,  but  the  money 
has  been  slow  in  coming  in.” 

On  Dec.  18,  1897,  he  again  writes: 

“Dear  Brother  Olsson:  Yours  at  hand. 
Am  sorry  we  cannot  do  as  you  wish,  and 
cable  one  thousand  dollars  to  you,  but 
it  cannot  be  done  at  present.” 

Then  again,  on  March  14,  1898: 

“I  cabled  $500  to  you  Jan.  12,  and 
wrote  you  that  the  money  was  to  be  di- 
vided among  the  missionaries.” 

The  following  were  Mr.  Hall’s  instruc- 


lions:

ACCODMTS. 

This  sum  was  duly  divided  on  the 
date  I received  the  instruction  from  Mr. 
Hall.  That  was  the  first  time  Mr.  Hall 
had  given  instructions  to  divide  money. 
The  two  former  drafts  that  came  to 
my  hands  were  just  sent  with  the  short 
sentence:  “Oct.  15,  1897,  and  Nov.  11, 
1897.  I inclose  herewith  certified  checks 
for  the  sum  of  $300  and  $500.”  These 
were  also  divided  among  the  mission- 
aries for  allowances.  The  sum  I re- 
ceived at  Jahu  Farm,  July,  1897,  to  the 
end  of  April,  1899,  was  spent  for  opening 
up  mission  stations,  rent  for  Gospel 
halls  and  buying  furniture  for  mission 
premises  and  other  general  missionary 
expenses. 

Mr.  Smart  is  responsible  to  the  Board 
for  all  sums  sent  from  New  York  from 
Jan.  1,  1898,  to  the  present  date,  as  all 
the  money  has  been  sent  to  him  from 
New  York. 

By  the  following  letter  it  will  be 
clearly  seen  that  ray  financial  report  has 
been  sent  to  New  York: 

“Galle  M.  Acosta  25,  Baracas  al  Sud, 
“Republic  Argentine, 
“Thursday,  April  21,  1898. 
“Dear  Mr.  Olsson: 

“I  received  your  reports  yesterday 
morning.  The  financial  statement  is  now 
ready  to  be  sent  to  New  York,  but  I 
would  like  to  have  you  sign  it  before  it 
goes.  If  you  are  not  able  to  come  to 
Buenos  Ayres  I can  send  you  the  report 
through  the  postoflice. 

“Hoping  to  see  you  soon, 

“Yours  very  truly, 

“(Signed).  W.  D.  Smart.” 

Mr.  Smart  again  writes  me  in  a letter 
dated  Buenos  Ayres,  July  1,  1898,  as  fol- 
lows: 


“I  have  resolved  that  it  is  ray  duty  to 
retain  all  mission  money  now  in  my  pos- 
session until  the  difficulties  pendent  be- 
tween you  and  the  Board  shall  have  been 
settled.” 

Then  again  on  June  23,  1898; 

* * * “That  the  following  un- 

dersigned missionaries  and  workers  of 
the  Mission  can  no  longer  submit  our- 
selves to  your  superintendence  in  view 
of  your  inability  to  administer  the  af- 
fairs of  the  Mission  in  a satisfactory 
manner.” 

CLOUDS. 

In  this  manner  the  clouds  began  to 
gather  about  me  because  of  the  failui'e 
of  the  Board  to  support  my  work  ade- 
quately. With  no  instructions  nor  funds 
from  the  Board,  and  the  missionaries 
looking  to  me  for  guidance  in  their  work 
and  means  for  their  support,  my  posi- 
tion was  daily  becoming  a strained  and 
painfully  difficult  one,  and  in  my  ab- 
sence, while  traveling  in  the  interior,  the 
leaven  was  surely  working  against  me. 

CONSTITUTION  AND  RULES  OF  THE  SOCIETY 
“We  missionaries  solemnly  purpose 
and  promise,  God  helping  us,  to  work  in 
unity,  and  our  willingness  to  submit  our- 
seives  to  the  oversight  and  dircclion  of 
;he  superintendent  in  the  field.  The  mis- 
sionaries on  the  field  shall  be  received 
))y  the  superintendent,  who  shall  give 
them  direction  in  their  work,  and  not 
the  Board.  A missionary  desiring  to  re- 
sign his  connection  with  the  Mission, 
must  give  six  months’  notice  to  the  su- 
perintendent, who  will  take  whatever 
steps  may  be  necessary  in  the  case.” 
And  the  rule  also  says; 

“Should  any  occasion  of  sufficient 
gravity  arise  the  superintendent  shall 
have  the  power,  as  indicated  in  the 
agreement,  of  suspending  or  removing 
any  member  of  the  Mission.” 

Howevei’,  I did  not  write  one  line  to 
the  Board  for  an  explanation,  but  went 
to  work  the  best  way  I could  under  the 
circumstances.  I simply  waited  for  some 
word,  but  waited  in  vain;  nothing  came 
to  tell  me  what  was  up.  I did  not  dis- 
miss the  missionaries,  but  made  the  ap- 
pointments before  I started  on  my  jour- 
ney inland,  which  were  all  recognized  in 
New'’  York. 

Copies  of  this  resolution  and  appoint- 
ments were  forwarded  to  the  Rev,  Dr. 
Warren.  Secretary  in  New  York,  and  he 
has  them  now  in  his  possession. 

LEAVING  HOME. 

On  July  20,  1898,  I again  left  my  fam- 
ily for  my  long  journey  into  the  far  in- 
terior on  my  way  to  the  Amazon.  The 
tour  lasted  one  hundred  and  seventy 
days,  in  which  I nearly  lost  my  life 
upon  several  occasions,  away  from  civ- 
ilization, friends  and  home.  During  my 
entire  absence  I could  receive  no  word 
from  my  wife  or  friends.  We  nearly 
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lost  our  lives  shooting  the  terrible  rap- 
ids of  the  Madeira  Falls,  and  one  boat 
that  came  after  us  was  capsized  and 
five  men  lost  their  lives  in  the  cataract. 

It  was  only  due  to  God’s  faithfulness 
and  keeping  power  that  I ever  got 
through  this  most  difficult  missionary 
tour.  The  whole  trip  back  to  Buenos 
Ayres,  a distance  of  nine  thousand 
miles,  cost,  including  food,  men,  outfit 
and  mules,  about  five  hundred  dollars  in 
gold. 

The  following  letters  were  sent  to  Dr, 
Warren; 

“Adrogue,  F.  C.  S.,  Argentine,  S.  A., 
“July  7,  1898. 

“Rev.  H.  M.  Warren,  Foreign  Secretary, 
New  York. 

“My  Dear  Mr.  Warren: 

“Your  last  letter,  dated  New  York, 
May  31,  came  to  hand  all  right.  Thank 
you.  I felt  very  sorry  that  the  Board  did 
not  see  their  way  clear  to  send  me  any 
additional  sum  for  the  work  in  the  in- 
terior, as  I had  expected  in  your  letter. 
Still,  as  I have  promised  Mr.  Simpson 
and  my  friends  in  England,  that  after  I 
received  your  letter,  I shall  start  in- 
land to  preach  the  Gospel,  and  now,  after 
due  consideration  and  prayers  and  wait- 
ing on  God,  I feel  that  the  time  has 
come  for  me  to  leave  home,  to  penetrate 
the  dark  interior,  where  I believe  that 
the  Lord  has  a great  work  for  me  to  do 
which  I myself  must  do.  * * * I 
earnestly  trust  our  Mission  here  in  the 
Argentine  may  go  on  and  prosper  during 
my  absence  from  home,  and  I hope  there 
will  be  no  changes  made  without  my 
fullest  consent.  I have  handed  over  to 
Mr.  Smart  fifty  pounds  received  from  Mr. 
T.  H.  Denny,  of  England,  through  Mr. 
Ridings,  of  London.  This  sum  must  only 
be  used  for  rent  of  Mission  home  in  B. 
al  Sud  during  my  absence.  * ♦ * 

I kindly  beg  to  say  I cannot  take  upon 
myself  any  financial  responsibility  as  re- 
gards the  missionaries  going  to  the  field. 
But  I shall  Undertake  only  the  responsi- 
bility of  those  native  workers  I may  em- 
ploy in  various  fields.  And  further,  I 
wish  to  state  that  all  money  sent  by 
friends  in  England  I shall  be  free  to 
use  as  the  Lord  may.  direct.  I also  hope 
in  the  future  to  publish  every  year  a 
yearly  report  of  statements  of  all  re- 
ceipts and  expenditu:*^  during  that  time 
which  I deem  necessary,  so  as  to  avoid 
any  misunderstanding  which  may  arise. 
* * * I inclose  a brief  statement  of 
accounts,  and  hope  to  write  you  again 
from  Carumba  or  Matto  Grosso.

“Asuncion  del  Paraguay, 
“July  30,  1898. 
“My  Dear  Brother  Warren: 

“I  inclose  an  article  for  publication  in 
the  Alliance  paper  which  I think  will 
interest  our  dear  Alliance  people  at 
home.  I also  send  you  a little  map  show- 
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South  America.  * * * Please  ask 
the  Board  what  help  they  can  give  me 
to  spread  the  Gospel  on  the  mighty  Ama- 
zon and  on  the  west  coast.  I desire  to 
work  on  and  visit  the  regions  beyond, 
and  afterwards  reach  Cuba,  and  arrive  in 
New  York  early  in  the  spring  next  year. 
Please  inform  Mr.  Smart  to  forward  to 
my  wife  during  my  absence  from  home, 
any  allowance  you  sent  him  for  my  fam- 
ily’s expenses.’’  * * * 

“Yours  faithfully  in  Him, 
“Emilio  Olsson.’’ 

“Corumba,  Aug.  5,  1898. 

“My  Dear  Mr.  V/arren: 

“I  am  now  at  Corumba,  1,800  miles 
from  the  sea.  ♦ * ♦ i leave  in  a 
few  days  with  mules  and  provisions  in 
company  with  natives  of  Bolivia.  I hope 
you  will  be  able  to  send  me  a little 
money  for  the  Lord’s  work  on  the  great 
Amazon  at  Para.  It  will  take  about  a 
month  before  I can  write  you  again,  and 
it  will  take  at  least  four  months  before 
I can  receive  a letter  from  my  dear  wife. 

“Yours  in  His  service, 
“Emilio  Olsson.’’ 

DR.  SIMPSON'S  LETTER. 

To  these  above  letters  I received  no 
word  in  reply.  Reaching  Para,  I sent  this 
letter  to  Mr.  Simpson: 

“Para,  Brazil,  Jan.  9,  1899. 
“Rev.  A.  B.  Simpson,  New  York. 

“My  Dear  Mr.  Simpson: 

“The  good  Lord  Jesus  has  safely 
brought  me  here  after  an  absence  in  the 
dark  interior  of  170  long  days’  journey- 
ing in  the  heart  of  South  America,  never 
before  visited  with  the  blessed  Gospel  of 
Salvation.  I cannot  but  praise  His  pre- 
cious name  and  the  dear  Holy  Spirit 
for  His  keeping  power  and  grace,  for 
truly  this  has  been  a hard  and  most 
difficult  undertaking,  and  it  is  only  due 
to  the  Lord’s  goodness  and  mercy  that  I 
see  the  coast  and  civilization  once  more. 
♦ • ♦ I have  a wonderful  story  to 
tell,  and  I hope  soon  to  have  an  oppor- 
tunity of  telling  the  Lord’s  people  what 
He  has  done.  Thousands  of  Scriptures 
have  been  distributed  among  people  who 
had  never  seen  a Bible.  And  in  one  place, 
where  I held  for  the  first  time  a Gospel 
meeting,  about  100  souls  knelt  down  con- 
fessing their  sins  to  God. 

“I  think  the  distance  traveled  is  no 
less  than  6,000  miles,  and  probably  we 
have  reached  30,000  souls  with  the  Gos- 
pel message.  * * * Yes.  the  great 
interior  is  open  before  us,  for  us  to  enter 
in;  but  where  are  the  men  and  the  meaM 
for  this  great  work?  I have  made  this 
difficult  missionary  exploration  with  the 
prospect  that  others  will  follow  on.  I 
know  of  many  suitable  places  in  the  in- 
terior for  mission  stations  where  we 
can  start  at  least  fifty  missionaries 
among  completely  unevangelized  tribes. 
Oh,  may  God  raise  up  the  right  men  and 
send  them  forth  to  this  glorious  work! 
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‘He  falleth  not,’  but  shall  work  in  His 
own  way  to  carry  out  His  plan,  although 
all  else  around  us  seem  to  fail. 

“I  feel  sorry  that  I did  not  receive  any 
letters  from  New  York  on  my  arrival,  as 
I so  much  expected,  believing  as  I do, 
that  I have  done  the  right  under  the 
circumstances.  I again  have  taken  the 
liberty  to  draw  on  New  York  for  the 
sum  of  fifty  pounds,  which  sum  I kindly 
ask  you  to  pay  to  the  order  of  Messrs. 
R.  Suarez  & Co.  and  The  Mendrana 
Company  of  Para.  This  sum  will 

be  used  for  passage  to  Buenos  Ayres  and 

New  Ygrk.  Considering  the  distance  of 
traveling  in  the  interior  and  the  great 
difficulties  in  getting  provisions  and  men 
I think  my  traveiing  expenses  are  not 
so  great.  ♦ * * 

“(Signed)  Emilio  Olsson.” 


MISSION  HOME. 

At  Adrogue,  Jan.  9,  1899,  I wrote  Mr. 
Smart  as  follows: 

“Dear  Mr.  Smart,  Mission  Home: 

“After  my  visit  to  the  Home,  and  after 
knowing  about  your  doings  during  my 
absence,  I feel  I can  do  nothing  until  I 
meet  the  Board  of  Directors  in  New 
York.” 

On  Jan.  11,  1899,  I wrote  to  Mr.  War- 
ren as  follows: 

“My  Dear  Sir  and  Brother: 

“I  have  safely  arrived  at  home  once 
more.  * * * j feel  sorry  our  glo- 

rious work  at  Baracas  al  Sud  has  been 
closed  up  during  my  absence,  but  the 
Mission  Home  is  still,  we  believe,  doing 
good  work.  We  have  a splendid  Spanish 
Sunday  school  kept  up  by  Miss  Martin 
and  my  wife.  I wrote  to  Mr.  Simpson  on 
my  arrival  at  Para.  I hope  (D.  V.)  to 
land,  for  New  York.  My  dear  wife 
Pacific,  as  it  costs  more.  My  dear  wife 
must  stay  at  home,  as  I feel  I cannot 
take  her  just  now. 

“I  long  to  meet  the  Board  and  talk 
about  matters  of  great  importance  to 
the  Alliance  work  in  South  America. 


“With  kindest  regards  to  yourself  and

On  Feb.  22,  1899,  at  Adrogue,  I wrote 
the  following  letter  to  the  Alliance  mis- 
sionaries at  La  Plata; 

“Dear  Friends: 

“I  hope  (D.  V.)  to  leave  home  and 
start  for  New  York  on  March  3. 

“When  I visited  the  Mission  Home  the 
other  week  you  all  told  me  that  you  had 
nothing  against  me  as  a Christian.  Will 
you  be  so  kind  as  to  give  me  that  state- 
ment in  writing  and  send  it  to  me  be- 
fore I leave  Adrogue,  and  so  oblige, 
“Yours  faithfully, 
“Emilio  Olsson.” 

On  Jan.  28,  1899.  when  I once  more 
safely  reached  my  home,  and  on  my  ar- 
rival at  Buenos  Ayres,  I found  that  my 
orders  had  been  completely  disregarded 
and  disobeyed  by  the  missionaries,  and 
that  the  Board  in  New  York  had  been 
backing  them  up.  Also  that  the  fifty 
pounds  sterling  I left  with  Mr.  Smart 
for  mission  rent  in  Baracas  had  been 
used  for  other  purposes,  and  the  effect 
of  the  action  of  the  Board  in  appoint- 
ing a committee  had  been  most  dis- 
astrous and  a hindrance  to  the  work. 
During  my  journey  inland  my  wife  had 
not  received  a word  nor  one  visit  from 
Mr.  Smart,  nor  one  cent  from  the  Board, 
and  she  had  never  even  been  asked  if 
she  needed  any  help.  I spoke  to  Mr. 
Smart  about  his  hardness  of  heart  in  not 
asking  my  wife,  with  our  three  little 
children,  if  she  needed  any  assistance. 
There  appeared  to  be  a secret  under- 
standing between  Mr.  Smart  and  the  Al- 
liance Board,  but  of  what  nature  I could 
not  ascertain.  That  Mr.  Smart,  in  his 
wrongdoings  had  been  backed  up  by  the 
Board  proved  again  to  me  the  utter  fail- 
ure of  the  Board  to  support  my  work. 
Peeling,  as  I did,  the  absolute  impossi- 
bility for  me  to  longer  work  under  the 
Alliance  Board  of  my  own  accord,  I left 
Buenos  Ayres  and  started  for  New  York 
on  March  3,  1899,  on  the  S.  S.  Clyde. 
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CONCLUSION. 


I hope  shortly  to  publish  a book  of 
my  interesting  travels  in  South  America, 
detailing  extraordinary  experiences  and 
adventures  almost  unparalleled,  giving 
a description  of  the  peculiar  looking  In- 
dian Inhabitants  contained  in  the  heart 
of  the  continent  and  in  the  regions  of  the 
rivers  Cuapore.  Mamore,  Beni  and  the 
Maderia,  one  of  the  gi'eatest  tributaries 
of  the  Amazon.  I shall  also  touch  upon 
slavery,  as  carried  on  in  connection  with 
the  Indian  rubber  trade,  and  of  the 
cruelties  and  floggings  imposed  upon  the 
poor  Indians.  And  is  it  any  wonder? 
For  I traveled  3,000  miles  through  the 
interior  before  I met  the  first  Protestant 
missionary.  To  reach  some  of  the  in- 
land tribes  takes  from  three  to  four 
months  of  hard  traveling,  and,  indeed, 
my  last  missionary  exploration  tour  was 
the  severest  I ever  made.  To  chew 
“chacre,”  to  kill  monkeys  and  parrots 
to  feast  upon  and  to  eat  maiz  (corn) 
like  our  mules,  was  delicious  when  we 
could  get  nothing  else  to  feed  upon. 
Truly,  Central  Africa  is  better  known  to 
the  Christian  world  and  better  cared  for 
to-day  than  dark  Central  Soutn  America, 
our  sister  continent. 

During  my  solitary  travels,  the 
thought  filled  my  mind  of  the  glorious 
possibility  of  the  speedy  evangelization 
of  South  America  in  a few  years.  I 
came  to  New  York  for  the  first  time, 
with  these  pure  and  unselfish  thoughts 
on  my  heart,  and  with  an  earnest  desire 
to  revisit  my  native  land  after  an  ab- 
sence of  20  years.  I brought  creden- 
tials and  letters  from  the  Valparaiso 
Bible  Society  and  Chili  Mission,  under 
the  Presbyterian  Board  of  Foreign  Mis- 
sions of  New  York  City,  and  the  fol- 
lowing letters  of  introduction  to  Dr.  La- 
borie,  then  the  Foreign  Secretary  of  the 
Presbyterian  Board:

For  a long  time  engaged  as  Bible  Col- 
porteur in  South  America,  especially  in 
the  Argentine  and  in  Bolivia;  during  the 
last  three  years  he  has  been  in  the  joint 
employ  of  the  Valparaiso  Bible  Society 
and  the  Chili  Mission,  and  in  all  depart- 
ments of  work  has  been  energetic  and 
faithful.  We  count  him  among  our  best 
workers,  and  ai’e  sorry  he  has  found  it 
needful  to  leave  Chili. 

“Any  service  you  can  render  him  m. 
forwarding  his  plans  will  be  appreciated 
by  him  and  by  us.

TESTIMONIALS. 

“Previous  to  my  work  with  the  Chile 
Mission  I was  employed  in  the  Argentine 
as  a Colporteur,  under  the  Am.  Bible 
Society  of  this  city,  and  that  society,  in 
its  report  for  1893,  the  Rev.  A.  M.  Milne 
writes  as  follows: 

“The  work  of  the  year  may  best  be 
presented  by  giving  in  considerable  de- 
tail the  experience  of  individual  colpor- 
teurs, in  addition  to  the  tabulated  re- 
port of  their  work: 

“E.  Olsson,  after  canvassing  the  south 
of  the  province  of  Buenos  Ayres  and  the 
northern  part  of  Patagonia,  passed  over 
the  Andes  to  Valdivia,  in  the  south  of 
Chili.  At  Conception  he  received  a 
hearty  welcome  and  substantial  help 
from  the  Rev.  F.  G.  Arms.  The  books 
that  had  been  sent  to  await  him  found 
ready  sale,  and  by  the  time  he  reached 
Santiago  he  had  none  left.  Then  the 
Rev.  Ira  H.  La  Fetra  furnished  a new 
supply,  with  which  he  worked  for  some 
days,  selling  in  the  government  house 
alone  twenty-two  bibles. 

“From  Santiago  he  proceeded  to  Val- 
paraiso, where  another  consignment  had 
been  sent.  These  he  received,  but,  hav- 
ing to  wait  several  days  to  get  them 
through  the  custom  house,  he  improved 
the  time  accompanying  one  of  the  mis- 
sionaries on  a preaching  tour  to  some  of 
the  rural  towns,  and  sold  over  a hundred 
and  fifty  books  in  three  or  four  days. 
The  brethren  of  the  Valparaiso  Bible  So- 
ciety were  veiy  kind  to  him,  and  would 
gladly  have  retained  him  in  their  em- 
ployment. 

“He  has  traveled  a good  deal  on  horse- 
back in  the  province  of  Buenos  Ayres, 
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and  has  sold  many  Bibles  to  persons  who 
had  never  heard  of  it  before.  In  the 
country  he  has  tound  the  native-born 
Argentines  more  ready  purchasers  than 
foreigners.  This  is  not  the  case  in 
towns.  On  revisiting  places  where  he 
had  sold  the  Scriptures  before  he  has 
been  cordially  received  and  thanked  for 
having  taken  them  the  Word  of  God.  He 
had  a like  experience  on  revisiting  the 
barracks  in  the  city  of  La  Plata.  On  the 
first  occasion  he  sold  a good  many  books, 
and  being  invited  to  return,  was  not  long 
in  doing  so,  and  was  much  refreshed  and 
encouraged  by  what  he  saw.  An  old 
soldier  showed  him  his  Bible,  conven- 
iently placed  for  frequent  use.  In  the 
centre  of  a group  of  attentive  listeners 
was  another  soldier,  with  his  Bible 
neatly  covered,  reading  aloud. 

“In  the  streets  of  the  same  city  he  met 
a student  to  whom  a few  days  before  he 
had  given  a tract  entitled  ‘The  Just  for 
the  Unjust.’  When  he  saw  the  Bible  he 
asked  if  it  was  the  book  of  the  ‘Just  for 
the  Unjust,'  and  being  told  that  it  was, 
he  bought  one  immediately.  On  one  oc- 
casion a man  eighty-two  years  of  age, 
who,  after  hearing  of  the  Lord  Jesus  and 
of  his  love,  exclaimed:  ‘Blessed  be  God 
for  the  good  news.  It  is  the  first  time  in 
my  life  that  I have  heard  it.’  In  a sin- 
gle day  he  happened  to  sell  nineteen 
Bibles  and  Testaments  and  portions  in 
Spanish,  French,  Italian,  Greek,  Rus- 
sian and  Basque.  A good  day’s  work, 
certainly!” 

MY  ARRIVAL. 

On  my  arrival  in  this  country.  Nov.  1, 
1896,  I was  most  cordially  welcomed  by 
the  Presbyterian  Board,  who  kindly  em- 
ployed me  at  that  time  to  speak  on  be- 
half of  South  America  in  a number  of 
Presbyterian  churches  in  New  York  and 
elsewhere.  Unfortunately,  and  quite 
unconsciously,  at  that  time  I came  in 
contact  with  Mr.  Simpson’s  work.  Dr. 
Laborie  w'arned  me  not  to  have  anything 
to  do  with  the  Christian  and  Missionary 
Alliance,  and  I am  sorry  now  that  I 
was  not  wise  enough  to  take  his  ad- 
vice. I never  asked  Mr.  Simpson  for 
employment  under  the  Alliance  Board. 
But  when  I saw  him  for  the  first  time 
he  said  that  the  Alliance  had  been  pray- 
ing for  a man  to  take  charge  of  their 
South  American  work,  and  that  God  had 
sent  me  to  them.  Mr.  Simpson  offered 
me  the  position  as  their  superintendent 
of  the  whole  field  in  South  America.  I 
did  not  at  once  accept  his  offer,  but 
said  I would  pray  about  the  matter.  I 
had  several  interviews  with  the  Alli- 
ance Board,  and,  later,  was  led  to  unite 
with  it,  thinking,  as  I did  at  the  time, 
that  I could  do  more  work  for  the  Lord 
in  the  interior,  which  I was  longing  to 
penetrate  with  the  Gospel,  and  the  Pres- 
byterian Board  could  not  then  extend 
its  operations. 


CAMPAIGN. 

Soon  after  my  appointment  I com- 
menced a campaign  to  get  men  for 
South  America,  and  after  visiting  some 
of  the  principal  seminaries  and  mission- 
ary institutes  and  training  schools  in 
this  country,  in  about  a month’s  time  I 
had  about  one  hundred  volunteers,  in- 
cluding some  lady  missionaries,  who  ex- 
pressed a desire  to  go  and  work  for  the 
Lord  in  South  America. 

After  my  appointment  I handed  to  Mr. 
Simpson  my  credentials,  which  he  has 
never  returned,  but  retains  them  in  his 
possession,  although  I have  repeatedly 
requested  their  return.  I also  placed  in 
his  hands  the  manuscript  and  photos  of 
my  proposed  book  on  South  America, 
under  his  promise  of  publication,  but 
the  promise  has  never  been  fulfilled.  At 
that  time  I wrote  a small  pamphlet,  “A 
Plea  for  South  America,”  in  behalf  of 
thirty  millions  of  souls  perishing  with- 
out Christ.  I then  stated  my  belief  in 
the  possibility  of  the  evangelization  of 
South  America  in  a few  years.  I did  not 
mean  the  conversion  of  South  America 
in  four  years,  nor  has  concentration 
been  our  aim,  but  evangelization  in  “The 
Regions  Beyond,”  and  to  claim  unoccu- 
pied territory  for  Christ,  and  consider- 
ing the  great  difficulty  of  this  vast  un- 
dertaking, together  with  the  complete 
failure  of  the  Alliance  Board  to  support 
the  work,  the  Lord  has  given  us  remark- 
able success  thus  far,  and  we  trust  that 
future  days  in  the  work  of  evangeliza- 
tion on  apostolic  methods  will  prove 
even  more  bright  and  glorious  than  in 
the  past.  We  earnestly  strive  lo  follow 
the  example  of  our  blessed  Master,  “who 
went  about  doing  good,”  preaching  the 
Gospel  everywhere  to  the  poor  and 
needj. 

THE  WORK. 

I am  glad  to  say  that  during  my  two 
years  as  Superintendent  of  the  Alliance 
missions,  nearly  30  workers,  with  native 
helpers,  have  gone  to  these  fields,  and 
these  missionaries  have  reported  during 
that  time  the  salvation  of  many  pre- 
cious souls.  The  Gospel  has  been  car- 
ried by  these  men  to  every  Spanish- 
speaking  country  in  South  America, 
through  great  dangers  and  sore  priva- 
tions; but  the  Word  of  God  has  been 
scattered  far  and  near  over  the  whole 
continent.  And  I would  say  here,  that  if 
one  hundred  missionaries,  with  a knowl- 
edge of  the  native  language,  would  leave 
the  coast  line  and  penetrate  into  the  un- 
known interior,  as  I and  a few  others 
have  done,  then  every  corner  in  South 
America  would  be  reached  with  the  Gos- 
pel, and  in  four  years.  This  is  simply 
what  I meant  in  my  little  pamphlet  by 
the  evangelization  of  South  America.  Of 
course  it  is  understood  that  it  would  be 
quite  another  thing  to  stay  and  teach 
the  people,  which  would  necessitate 
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years  of  patient  and  laborious  mission- 
ary work,  to  the  neglect  of  other  fields. 

HOTS  OF  rSTRODUCTION. 

The  following  letter  of  introduction  to 
friends  in  England  was  written  for  me 
by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Pierson.  This  letter  Mr. 
Simpson  never  handed  over  to  me,  and 
I never  saw  it  until  it  appeared  in  my 
pamphlet,  which  was  left  in  Mr.  Simp- 
son’s hands  for  publication: 

“Mr.  Emilio  Olsson  is  about  to  visit 
England  in  the  interest  of  the  South 
American  Missions.  He  nas  a plan  for 
the  speedy  Evangelization  of  that  Neg- 
lected Continent,  which  has  impressed 
me  as  of  God;  and  it  has  been  thus  far 
accompanied  on  his  part  by  a singular 
zeal  and  sacred  enthusiasm  that  reminds 
one  of  the  prophetic  ‘burden’  of  old. 

“I  commend  him  to  the  acquaintance 
and  fraternal  sympathy  of  those  who 
love  our  Lord  and  His  Coming  King- 
dom. (Signed)  Arthur  T.  Pierson.

READ  IT. 

I hope  the  reader  of  this  pamphlet 
will  also  read  the  whole  articles  in  the  re- 
ligious press,  referred  to  in  my  extracts, 
and  most  of  my  story  has  already  ap- 
peared in  “The  Examiner”  of  June  22d 
and  29th,  1899.  I cannot  help  but  truly 
believe  that  if  the  Alliance  Mission  had 
backed  me  up  faithfully  in  this  great 
work,  we  would  have  closed  this  cen- 
tury witu  one  of  the  most  remarkable 
missionary  enterprises  of  the  day. 

SATAN. 

The  brief,  but  very  telling,  report  of 
our  first  year’s  work  from  our  best  mis- 
sionaries, shows  clearly  what  might 
have  been  aocomplished  in  South  Amer- 
ica in  a few  years.  But  Satan  came  into 
the  ranks,  and  has  been  using  a simple 
tool  in  the  hands  of  the  Alliance  Board 
to  hinder  and  destroy  my  work,  and  this 
man  has  been  backed  up  by  the  Board. 
My  case  in  connection  with  the  Alliance 
Board  has  been  a very  trying  one,  for 
ever  since  the  start  an  undercurrent  of 
mysterious  religious  persecution  and 
jealousy  has  been  working  against  mo, 
and,  as  in  the  case  of  poor  Dreyfus, 
false  letters  are  at  the  bottom  of  it.  I 
never  have  been  held  up  before  the  pub- 
lic and  so  sentimentally  flattered  by  any 
mortal  as  by  Mr.  Simpson  and  his  Board, 
and  no  man  on  earth  has  so  utterly 
failed,  abused  and  slandered  me  as  he. 

And  now,  in  the  great  interest  of  the 


world-wide  mission  field,  I have  told  my 
story  of  a two  years’  experience  as  the 
appointed  Missionary  Superintendent  of 
the  Christian  and  Missionary  Alliance 
work  in  South  America.  And  I would  now 
appeal  to  the  Christian  public  of  this 
country  and  ask  for  justice,  decision  and 
vindication  in  Christ’s  name  in  behalf  of 
myself  and  my  suffering  missionary 
brethren  on  the  foreign  mission  field.

A NOTE. 

To  My  Kind  Friends  and  Helpers  in 

America,  England  and  Sweden,  Greet- 
ing: 

I have  now  written  you  to  state  that  I 
have  withdrawn  from  all  connection  with 
The  Christian  and  Missionary  Alliance, 
of  New  Tork,  owing  to  the  failure  of  the 
Alliance  Board  to  support  my  v/ork. 

First.  That  I desire  to  go  back  to  my 
beloved  field  as  an  independent  mission- 
ary, and  simply  trust  to  God  for  my 
spiritual  and  temporal  support,  accord- 
ing to  the  riches  of  His  grace  and  prom- 
ises which  have  never  failed. 

Second.  You  all  know  that  I have 
spent  many  years  of  my  life  in  success- 
ful mission  work  for  Christ  on  the 
South  American  field.  Pray  that  It 
may  please  the  Lord  to  send  me  back 
soon  to  that  dark  land  to  labor  in  His 
name. 

Third.  I shall  formulate  no  plans,  but 
my  desire  and  methods  of  mission  work 
hereafter  will  be  to  help  in  the  speedy 
evangelization  of  South  America,  to  en- 
courage all  true  missionaries  appointed 
by  the  different  mission  boards,  and  to 
work  in  connection  with  native  helpers 
and  Evangelists. 

I believe  in  the  immediate  preaching 
of  the  (gospel  to  every  creature  in  all 
the  unoccupied  fields.  The  important 
principles  of  evangelization  shall  be 
based  on  Scriptural  lines  for  our  itiner- 
ant Bible  and  evangelistic  work,  under 
the  direct  guidance  of  the  Holy  Spirit, 
the  Great  Administrator  and  Divine 
Sovereign  of  missions.

DR.  SIMPSON’S  MISSTATEMENTS. 


“On  our  arrival  at  New  York  on  the 
9th  of  April,  this  year,  we  tried  to  get 
justice,  and  were  asked  by  Mr.  Simpson 
to  come  and  lay  our  case  before  the 
Board,  which  we  did.  and  were  asked 
to  await  their  decision,  which  would 
be  in  three  or  four  days,  but  till  this 
day  we  have  heard  nothing.

Our  names  went  into  the 
Alliance  papers  as  twice  missionaries 
for  Brazil,  but  not  a cent  of  money,  nor 
was  our  mail  forwarded  to  us,  and  thus 
cut  off  from  all  our  frienas  we  suffered 
starvation  such  as  it  is  impossible  to 
describe.  We  are  awfully  sick  yet,  but 
hope  to  get  strong.  We  informed  the 
Alliance  to  take  our  names  off  the  Al- 
liance papers.

Rev.  Prank  S.  Dobbins,  Secretary  of  the 

American  Baptist  Missionary  Union: 

“The  Examiner”  has  fairly  and  fully 
considered  likewise  the  matter  of  the 
Christian  Alliance  and  its  methods. 
From  the  time,  months  since,  when  on 
the  strength  of  a letter  from  an  eminent 
missionary  in  Asia  I gave  the  data  as 
to  the  trials  of  their  China  missionaries, 
the  Christian  Alliance  has  not  only  not 
brought  evidence  to  disprove  the  points 
then  made,  but  increasing  evidence  has 
accumulated  to  prove  the  untrust- 
worthiness of  the  methods  of  the  Alli- 
ance. “The  Missionary  Review  of  the 
World”  for  August  gives  nine  of  its 
columns  to  a dispassionate  discussion 
of  the  matter,  referring  to  “The  Exam- 
iner’s” publications  and  to  its  position. 
Dr.  Pierson  speaks  of  Dr.  A.  B.  Simp- 
son as  “a  close  friend  and  a beloved 


brother”  of  his,  and  yet  the  article  takes 
precisely  the  ground  that  “The  Exam- 
iner” has  taken  that  no  such  tremendous 
power  should  be  entrusted  to  one  man, 
and  that  the  books  should  be  open  to 
inspection.  Dr.  Pierson,  from  personal 
knowledge,  substantiates  some  of  Mr. 
Olsson’s  statements,  saying  that  Dr. 
Simpson’s  charge  that  Mr.  Olsson  is  re- 
sponsible for  the  withdrawal  of  Mr. 
Arthington’s  support  of  the  Christian 
Alliance  Mission  is  not  a fact,  and  add- 
ing, with  regard  to  the  replies  of  Dr. 
Simpson  to  Mr.  Olsson’s  letters  in  “The 
Examiner,”  “candor  compels  n<  m ad- 
mit that  some  of  the  'explanations’  do 
not  explain,  and  that  a few  of  the  state- 
ments made  are  not  accurate.”  The  ed- 
itorial also  regrets  Dr.  Simpson’s  dis- 
position to  meet  charges  by  counter- 
charges (as  he  did  in  the  letter  refused 
by  “The  Examiner,”  but  afterwards 
published  in  Dr.  Simpson’s  own  paper). 
It  also  refers  to  the  glowing  editorials 
in  Dr.  Simpson’s  paper  in  praise  of  Mr. 
Olsson  while  he  was  yet  on  his  wa,y 
home  to  “answer  charges.”  On  the  basis 
of  statements  made  to  him.  Dr.  Pierson 
has  withdrawn  his  name  as  a referee, 
and  declines  longer  to  assume  any  re- 
sponsibility “for  the  work  of  the  Al- 
liance in  South  America  or  elsewhere.” 

It  is  painful  to  all  concerned  to  point 
out  the  untrustworthiness  of  the  meth- 
ods in  such  instances  as  these,  but  fidel- 
ity to  the  duty  of  keeping  our  people 
fully  and  honestly  informed  as  to  what 
is  going  on  in  the  mission  world  de- 
mands plain  speaking. 

POWERFUL  LETTER. 

A powerful  letter  came  into  my 
hands  this  morning,  Aug.  9,  1899,  sent 
me  by  a distinguished  Christian  work- 
er. I do  not  wish  to  publish  the  whole 
of  it  now,  nor  give  the  writer’s  name, 
but  in  the  great  interest  of  truth  I think 
well  to  quote  the  following  paragraphs: 

“My  connection  with  the  Alliance 
Board  satisfied  me  that  the  loose  man- 
agement would  some  day  result  in  an 
exposure  of  methods  not  commendable 
to  the  Christian  public.  Your  experi- 
ence is  identical  with  that  of  others  in 
India,  Africa  and  China.  A friend  is 
with  me  who  has  just  returned  from 
China,  where  he  has  been  during  the 
last  four  years  with  the  C.  I.  M.  He 
says  that  the  superintendent  of  the  Al- 
liance work  told  him  that  they  received 
the  March  allowance  on  the  January 
following.  Many  of  the  missionaries 
were  compelled  to  borrow  of  the 
heathen. 

“Some  of  the  facts  concerning  the  Al- 
liance work  have  been  thoroughly  can- 
vassed, and  for  the  sake  of  the  faith 
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mission  work  have  been  suppressed. 
When  Messrs.  Torry,  Scofield,  Fisher. 
Hurlbert  and  myself  left  the  Board  a 
difference  arose  concerning  the  Soudan 
work,  which  we  tried  to  arrange  with 
Dr.  Simpson,  but  never  could.  We  en- 
deavored to  secure  an  arrangement  for 
the  arbitration  of  the  matter,  suggest- 
ing Dr.  Gordon  or  Harry  Frost  or  some 
other  reliable  man,  but  Dr.  Simpson  ab- 
solutely refused  to  have  the  matter  ar- 
bitrated. When  a Christian  takes  such 
a position  there  must  be  something  rad- 
ically wrong. 

“I  deeply  regret  the  facts,  which  have 


been  known  to  me  for  several  years,  and 
have  dreaded  the  exposure  of  Dr.  Simp- 
son’s peculiar  methods  of  handling  the 
Lord’s  money.  The  Alliance  has  among 
its  constituents  some  of  the  best  people 
of  the  laud,  and  it  will  be  a severe  blow 
to  the  Lord’s  work,  and  yet  in  this,  as  in 
all  other  things,  we  must  trust  in  His 
unfailing  grace  to  overrule  for  His 
own  glory.  The  matter  would  not  be 
so  serious  were  it  possible  for  any  one 
to  reason  with  Dr.  Simpson,  but  he  is 
a law  unto  himself,  and  none  of  his  as- 
sociates dare  to  cross  him  or  oppose  his 
will.”
